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HE moft ancient Hiftorians, thofe 
efpecially that treat of the Origi- 
nal of any Nation, will always 
preferve their juit Value among 
the Curious, however fimple and void of 
Ornament their Relations of Matters may 
be. And though modern Writers may de- 
liver the fame Accounts, with greater Ac- 
curacy of Judgment, and fuch PolitenefS of 
Stile, as is more agreeable to the Tatte of 
their own Times; yet in all Matters of 
Teftimony, the Original and moft ancient 
Hiftorians will conitantly be efteemed and 
referred to as moft authentick. The moft 
ancient Writer now extant of the Affairs of 
this Nation is undoubtedly C.far, who 
wanted no Qualifications that form a per- 
fott Hiftorian, and efpecially with Refped 
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tothe Majefty,-Politenefs. and Sumplicity-of, 
his Stile, is not tnferiour to any, Author 
whatfoever, .whether ancient, or,.modera, 
But as he only relates. one particular, Trani- 
action in the Courfe,.of our Affairs, viz. His 
attempt to reduce.this [land under, the Ro- 
man, Power, anddays nothing of any Occurs 
tences here before hisiown Time, ‘nor.of the 
Original of our. People, unlefssfrom fuch 
uncertain Reports and Conjectures\asiare not 
to. be depended on,. we muft look selfewhere 
for; Satisfaction in, thefe Particulars, which 
indeed. molt of all excite eur Curiofity. 

Il. ‘The ancienteft. Book now. extant, 
that. pretends to give any regular and con- 
tinued, Account of thefe Matters; is the 
Hiftory beforeus.;..which though writ at 
a ‘Time when, polite Learning did, but»very 
little flourifh, is notwithftanding entertain- 
ing enough, both for the Manner of.re- 
lating ‘Fhings, and the Importance of the 
Matters treated of; And yet for Reafons 
which Eihall hereafter confider, very few 
Englifh Hiftorians of the laft Century,which 
are now moit efteemed and. read, -haveigi- 
ven. any Account of the Matters related in 
it. Ic.us true that from the Time this Book 
was. firft. publifhed,, which is near fix hun- 
dred. Years:ago, till about the Beginning 
of the laft Century, all or moft. of -our 
Writers, not excepting Polydore Virgil him- 
{elf a great Adveriary to this Hiftory, As 
lave 
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have undertaken to tiace our Affairs from 
the fir peopling of this Hland, have inte? 
woven ‘the Subje@ of this Book with what 
Collections’ they ‘could’ make from ‘other 
Authors; in’Order to Compleat their Hiflo: 
riés. ’ But‘ thefe by Reafon of their obfoleré 
Stile; or too great Voluminoufnefs, are now 
biit’ litcle looked into by the Generality of 
Readers.’ And as forthe laft Century, ‘no 
Englifb Hiftorian of any'Note, (the Wel/h' ¥ 
do not here confider,) has. condefcended' ta 
siveany Account of thefe Affairs, efpecially 
of what'happened before Cz/ar’s Coming; 
excepting ‘Milton, Tyrrel) and Sir’ Bultrede 
Whitlock’; ‘and they too’ fo very fhort; aad 
with fuch’ Reflections upin the Hiftory’it- 
sty 


felf, as’ rather ferves to raife than’ fart 
ones’ Cutiofity: of Knowing what it con- 
tains. “But the Book is‘now grown fo very 
{catce, that many who' ‘have a Defire td 
réad’ it, ‘cannot ; ‘befides that the Stile’ of 
the Latin Pranflation of it by Fefrey of Mon- 
mouth, which is’ the only’one yet publi fhed; 
ig barbarous‘and in many Piaces obfcure. 
So that excepting our Antiquaries,' very few 
have any Knowledge of this Book; which 
yet for themolt Part’ is''a pleafant, and in 


many Places°a true Hiftory of a very brave 


People; for about two thoufand Years’ to- 
gether, thatis, during the whole Time 
they: were able to maintain their Autho- 


, rity and Government m this Kingdonr; 
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andfo far it isptoperly a Pare of the ge- 
neral: Hiftory: of England.

Tranflation of it made fome Years 
ago, to gratify fome particular Friends at 
whofe Requeft I firft. undertook it. Inthe

Times 
of Antiquity, whofe great ACtions intitle 
them tothe higheft. Place in the Lift of 
Fame ; and that it can derive its Original 
from:a/People as noble.and famous as any 
in ancjent Story. But fome of our modern 
Criticks: would: allow it no fhare of this 
Glory); but.endeavour to vilify and extin- 
suifh its moft ancient ‘Traditions and Re- 
cords; makea blank Table in Chronology 
of all that:paffed here in:that vaft Tract of 
Time beiore the coming of Ce/ar ; and inftead 
of that Heroick. Beginning which this Hi- 


fiory afcribes to the Britifo Nation,

VII. For as tothis‘particulat Point’ con- 
cérning the Origin’ of the Briti/b Nation, 
which isthe Thing in this Hiftory that is 
now moft of all controverted) it is) moft 
certain that whatever Account has: been 
given of it, different from what this Hifto- 
ry relates, has no other Grounds at ‘beft 
than probable Conjecture; and that! will 
never weigh in the Balance againft-an Hifto- 
rical Account of it, where thereis a greater 
Probability to fupport’ that Hiftory. And 
could we but, as Camden (¢ ) himfelf alfo. 
obferves, be once fatisfied that the: Hiftory 
of Brutus were true, there would be no Oc- 
cafion for any laborious Search into Anti- 
quity after the Original of the Briti/b Nati- 
on.’ Now whatever new Light the prefene 
Age may boaft of, it muft be‘owned our 
Hiftorians for feveral Ages together, before 
the'Beginning of the laft Century, thought 
themfelves eafed of the Trouble of this 
Enquiry, by acquieicing in, and as much 
as they were able corroborating this Ac- 

count. 
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eount. ‘Even William of Newburgh, the 
firft and greateft Adverfary of this Hiftory, 
makes no Objection on this Score: Guraldus 
Cambrenfis,who was very learned in the Briti{b 
Antiquities, though upon other A'ccounts 
he calls this the fabulous Hiftory of Feffrey, 
yet every where allows the Story of Bratus, 
and the Defcent of the Britains from the 
Trojans, \twas not oppofed by any Body 
in England before (bh) “fohn of Wethamftede; 
an obicure Writer of the fifteenth Century ; 
and’ as:for:any Reflections foreign Writers 
formerly’ made upon it, it cannot be fup- 
pofed their Knowledge of our Affairs fhould 
be equal tothat of our own Antiquaries ;

Ingenious and Learned Mr. Lhwyd in his 
Arch eologia Britannica. And I my elf have 
met with a Manufcript Hiftory of our Bri- 
tifb press writ above a hundred Years 
ago by Mr, Yoh Lewis, andofhortly» to be 
publifed, Oh rein the Author fays, That 
he had the Original of the Brizifb Hiftory in 
Parchment written in the Britifh Tongue 
before ‘feffrey’s Time, as he. concludes from 
this Circumftance, that in his Book Fefrey’s 
Preface was wanting, and the Preface to 
his Book was the fecond Chapter of that 
publifhed 
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publifhed by Lopivey My Deracwieri of the 
Welfb Tongue renders me unqualified for 
making any Search into thefe Matters; and 
and though the Search fhould be attended 
with never fo much Satisfaction, to thofe 
who are able to judge of the Antiqui ity of 
Manulcripts ; yet to the Generality of Rea- 
ders other Arguments would perhaps be 
more convincing. 

XIII. Were it true, that Alfred of Bever- 
ley made his Abridgment of the Briti/b Hi- 
ftory, from a-Copy of it which was diffe- 
rent from that publifhed by Fefrey, and ex- 
tant before his ‘Time; that alone would 
be an unanfwerable Proof of ‘feffrey’s In- 
tegrity. Mr, Hearne, in his Preface to Al. 
fred’s Annals by him rately publifhed, fa- 
vours this Opinion; forthe fapport of w hich 
he alledges, that Alfred never once menti- 
ons Feffrey’s nidete, but diftinguiihes the 
Author of the Briti(b Hiftory byt the feigned 
Name of Britaznicus, and that Feffr ey Was a 
later Writer than he. As to feffrey’s being 
a later Writer, that feems erounded upon 

a Miltake, Camdew and other learned Men 
have run into, concerning the ‘Time. of 
Jira publifhing this Hitory, which I 
fhall, hereafter endeavour to reChify. And 
as to Alfred’s Silence of Feffrey’s Name, one 
can fafely conclude no more from that than 
this, that he perhaps thought him of lets 
Regard, as being not the Author , but only 
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the Tranflator of the Hiftory. To methe 
common Opinion of learned Men, vz, that 
Alfred’s Annals were chiefly Galfreds Deflo- 
rationes, {eems much better fupported. For 
before‘ Jeffrey’s Tranflation appeared, the 
Britifb Hittory was wholly unknown tothe 
World, there being no Copy of it extant 
but in the Bréré[b Tongue, and that too but 
lately difcovet ed ; fo that Feffrey (r) for- 
bids his C ontem porar ies, William of Malme/- 
bury, and Henry of Huntington, to treat of 
the ancient Britib Kings, for want of the 
Book which Walter brought over from Ar- 
moricds and whereof he now publifhed the 
Tranflation. But Alfred fays’ nothing of 
its bei! ng writ in the Briti/b ‘Tongue, nor of 
its being fo fcarce-a Book. On’ the contra- 
ry he (/) fpeaks of it as a Book fo well 
known, that it ne in his Time efteemed’a 
Mark of ruftick Ignorance not’ to be ac- 
quainted with it, and that he himfelf was 
afhamed till he had read this Hiftory which 
others had even got by Heart. If there- 
fore the Britib Hiftory ii Alfred abridg- 
ed, was different from this Saas ifhed by ae 2 
frey and yet was fo generally well known 
at that Time 5° one mi ught very well ask, 
what became of it ? What’ Author has 
made the leaft Mention of it? Or in what 

Language 
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Language was it written? If it was in 
Britib, it could not have been, fo generally 
underftood by Ezglifhmen, nor in. all Proba- 
bility by Alfred himfelf, who yet mentions 
his Defire of tranfcribing ic: If in Lavzz, 
then. the Queition, is, wherein did that Hi- 
ftory, and ‘feffrey’s pretended. Tranilation 
differ ? , For, L obferve that wherever Adfred 
does not abridge, but quote the very Words 
of the Britifb Hiftory, he does it Verbatiae 
according to Feffrey’s Tranflation. Nor docs 
his Abridgment in the Jeaft differ from Fef- 
frey’s larger Hiftory of the Times before the 
Coming of Ce/ar, faving in the Orthogra- 
phy of fome Perfons and Places, wherein 
fcarce any. Writers. fince his Time have per- 
feCtly agreed, and in a Quotation (¢) which 
he has added out of another Author, con- 
cerning the High ways of Belinus; nor yet 
in the ‘Times after the Coming of Ce/ar, 
faving in,fome Additions he made to it, as 
he himfelf (z) owns, out of the Koman, 
Englifb, and other Hiftorians. 

XIV. Deipairing therefore of clearing 
Jeffreys Integrity by, this Argument, let us 
try whether it may not be done, by the Con- 
fideration of other, Circumitances, and, the 
An{wers that.may be given to the Objedti- 
ons of his Adverfaries,..And. in the .frft 
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Place it has been thought by Feffrey’s Advo- 
cates a very great Hardfhip, that he has 
not the Privilege of being believed upon his 
own Word, viz. That he was only the 
Tranflator of the Britifb Hiltory, who was 
in his own Time of that Credit and Efteem, 
as to be promoted afterwards to the Bt- 
fhoprick of St. A/aph, and as («) fome Te- 
late (though I believe on no good Grounds) 
to the Dignity of a Cardinal alfo: When 
other Authors, who have intermixed with 
their Hiftories as grofs Fables as any that 
are here to be found, are yet allowed that 
Privilege in Matters of greater rp ES 
And they think this Treatment of him the 
more injurious, fince the 'Beahicd Men of 
his own Time, who had the-beft- Oppor- 
tunity, and wanted no Abilities to expofe 
the Forgery, had it really been fo, were 
far from queltioning his Veracity in ‘this 
Point. Now as | ys Sir “Fohw Price with great 

Zeal for Feffrey’s Caule urges, no humane 
Argument is io ftrong a Support’ to the 
Faith of the Gofpel as this, that when it 
was firft publifhed to the World, none of 
its Adverfaries were found fo impudent, as 
to endeavour deftroying the Belief of the 
Fats it relates. And fo; fays he, ought it 
to be an Argument for ott Purpofe, that 


there 
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there was no Body, when this Hiftory was 
firlt publithed, that actempted to difprove 
ir, or affert it to be the Forgery, inftead of 
the {ranilation of Felfrey of Monmouth. On 
the contrary, it was received with general 
Approbation, and was no fooner publifhed, 
than Abridgments and Tranflations were 
made of it into other Languages. 

XV. For Henry of Hunting don, whom 
feffrey mentions as his contemporary Hitto- 
rian, though he had treated of the Origi- 
nal of the Britains, and of Brutus the Foun- 
der of their Race, in the Hiltory he had 

ublifhed before he had feen the Brztib 
Lifory: yet afterwards happening, as he 
(z) fays, to light upon feffrey’s Tranflation 
at the Abbey of Bec in Normandy, Nie, to 
compleat his Account of the ancient Briti[b 
Affairs, and as it were to teltify to the 
World his Efteem for the Britib Hiltory 
when publifhed, made an Abftraét of it, 
which he fubjoined as an Appendix to his 
former Hiftory. Abouc the fame lime 
alfo Alfred of Beverley, whom I mention’d 
before, and now affert to be a later Writer 
than ‘feffrey, fhew'd himfelf fo well fatif- 
Fed that the Briti(b Hiftory was genuine, 
that in his Abridgment of it he has omit- 
ted mentioning Feffrey’s Name ; which, as 
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1 have already obferved, he in all. Proba- 
bility did for no other Reafon, than that 
he thought him lefs worthy his. Regard, 
as being no farther concerned in the Work 
than in the Tranflating of it ; though the 
Author of it, as being unknown, he calls 
by the feigned Name of Britannicus, Much 
about the fame Time alfo. Waltey Mapeus, 
who firft difcovered. the Book, and gave 
It to Jeffrey to tranflate, did himfelf tranf- 
Jate it out of Britifh into Latin, and in his 
latter Days out of Latin into Britifb again, 
that is, as I f{uppofe, into more modern 
Welfo that it- might be more generally un- 


deritood. And this Walter him{elf teftifies 
at the Conclufion of his Book, which is fill 
to be feen in the Archives (24) of Solus 
Colledge Library in Oxford, Mr. Lhuyd (b) 
fays, that after comparing thefe. Tranfla- 
tions with that which was made by Jeffrey, 
he found Feffrey’s Hiltory more elegant.and 
perfect than the other, There are alfo {e- 
veral other Manufcript Copies, of this Hi- 
{tory tranflated into Welfb, but of what 


Antiquity, or whether all done by the fame 
Hand I have not yet been. able ‘to inform 


my felt. And the Learned Bifhop of Car- 
tifle (¢) mentions an old Englifp..Tranfla- 
HON O1it made by one Lazimon or Lazamon, 


a Prieft 
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a Prieft born at Erzlere on the Severn, the 
Copy of which being yet extant in the 
Cottonian Library, he conjectures muft be 
near as ancient as ‘feffrey’s Time. | And 
though the Tranflator pretends to have 
had the Original from its prime Author, 
one Wate, (or Walter) a French Clergyman, 
who, ashe fays, firlt prefented his Latin 
Compofure to Queen Eleanor, King Henry 
the Second’s Confort ; yet, fays my Lord 
of Carlifle, the Truth is, as Mr. Waziley has 
made it very plain to us, this Lazsmon’s 
Book, and Mozmouth’s are the very fame ; 
and the former feems only to have tranflated 
Feffrey’s Book into Norman Englifh, in which 
Condition we have it twice in the Cottonian 
Library. It would be tedious to recount 
that long Catalogue of Exglifh Hiftorians, 
who {ucceeded from the Twelfth to the Six- 
ceenth Century, and that have either 
abridged or enlarged upon the Britifb Hifto- 
ry, without any Sufpicion of Forgery on 
Feffrey’s Part, wherewith he now common- 
ly ftands charged. 

XVI. But befides the general Approba- 
tion this Book met with at its firft appear- 
ing abroad, and which it fo long preferved, 
it may bealledged farther, thar there is all 
the Imbrobability of any Cheat on Feffrey’s 
Part that can be imagined. For he pro- 
duces for a Voucher of his Sincerity Walter 
Archdeacon of Oxford, from whanv he pro- 
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feffes to have received the Copy of the Bri- 
tifb Hiftory ; and at the fame Time clears 
Walter of Forgery, by mentioning the An- 
tiquity of the Book. But admitting they 
were both jointly concerned in this Contri- 
vance, which is all that can be objected in 
this Cafe, it is hardly credible that feffrey 
would hazard the expofing of his Character 
fo far, as to publifh to the World fo grofs a 
Forgery, and prefume to dedicate it toa 
Perfon fo celebrated for his Learning, and 
withal of fo great Eminence and Authority 
in the Kingdom, as was at that Time Robert 
Earl of Glowcefter, the Natural Son of King 
Henry the Firit. He had juftReafon to fear, 
that a Perfon of fuch eminent Quality, and 
fo curious in Matters of Learning, and efpe- 
cially that which fo much concerned a 
Statefman, the Hiftory of this Kingdom, 
would not bear fucha {candalous Impofition 
with his Name at the Head of it, if by any 
Enquiries made into it he could have been 
deteCted.. But befides the Earl of Glouceffer, 
he had the Confidence alfo to venture im- 
pofing upon the Credulity of Alexander Bi- 
fhop of Livcoln, to whom he dedicates Mer- 
lin’s Prophefies, and mentions his Tranfla- 
tion of the Britis Hiltory. This Prelate is 
alfo celebrated by Henry of Huntington, and 
other Hiftorians, as well as Jeffrey himfelf, 
for the greateft Patron of Learned Men. in 
that Time, and for being himfelf a great 
Scholar 
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Scholar and Statefman. And if he had any 
Concern either for Truth or for his own 
Honour, we cannot doubt but he was well 
fatishied of ‘feffrey’s Integrity, when he de- 
fired him to tranflate Merlins Prophefies, 
(as Seffrey fays he did,) and had the Op- 
portunity of Difcourfing him about the 
Copy of the Britib Hiftory, the Tran- 
{lation whereof he publifhed at the fame 
Time with them. But farther, let it even 
be granted, that not only Walter was a 
Partner in this Contrivance, but alfo that 
the Earl of Gloucefter and the Bifhop of Liz- 
cola were both fo regardlefs of their Honour, 
as to fuffer their Names at the Head of a 
Tranflation, without any Scruple or Enqui- 
ry whether it was real or pretended ; yet 
it can never with any Reafon be thought, 
but that a Hiftory, which gave fo furpriz- 
ing an Account of the ancient Britifb Affairs, 
and which (as Alfred of Beverley tells us,) 
was at the Time of its firft Appearance very 
much the Subjeét of publick Difcourfe, fo 
that it was then efteemed a Mark of ruftick 
{gnorance for any Perfon to be unacquaint- 
ed with it, could have pafled without Cen- 
fure from other Learned Men, had there 
been the leaft Grounds forit. And yet, as 
J have already obferved, it pafled current 
with all the Writers of Note in our Coun- 
try till Camden’s Time; and met with no 


Oppofition excepting from William of New-— 
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burgh, who may, very well be thought too 
diftant in Time,,too much fway’d, by Re- 
fentment and Prejudice, too full of abfurd 
Stories himfelt, and to have toolittle Ap- 
pearance of Reafon.on his Side, to, be capa- 
ble of ie it any Injury with an impartial 
and confiderate Reader. 

XVII. Notwithitanding both (4) Polydore 
Virgil, and (e) Camden obje ct. the. Autho- 
rity y of this Writer, as an Argument againft 
Ffeffrey’s Integrity , and that too of the great 
eft Weight of any that they offer upon this 
Point, which makes it the more worthy 
our Confideration,. C amden, or, which is 
much the fame Thing, the learned and 
judicious Men who attacked him with their 
Objections, introduces the A pig with 
great Force, by afferting, thas Walliam. of 
Newburgh, in this rough Language, fixed 
the Charge of POSH upon Jeffrey, the 
Compiler “of the Briti/ Hiftory, as foon as 
ever he liad publifhed it. “ A. certain 
o tas of ftarted up in our Days, who hath 
« devifed {trange and ridiculous ‘Tales con- 
“cerning the Brétaiws, and with a fort. of 
‘¢ impudent Vanity, hath extolled _ their 
‘© Gallantry above that of the Macedonians 
‘or Romans. His Name is. Jeffrey, &c- 
From the Manner in which Camdez allows 
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thefe learned Men to propofe their Objeéti- 
on, a Reader would hardly imagin that 
Newburgh delay’d making this Charge againft 
Jeffrey, till above forty Years after the Bri- 
tif Hiltory was publifhed ; and yet fo much 
it was at leaft according to the moft favour- 
able Suppofition : That is, allowing Feffrey 
to be living at the Beginning of Hewry the 
Second’s Reign, or the Year 1155. For in 
his Reign Camden (f ) fays Feffrey publifhed 
this Hittory, and it was at leait 1197, before 
Newburgh publifhed his Invective, his Hi- 
{tory not ending before that Year. But in- 
deed the Miftake is yet much greater. For 
by fome Accounts, I find ‘feffrey died two 
Years before Henry the Second began his 
Reign ;~-at leaft ic is certain (¢) he was 
made Bifhop of St. A/aph in 1151, and that 
his two Patrons Robert Earl of Gloucefter 
and Alexander Bithop of Lincolz, (to the 
former of which he dedicates the Hiftory 
he Tranflated, to the other Mer/inzs Prophe- 
fies, ) died the one in the Year 1146, the 
other the Year following : And itis equally 
certain, that Sfeffrey publithed his Book be- 
fore he was made a Bifhop, and alfo before 
the Death of either of his Patrons. As to 
the exact Time when this Book was pub- 
lifhed I cannot be pofitive; though moft 

probably 
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probably it was between the Year 1223; 
in which Alexander was made Bifhop of 
Lincoln. and 1128 when Alfred of » Beverly 
the Abridger of the Hiftory (4) is thought 
tohave died. Langhornwfays in his (¢) An- 
tiquitates Albionenfes that Henry of Hunting- 
tonfaw this Hiftory at the Abbey of Bee 1n 
Normandy. A. D. 1109. But this certainly 
isa Miftake,as might be made appear from 
feveral Circumftances. Huntingtons Second 
Letter to Warin, which Langhorn quotes on 
this Occafion, was (as faras I can’ find) 
never yet Printed; and the M’S.. which 1 
faw of it in the Harleyan Library, fays only, 
that Huntington had met with ‘effrey’s Hi- 
{tory in his Journey to Rome hoc anno: But 
the Letter has no Date. However one 
may very juftly reckon at leaft feventy 
Years between the Publication of this Hiftos 
ry,and the Appearance of Newburghs Charge 
againft it. Andthis is fuch a Diftance of 
Time, that it can hardly be prefumed he 
could be a competent Witnefs of the’ Fors 
gery, unlefshe had given better Reafons for 
it than he has done. 

XVIII. But Jeffreys Advocates fay far: 
ther, that Newburgh was far from being fincere 
andimpartialin hisCharge. It is certain his 
Accufation made no Impreflion on any of 
our own Writers, till near the Beginning of 

the 
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the laft Century. It was ina fhore Time 
anfwered by one (4) Grey, who according to 
Pitts was Buhop of Norwich and Ele of 
Canterbury, and dy’d A. D. 1217. and has 
been generally rejected as a groundlefs Ca- 
lumny; fo much Virulence, efpecially a- 
gainft a Perfon of fo venerable a Character 
as that of a Bifhop, not being thought.to 
proceed from any other Caufe than Paffion 
andPrejudice.And accordingly (/) fome Wel/b 
Authors difcover to Us the true fecret Rea- 
fon of this Bitternefs, by telling us from their 
own authentick Hiftories, “Vhat this Wcizam 
Petit, alias Neubrigenjis, whom the Britazns 
call Guillim. Bach, did after the Deceafe of 
Feffrey of Monmouth, make Suit to David ap 
Owen Gwyned Prince of North-Wales, to fuc- 
ceed in| the Bifhoprick of St. Ajaph; and 
receiving the Repufe with fome Difgrace, 
had no other Way to vent his foolifh Paflion 
and Refentment, than by railing moft {cur- 
riloufly again{t the deceaied Bilhop, asif he 
had been the Author of a Book, of which 
he was oniy the Tranflator, and decrying 
the Hiftory and Antiquities of the Brétaizs, 
to revenge himielf onthe Wed/b their Def- 
cendants. So that Leland faystruly of him, 
(m) Gallofridum Arturiam Monumerenlem tam 
petulanier 
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petulanter laceffit, tam invidis.morfibus lacerat, 
ut comauctum ad. td facile | putes s cujus Judicim 
um f{ecutus Polydorus, cx fepe cx libenter Gal- 
lofridum vellicat, alieni operis,.interpretem. 
Quare mili utergue ad partes. merito VOCANAUS 
nif effent eos. equo \penitioris autiquitatis Bri- 
tannlx 1S MATL. 

XIX. "They think alfo his Prejudice. the 
more apparent, in that he confidently. ob- 
jets as.a Falfity in this Hiftory, what they 

aflert to be a moft.notorious Truth. For 
he.would have the Account here. given of 
the three ancient Metropolitan Sees. of the: 
Britains, viz. London, York, and. Legions, 
pafs.for. an. inconteftable. Proof.of the 
Falfity of the Hiftory, affirming. there 
were. no. Archbifhops in this Ifland before 
Auguftin tae Monk. And. indeed that this 
isa more confident than true Affertion, any 
one may be convinced from. Areh-Bifhop 
Ufbers Primordia, who has moft learnedly 
difeuffed this Point, and. {hewn all. the 
Authorities that corroborate Feffreys Acs 
count of the Eftablifhment ‘and * Succeffion 
of the Britif> Archbifhops, from the Time 
of K. Luerus till Augaftins Arrivals. But 
befides they: wonder with what Face. he 
could reproach. Jeffrey. with fabulous Stories, 
who. himfelf abounds with Falfities and 
Abfurdities rather more grofs and incredible. 
For fome Liberty has been wae allow’d to 
Antiquity in thefe Matters : But this Hiftori- 
an 
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an. makesa Romance of the Hiltory of his 
own Time, and among many other men- 
ftrous Stories, tells us one which nothing in 
this Book, not the Birth of Mer/iz, nor the 
Transformation of Usher Pendragon, nor the 
moft Remantick Exploit of K. Arthar, nor 
Cadwallo’s Repaft in the Ifland of Garzareia, 
will come up to; and will ferve very weil 
to fhew that this Authors Indignation a- 
gainit feffrey, did not proceed from his 
Averfion to Fables. He fays, (#) That in 
K. Stephen’s Time at a Place now called 
Wolpit near St, Edmuads-Bury in Suffolk, 
two green Children, a Male and Female, 
in ftrange Habits, came out of the Wolf- 
pitts adjoining, and wandred upand down 
in the Kield in Aftonifhment, ullthey were 
feized by fome Reapers, and carried to the 
Village, whither a great Multitude of Peo- 
ple ran together to fee them. There they 
were detained fome Days, and. refufed all 
manner of Suftenance that was offered 
them, tillat laft when near famifhed they 
ereedily laid hold on fome Beans that were 
accidentally brought them, and lived upon 
this Food for fome Months till they had 
learned to eat Bread. ‘Their green Colour 
gradually changed, fo that they became in 
Complexion like other People, learned our 
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Language, and were baptized.  The*Boy, 
who feemed.the younger, died-a little while 
after; but the Gitl furvived a long ‘Time, 
and matried a Man at Lynn. Being “asked 
about their Country and the’ Manner’ of 
their coming hither; they anfwered, That 
they came from St. Martins Land, which 
according to their Defcription, was a Sub- 
terraneous Country that had no Sun, but 
a Light hke our Twilight, where notwith- 
ftanding the Chriftian Faith was proteffed : 
“And that they were convey’d from thence to 
this upper Region in a fort of Extafy, occa- 
fioned. by hearing a Sound Jike that Of’ 
Bell, while they were feeding their Pathers 
Cattle in the Field. An Author that could 
relate this Story for a Truth, was a” very 
improper, Perfon to cenfure Feffrey of Mon- 
mouth’s Britifb Hiftor 

XX, rei then neither thé Time wiien 
Newburgh. pi appeased this’ Charge, nor’ the 
Impartiality, nor the Crédit of the With ef, 
may be thought t to, render his Evidence’ va- 
iid; nothing rémainsto fupport this heinous 
Accufation, but the fironge’ Reafons ‘he 
‘gives for it. But here they fay” “we dre 
moft of all She Te gt ; fot he ‘gives’ no 
Reafons at all, The whole Accufation 

nothing but fcurrilous Rathi ms, without 
the fed ealt Offer of.a Proof He calls fejfrey 
(o)a Writer, of ridiculous Fictions, who 
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withan impudent Vanity extolled the Va- 
lour of the Britains above that of the Aface- 
donians and Romans ; had publifhed for a true 
Hiftory the old Briti/h Fables of K. Arthur, 
with an. Addition of his own; had yet with 
_preater Impudence publithed Merlin’s lying 
Prophefies, very much alfo enlarged from 


his own Stock, as true and authentick; and 
in his whole Briti~b Hiftory lyes every 
where faucily and, impudently. He alfo 
calls thofe either Ffeffrey’s or other Peoples 
Fictions, which he relates concerning the 
ereat Exploits of the ancient Britains before 
Cefars Arrival; as alfo trom Cefars ‘Time, 
till the Reign of the Emperour Hozorzus ; 
and will not allow one Word to betrue 
concerning the fucceeding Britifb and Saxow 
Kings, that is inconfiftent with Bedes ac- 
count of them; and in fliort affirms the 
whole Story of <Arthar and his Succeffors 
isa bare-faced. Lie, either of his own or 
other Peoples making, .And in this Lan- 
guage do’s he proceed to inveigh againft 
him more largely, in Relation to the Exploits 
of Arthur, histhree pretended Archiepifcopal 
Sees, and the Prophet Merlin; and at aft con- 
cludes that this Liar with his Fables ought 
to be forthwith reje&ted by all. But he do’s 
not at laft offer to prove, nor fo much as to 
fay, that there was no fuch ancient Hitto- 
ry ever extant as ‘feffrey pretended to 
tranflate; nor that Walter Archdeacon of 

Cg Oxford 
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Oxford never delivered any fuch, Book. to 
him; northatthere was a Combination be- 
tween Walter and Jeffrey to impofe a, For- 
gery upon the World ; nor that,any Body 
hadidetected, or fo much as fufpeéted ' any 
fuch Thing. And yet without fome Proof 
of this kind, ‘fefrey, notwithftanding all 
Newbarghs ill-manner’d Railing, mightbe.a 
very infocent. Man. | But to,make, his 
Malice yet)more apparent, one might very 
wellask, ‘To what End was all this. bitter 
Invective? Or which way wasiit pertinent 
to his Purpofe ?) For Newbarghs Hiftory. be- 
gins with William the Conquerer, and has 
nothing to do withthe A flairs of thofe Times 
whereof the 6riti/b Hiftory treats lf that-had 
been his Subject, he had been fomewhat more 
excufable, as preparing his Readers’ to re- 
ject the Errours of that. Hiftory.., Where- 
as hie. now goes out of his way,to yent his 
Malice againit, and endeavour to (ruin, the 
Credit ofa Prelate of the Church;,:who had 
beena long Time dead, who: had hitherto 
enjoy da far Character, and (whichis the 
cveateft Ageravation) had neverthat.L can 
find done him thedeatt Injury, 

XXL. Thisis the Man upon whofe fingle 
Tefiimony (p) Polpdore Virgil grounds lis 
calumnious Reflections on “feffrey of Mow- 
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mouth, and which fome of our modera Wri- 
ters have countenanced fo far, as to place 
himiin the infamous Clafs with Axxzias Vi- 
aie and other impoftors. And yer at 
laft Newburgh does not fay that Fefrey forged 
the Hiftory, but only added to it what he 
calls doting Tales and Fittions. And this 
is what Feffreys Advocates do not deny, and 
what he himfelf feems to: have the. Inge- 
nuity toown. For he (7) owns the Addi- 
tion of Merlivs Prophefy ; and perhaps the 
Connexion of it with the Hiftory, by the 
Addition of Merlins Difcourfe with Vor- 
tegirn, (which isalmoft taken verbatim from 
Nenuius) routt be imply’d. He (7) owns 
alfo fome Additious to the Story of K. Ar- 
thar, and therefore doesnot prerend to have 
ty’d himfelf up toa itrictt Tranflation.. And 
accordingly befides the Story of the F/amens 
and Archflamens, which Archbifhop. Uber 
({)fays ‘was’ wanting in that which he 
fuppofed to be the Original MS; Dr. Powe! 
(t) fays he had feen other Copies, wherein 
were alfo wanting thofe wonderful Tranf.- 
formations of Gor/ois and his Confidents, 
befides fome other Romantick Vales; which 
indeed might be Traditions among the Wel), 
and fuch as Feffrey might think entertaining 
Stories for the Credulity of thofe Times. 
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I muft not leave this Point, without ‘obfer- 
ving alfo, (what I have already’ hinted’at) 
that among all the ‘Lies and Fables Newburgh 
charges Feffrey with, he makes not the leaft 
mention of the Story of Bratz, or the 
Defcent of the Britains from the Trojans. Tt 
feems this Particular, which was the molt 
material of all, was fo well eftablifhed in 
his Time, that he did not venture to oppofe 
it: For one would hardly think any other 
Reafon hindred him from mentioning’ if. 
To what Purpofe therefore does Camden 
produce Newburghs 'Teltimony again{t the 
Britib Hiftory, as long as the Story of Brz- 
tusisnotinjured by it? For lecthereft ofthe 
Hiftory be true or falfe, his Concern was 
chiefly about this Part of it, as being repug- 
nant to the ConjeCture he was <poing to 
propofe, concerning the firft Inhabitants of 
this, Ifland. . 

XXT!, It is, true, he ufes alfo other Ar- 
guments which I proceed to. confider ; 
‘Though his Quotation out of Gzraldus Cam- 
erenjis< cannot think was intended by him 
for_a Proof of feffrey’s Forgery, but’ only 
in fome Meafure to weaken the Authority 
of the Brith Hiltory.. As he was very 
converfant in the. Works of this. Author, 
andhad publifhed a Part of them, he had 
certainly more Ingenuity than to wreft the 
Senfe of one particular Paflage, contrary 
tothe Tenour and Scope ofall: Gira/dus’s 
| Wri 
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Writings., For though Gira/dys is fo fevere 
with Feffrey, about the Opinions he. delivers 
concerning the Etymology of Wales, as to 
pafsthis blunt RefleCtion, (x) Szeut Fabr- 
dofa Gaufredi Arthuri mentitur, Fistorta, which 
are the Words Camden quotes ; ‘yet it is 
certain he never intended to. charge “fef- 
frey with: Forgery or Impofture by them. So 
dav from,that,,thathis Leftimonies ferve as 
the greateft Support to. this Hiftory, in the 
moft material Parts, of it.. As, he was him- 
felf.a Wellhman,, and withal yery learned 
inthe. Hiftory and Antiquities. of the Bri- 
taimsy.. contemporary with Jeffrey himfelf, 
and an intimate Acquaintance of Walter 
Archdeacon of Oxford, he had the, beft Op- 
portunity of any Writer of that Time, for 
deteCing ‘feffrey’s Impofture; And-had he 
had the leaft Sufpicion, that under Pretence 
of ‘Tranflating an ancient Briti{b, Book, 
he impofeda Forgery. upon the World, he 
that was fo fevere upon him for fuch a 
Trifle as the, Etymology ofa Word, would 
never, have, conceal’d ir. But according to 
the Opinion of Sir fobs Price, (wv) Giraldus 
faw. the, very original Book from whence 
jeffrey. made his Tranflation; (fo far was 
he from fufpecting him ) and only quar- 
rell’d with him abour chis particular Paf- 
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fage,.as being one of Feffrey’s “Additions. 
‘Whereas in‘the*other Parts of his Writings, 
he has not only ‘approved, but ‘much’ 'cor- 
roborated the’ Authority “of “the Britifb 
Hittory, as werfhall fee in: its: proper 
Place. rte 
_  -XXIIL”: To proceed therefore to that 
which is really detigned’ by Camdeg as an 
Argument againit feffrey’s’ Integrity 5 he 
makes his Learned Men afferty:(x) “ That 
“Seffrey ap Arthur of Monmouth.was the firft 
Perfon, that gratified the Brétains with 
Brutus for the Founder of stheir- Race, 
and feign’d him not ‘only of a Tivojaz, 
“but alfo.of a Divine Extraction: Betore 
‘which: Time, there was ‘never-any the 
“¢ Jeaft Mention made of fuch a\Man‘as Bra- 
tus,” Now this, thoughit were true, is far 
from being a direct Argument againft Fef- 
frey’s Integrity: Becaufe there might have 
been a Hiftory that lay-concealed’ for fome 
Ages before his ‘Time; containing this new 
and furprizing Account of the-ancient Bri- 
tains, Which 1p might be his Rortune’ firft 
to publifh. But thereis no Occafion to -an- 
fwer the’ Argument in: this Manner: For 
tlie Advocates of the Briti/h Hiftory acquit 
not only Fefrey, but alfo his Author, from 
Forgery with Refpect to: this Point; by 
afferting 
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aflerting in direét Contradiction to Camden, 
That there had’ been:frequent’ Mention

For:Sir> ‘fobs Price’s learnéd: and. elegant 
Defence of the “Briti/b Hiftory. was ‘pub- 
lifhed ‘in: Camdex’s Time, ‘and could hardly 
avoid being perufed by a: Perfor of fo great 
Curiofity in thefe’ Affairs.. And this “Au- 
thor had .fufficiently anfwer’d this Obje- 
tion before ever it appear’d in Camden's 
Britannia. i 
XXIV. Tt-is certain im the firft Place, 
that Hezry.of Huntington had publifhed in 
the Beginning of his»Hiftory a fhort Ac- 
count: of -Bratw, and>made the Britains 
the Defcendants:of the: Tyojazs, before ‘he 
knew:-any ‘Thing of Seffrey’s Britib Hifto- 
ry; as-may'be' gathered from what he fays 
in the above-mention’d fecond | Epiftle to 
W arin, from> what Fefrey himfelt fays at 
the Conclufion of this Hiftory, where he 
mentions Henry of Huntington, as his con- 
temporary Hiultorian, and alfo from the 
different 
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different .Relations. of the Story. it felf in 
fome Circumftances.:,.And it is.alfo obfer- 
vable, .that he profefles,to have ,had,this 
Account. from.,various, Authors. ..Give, me 
Leave. to.inferr, the. whole, Pailage,in,,his 
own..Words...,()..); Nunc, 4,.guibus &,.quo 
tempore inhabttata fuertt,,( Britannia) dicendum 
eft.;. quod in, Beda..non ¢uventum..in aliis “n> 
thoribus, reperi;feripferuut enim, a Dardano 
principium emanaffe, Brstonum,..Dardanus 
autem pater fuit Troi, Lsoius autem pater 
Priami cm, Anchifz, Anchiles, Pater Ainez, 
fineas pater Afcann, Afcanius, pater Sylvil.

WNotWithftanding it is thought by fome, 
that “he- hints at the Paflage of the Trojazs 
or Britains through Gaal, when ‘he fays, 
(2) In primis hec infula Britones. folum, a 
quibus ‘nomen accepit, incolas habuit ; qui de 
tracta Atmoricano, at fertur,’ Britanniam 
nave(tt, uuftrales (tb: partes illius vindicarunt. 
For as Sit (4) Foha Price and (6) Sherinz- 
ham rematk, it is evident from this Tefti- 
mony, that’ the ancient Britaims did not 
inhabit ‘Gaul, but only arrived there in 
their’ Paffase to’ Britaiz, agreeable to what 
the Br#tibHiftory relates. For if the 
Britains had been a People of Gaa/, and 
had given their Name to the Ifland at 
their Arrival here, they mult have bore 
this Name \firft in Gaa/. But the Name 
of Britains is*much more ancient in this 
I{land than‘ in’ Gaal, they having been fo 
called long before Cefar’s Arrival ; whereas 
it was long after Czfar’s Time that Arimo- 

VIC 
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yiee came to be called Britaiz. And that 
we ought to underftand Bede in this Senfe 
is very reafonable, if we confider farther, 
that it feems, to. haye,been the received 
Tradition of his Countrymen the Saxous, 
when they firft arrived here, thae-the 
Britsins were originally Trojans’; theugh by 
Reafon of the long Confufion and Diftra- 
&ion of their Affairs, the Ignorance of the 
Times, and efpecially the Neglet of the 
Hiftory of Foreign Nations, (among whom 
they efteem’d the Wel/b,) when indeed they 
have hardly deliver’d that of ther own, 
we cannot expect much Mention made of 
it by them in ‘thofe early Days, Not- 
withftanding the Saxoz Verfes Wheloc (c) 
cites out of an ancient Manufcript at Trizity 
College in Cambridge, are*an Inftance of 
the Antiquity of this Notion among them, 
which I will here add according to his

But we have a much fuller Tefti- 
mony concerning Brutus from Sigibertus 
Gemblacenfis, (4) a Freneh Author fome- 
what more early than’ Feffrey or Henry. of 
Huntington; for he died, according to Bel~ 
larmine, in the Year 1112, to which Year 
he alfo brings down his Chronographia. 
The whole Paffage is too long to be cited 
here ;. but..the Sum of it is, That ac- 
cording to the Relations given in the 
Hiftory. of the Britains, Afcanius the Son 
of Aineas had by his Son S)/vigs a Grand- 
fon named Brutus, who occafion’d his.Mo- 
ther’s Death by his Birth, and his Pather’s 
in Hunting ; that being banifhed into 
Greece he headed the exiled Trojazs,.con- 
quered Pandrafus, married his Daughter, 
and departing from Greece came to the 
Tyrrhenian Shore, where he joined Com- 
pany with Corinews, aud then made War 
upon the Gaw/s, and built the City of Tours, 
where his Nephew Vwrovus was killed : 
That from hence he failed to Britatz cal- 
led then Albion, and inhabited by Giants, 
and called the People and Country after

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his. Name, and. at Jaft, left three. Sons: to 
fucceed him, after he-had reigned twenty 
four Years... And: fo.he paffes. fummarily 
over. the Affairs of the Brétaizs, agreeable 
to the, Britifh. Hiftory,. till they. were dri- 
ven into, Wales by the, Saxous....1 am. not 
ignorant that. this. whole Paflage in Sigés 
vertus concerning the, ancient..Britazzs,. is 
fulpected .by fome Learned Men, as an 
Interpolation of fome later Writer,. who 
might take it...from  the,..Britqh Hi- 
flory.. But this. feems to be .a,Surmife, 
grounded. rather, upon theit, Prejudice to 
the Brit) Hiltory, thanany fufficient Rea- 
fon. ‘Fhe Author, for an Introduction to 
his Chronographia, profefles to treat of the 
Original of nine Nations, viz, the Romans, 
Perfians, Franks, Britains, @c. and accor- 
dingly having .difpatched the. firft three, 
delivers the Original of the. Britaius in the 
Manner I have. related.. And why. this 
Particular fhould be an Interoplation more 
than, any of the reft, they ought to. fhew 
jome. better Reafon .than, their, Sufpicion, 
or the Omiffion, of itin fome one Manu- 
{cript,, when. perhaps all the reft have ir. 
But we need not much infift upon. this 
-fingle Telftimony, ..when there are others 
more. ancient. and authentick. 

XXVI... Bor. Nexzztus Abbot of the. fa- 
mous Monaftery of Banchor near Chefter, 
who-flourithed according to fome Accounts 
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in the’ feventh Century, or however with- 
out all Difpute fome> Hundreds of Years 
before’ “feffrey’s Time, has writ very copi- 
oufly’ concerning Bratas, recounting his 
Genealogy’ from’ the’ Patriarch Noah, ‘and 
relating the Sum of his Adventures, in a 
Manner that differs but in a few Circum- 
ftances from the Briti/b Hiftory.  And* not 
not“only fo, but indeed’the principal Ma-

Degree; and in another the fame 
with the common Account, ‘which he moft 
largely: infifts upon as the moftauthentick. 
Atthe fame Time it may be doubted, swhe- 
ther the two former. Accounts were~not 
added by his Interpolator: Samuel Britannus, 
the Copies we have remaining: of this Au 
thor being very imperfect, and inconfiltene 
with one another, and fo acknowledged by 
(c) Dr. Gale the firft Editor of this {mall 
Hiftory. At leaft thefe different:Accounts, 
as they are mention’d by no Author: now 
extant ancienter than this, and*by him.but 
tranfiently too, ought not (as they are 
by (a) Camden) to be urged asiany -mate- 
rial Objection againft. the more known, 
the more generally received,and the much 
better grounded ‘Tradition, which the. Brz- 
rif Tittory ‘has delivered’:concerning Bra- 
sus. For if an eftablifh’d Tradition is: to 
be rejected upon thefe Grounds, there as 
very little in ancient Hiftory,’ that oughr 
to be received: And even Romualas mutt

in the Mathematicks, many Fabieswe 
invented of him, -by the Vulgar,. fome of 
which are recorded in Nevnius, and inthe 
Britifh Hiftory. However, as his Compo- 
fitions were in oe Requeft among the 
Britains, and efpecially this Prophefy, one 
inay fee from thence the Antiquity of the 
Name of Brates, and of the Notion: that 
this Hland derived its Name from him. 
Sit’ foha Price, who underftood the Wei/b 
Language, and. had perufed the moft an- 
cient: Writers now extant-of that Country, 
informs us, (2) that they have alfo fome 
Vertes yet extant of that ancient and: (ac- 
cording tohis Chara¢é cter) molt fublime Briti {b 
Bard Thal iffin, calling the Britains thei Re.

concealed.) ‘One’ pertinent Inftance -of this 
we have in that moft polite Hiftoriam Oxi7, 
tox Curtin, who was’ wholly unknown to 
the leaned’ World}: or ‘at leaft (yy *menti- 
oned by ‘no Author, till ‘near’ athoufand 
Years after his own Time! And“ yet ‘his 
Bool is efteemied both ‘a genuine and ‘faith- 
fal Hiftory ‘of the Actions” of Alexander the 
Great! And all Cireumftances. confidered, 
it is‘no' great’ Wonder, that the Hiftory of 
the Britains lay fo long concealed' trom the 
Exelifo, who till near the Time ‘this Book 
was publifhed, were fo far from ‘being cu- 
rious about the Original’ or Hittory of the 
Britains, that they knew but very little of 
their--own Anceftors the Saxoms, faving 
what they found in Bede. § Let it be alfo 
confidered, that this‘was an Interval of: Time, 
wherein all kind of Learning was at the 
loweft' Ebb over all’ Ewrope , that'the Affairs 
of Exgland were in a very diftraéeéd'Con- 
dition, by the continual Contefts between 
the Exglifh and Danes ; that the Univerfi- 
ties were in the fame low Srate by Reafon 
of the Danifb Fury and: Batbarity, fo that 
very few Writers appeared ;' and that upon 
the Setrlement of Affairs after the'Conqueft,

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when the Study of Letters. began fomewhat 
to revive, the Briti#(> Language -was ftilun- 
known, »and among) all, thofe ,-Hiftorians 
that then at once appeared, viz, Florence 
Of :W orcefter, William: of Malmesbury, Simeon 
Dunelmenfis, Alfredof Beverley, Herry of Han- 
tingtos, and others, not one,,of them under- 
ftood the Britifh Tongue, nor wasiconfequent= 
ly-capable of tranflating and publifhing: the 
Britifo Hiftory, »when at laft itvhappened) 
to be difcovered, befide Ffeffrey,of Monmouth, 
And fo far ought his Character to be from 
fuffering upon this Score, that according:to 
Leland, he was the only Perfon;, who by-his 
mever to be enough commended: Diligence, 
retrieved from Ruin ‘a very sconfiderable 
Part of the Briti{> Antiquity. «And, after 
alls: though’ this Hiftory might: then: feem a 
new Difcovery tothe Exg/i(b, it was not fo 
tothe Wel/b, who: knew thesgreateft Part 
of: it before. 

XXXL. Upon:confidering, alb:thefe Rea- 
fons, 1 will venture: to. acknowledge it my 
Opinion, that« one Part: sof) the ‘Charge 
again ft the Brit¢b Hiltory, wiz.//That, at: is 
wiholly:the Forgery. of Fefrey of Monmouth, 
isentirely groundlefs; and: that; upon this 
Score his Chara¢ter*has been» very |injuri- 
oufly treated by fome Jate Writers... But in 
the remaing Part of this Differtation I will 
not pretend to engage asa Party. For a 
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ufe Camden’s Words, (z) “ Shall one of my 
“ mean Capacity prefume to give Sentence 
“ina Point of fo much Confequence ? of 
“refer the’ Controverfy» entirely. to ‘the 
¢é-whole Body “of learned: Antiquaries; and 
“Jeaving every Man freely to the Liberty 
“of hisown Judgment, fhall nor bemuch

ly defire’ with) the fame’ difinterefted Free- 
dom, to offer what has been or may be faid 
by Way of Apology for this Hiftory, as he 
does the Reafons of learned Men to inva 
lidate it. 
XXXII And in the firft Place, the:pro- 
feffed Advocates of this Hiftory think it im 
probable, that the Author of it, whoever 
he was, intended to obtrude upon the World 
a Romance’ for an ancient Hiftory, confi- 
dering how much he has deviated from the 
Roman Hiftorians, and that in feveral Parti- 
culars, wherein neither the Glory of his 
Country, nor the fetting off and adorning 
hisown Story, could tempt him to any fuch 
Condu&. For though it is a very common 
Thing for Writers, out of Partiality.to their 
Country; to relate Things in a quite diffe- 
rent Manner,) from what. Foreigners, and 
efpecially: their Enemies» (and fuch were 
the Romans ‘to the Britains) have done, yet 
ift 
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in, Matters. of, Indifference, this Difagnec- 
ments, lefs. common... Where the Romans 
or other Hifforians were filenc theve might 
be, room for Invention ;, but elfewhere .no- 
thing could have added, more Authority. to 
a feigned, Hiltory, than to have copied after 
Authors; of eftablifhed Credit,, when there 
was no Temptation to fwerve from them. 
And-therefore this very Difagreement with 
Roman Authors, which is the:chief Argument 
made Ufe of againit the Brztifb.Hiftory, 1s ras 
ther an Argument for it, that. it. was extras 
cted more trom Briti{b than from Romaz Au- 
thors,;; which, though now loft, were impall 
Probability extant, when this Hiftory: was 
compil'd. For if it had.been compil’d out of 
Roman Authors, why, fhould che Hiftorian 
have. varied from,them, in fo; indifferent a 
Matter as the, Names. of Perfons? As dz- 
dregens tor Mandubratius, Tenuantius for Ime- 
manuentitsy Labiewus for, Laberiusy 5 ymbeli« 
zus for Casobellinus, and the like ;..not. to 
mention thofe Variations that are, eafily ;ac- 
counted for from,the different Orthography 
and Pronunciation of the Britamms,and..Ros 
mans; as Caffivellaun Jor Caffibellanz,.and.on 
the contrary Trinovantam for Lrindbantum. 
Or. why fhould the Brith Hiftorian make 
Tenuantias or Immanuentius the, Brother, 
whom Ce/ar calls.the Father of Androgens 
or Mandubratius ? As itis conjectured theres 
fore-that—the- Variation found im thefe mis 
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nute! and indifferent; Matters, was‘ owing 
chiefly to the Authors copying after Britifb 
Writers ; fo thofe that attempt to recon- 
cile this Hittory with the Roman Hiftorians, 
make the Difference . berween the Briti[b 
and: Roman Names of Perfons and ‘Places, 
the chief Foundation of their Conjectures 
towards it. | 

XXXII. In other Places where the. Dif- 
ference isirreconcileable, they efteem it too 
sreat a Partiality to the Roman Writers, to 
think them always in the Right, or that 
whatever is related here inconfiftent with 
their Accounts of Things, muft needs. be 
the Authors own Invention. For the chief 
Intention of the Roman Writers is to ceéle- 
brate the Exploits of their own People; and 
that. a Fondnefs for’ their own Glory. has 
carried them fometimes beyond the Bounds 
of Truth, fhould. be no difficult Conceflion. 
But efpecially about the Affairs -of other 
Nations, wherein they, themfelves had no 
immediate Concerns, they may be allowed 
to write but very tranfiently, and: often 
from remote and uncertain Relations, In- 
deed the Sum of the Story here and in the 
Roman Writers is the fame, though they 
often vary in the Names, Circemitances, 
and. fometimes. Events of Things.» Thus 
with Refpect to Cefar’s Attempt upon this 


Ifland, we find here the Subftance of his 
own Story,*vz. That he made a Defcent 
upon

upon Britain; that Cafibellaun was Com- 
mander in the War againft him; that his 
firft Expedition was unfuccefsful ; that up- 
on his Return again he found a great Army 
of the Britains drawn up upon-the Banks of 
the Thames, at the Bottom whereof they 
had faftened fharp Stakes to render his Pafé 
fage more difficult ; that after this Asdrogeus 
defired his Protection againft Caffibellann; and 
in the Conclufion that Caffibellauw moved by 
his Revolt offered to furrender, and make 
the Iiland tributary. Though in the Cirs 
cumftances of the Story, fevetal Things are 
mentioned here which Ce/ar has omitted»; 
as the Exploits of Nennius, Cafibelaun’s Sa- 
crifice, the Quarrel between. Hirelglz ‘and 
Evelizus, the Occafion of the Revolt of An- 
drogeus, and his treacherous Conduct after- 
wards to his own Countrymen. Some’ of 
thefe he might omit through Ignorance, 
fome as not pertinent to hisStory,and others 
as not for his Honour to mention, But to fay 
they are all feigned becaufe not mentioned by 
him, is rather an Effet of Prejudice than juit 
Reafoning. The Roman Writers themfelves 
are more impartial. Afinius Pollioy (a) thought 
his Commentaries writ with little seither 
of Diligence or Truth ; and. blamed his 
Credulity ia moft Things that were tranf 

acted 
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acted by others, and his erroneous Account; 
either through Defign: or Forgetfulnefs; ‘ot 
what he did himfelf. “And Lacan (b) fo far 
countenances our Author, as to fay with 
him, that Cefar’s firtt Departure from the 
Ifland was a downright Plight ;\ a Thing 
which Cefar himfelf thought very proper 
to conceal, and by a long Circuit of artful 
Words to fubftitute inftead of it, (¢) that 
he haftened his Return to Gaal, on Account 
of his Ships that had been shattered by:a 
Tempeft.:. And’ upon the whole -Matcer, 
that Cefar’s Succefs in this [land was not 
near fo great as he himfelf. makes it, we 
have the Teftimony of that grave and faith 
ful Hiflorian Tacitus, who fays, (4) That he 
did not conquer Britain, bat only fbew’d-it te 

the Romans. 7 Ny 
XXXIV. But in fome other Parts of the 
Hiftory, the Difference is mach more wide, 
wherein the Authority of the Roman Hilto- 
riansisjultly preferred. For Inftance; what 
is here faid concerning the Sons and Sucecet- 
fors of Kymbelinu, viz. Guiderius and Ar- 
viragus, as alfo concerning L. Hamo, or of 
the Exploits of Claudius and his fo long Con- 
tinuance inthis Ifland; or of Arviragus mar- 
rying Geauiffa the Daughter of Clauaias, and 
the like, ought not to be regarded fo much 
e ag 
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as. what the Rowman. Writers have délivered, 
who treat with muchimore Accuracy about 
the Tranfactions of thofe Times, with which 
thefe. Accounts, are hardly. reconcileable. 
For the immediate Succeffors of, Cazobellinus 
or Kymbelinus,.were no doubt. Togedumnus 
and Carattacus : And thofe that-make Togo+ 
dumnus the fame. with Guiderius, Venufius 
with Arviragus, and Queen Carti/mandue 
with Gezuiffa,-- whom. they fuppofe the 
sapied Daughter of Claudius, feem to be 

from explaining this Difliculty.: It is 
a more probable Conje@ture, that thefe 
were other Sons of A ymbelinus, who might 
indeed fucceed him in the Government, but 
not immediately, nor. till after Clasdius re- 
turned to Rome: So that there maybe fome 
Footlteps of Truth in this Story, but great 
Errors both in Chronology and other Cire 
cumltances mixt with it. But yet there is no 
Ground to cenfure all this for meer Inven- 
tion, but rather fuch an irregular Account 
as the Britains were able to preferve of thofe 
‘Times of Diftraction and Confution. ' In the 
Reigns-of the three following Briti/h Kings, 
Wiz; + Marine, Cotllas, and Lacixs, our Author 
goes on undifturbed by the Reman Hiftori- 
ans; this being an Interval of Time, ~where- 
in the little Ft ait we have remaining 
of Britih Affairs, is preferved by him alone. 
But yet fo many Teftimonies are given ot 


this Account by other fucceeding Writers, 
both 
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both of out’ 6wn’ and other Countries, and 
fiich Hints of it “by Bede and others, that 
may be fuppofed ‘nearly Contemporary with 
our Author, as the Reader may fee in Arch- 
bifhop Upher’s Primordia, that there can be 
no great Reafon'to queftion the Truth of it. 
But only “here, asin many other Points, 
Authors confiderably differ in Chronology 5 
andthe moft learned Prelate laft mentioned 
(e) reckons up no lefs than twenty three 
Opinions, about that moft remarkable Time 

when Lucius embraced the Chriftian Faith. 
XXXV. But my Defign being only to 
anfwer general Objections, 1fhall not at- 
tempt to enter into’ a Comparifon of this 
with other Hiftoriés, or to fhew particular- 
ly in what Inftances it may be depended on, 
and in what not. This is too laborious and 
difficult a Work, and would make a large 
Volume; not to mention that, according 
(f) Dr. Powel’s Opinion, it requires a per- 
fect Knowledge of the Wel/p Language : 
Befides' that it has been already done in a 
great Meafure in the Hiftorical Collections 
made by our two moft learned Antiquaries,: 
(2) Ufber'and: (h) Stillingfleet, to which if 
we add Leland’s (1) Ajjertio Arthari, and 
what the Learned and Ingenious Sir Johx 
e2 Price 
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Price has writ, towards the eftablifhing and 
clearing of (k) Arthar’s Story, fo far as it 
is juftlydefenfible, there does not much re- 
main to be faid in Apology for’ the Britip 
Hiftory, as to what is related after C/ar’s 
Time. ‘But one general ObjeCtion is, That 
this Hiftory feems all along to reprefent this 
Tfland as a Monarchy, fubje€t to a long Suc- 
ceffion of Brith Kings; whereas it is mani- 
fet from the joint Teftimonies of Ce/ar, 
Tacitus, Dion Caffius, and even Gildas, who 
was a Briti{h Writer himfelf, and the moft 
ancient of any we have now extant, that 
the ancient Britains were fubject to many 
Kings, and that the Romans at laft reduced 
a good Part of the Ifland into the Form of 
a Province. ‘To which it may be very well 
anfwered, that the principal Scope of this 
Author, is to give an Account of the Lineal 
Succeflion. of Briti/b Kings from Bratus to 
Cadwalader, without Regard to their Extent 
of Territory, or the A€tions of other Princes, 
that were not in this direct Succeffion. 
And yet at the fame Time the Author ac- 
knowledges what this Objection contends 
for, by naming very frequently the Kings 
of Cornwal, Albania, Demetia, Venedotia, and 
other Places ; though it was foreign to his 
Defign, to relate the Actions or the , 
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fion of Princes in thofe feveral little Govern- 
ments ; or to mention all the Propretors or 
Queftors, that were from ‘Time to'Time fent 
hither by the Rowaz Emperors, to govern 
the Part that was their Province.’ Socthat it 
is no Wonder we have here no*Account: of 
the Tranfactions which Diow Caffius, and‘Ta- 
citus have largely selated, of fuch Britifb 
Princes.as were notin the Line of Succeffion. 
At the fame Time we are alfo totake Notice 
of a Diftinction he frequently makes Ufe of, 
viz. Uhat though there were many Princes, 
there was but one crowned Head, to which 
the reft were in fome Meafure fubordinate. 
»And this is partly acknowledged by Ca/ar, 
who fays, (/) that the fupreme Command 
was by the common Confent of the Britifh 
Princes given to Caffibellaan, the fame whom 
our Author alfo places in the Line of Britz{b 
Monarchs. Now this. is fofar from being a 
contemptible or groundlefs Diftinction, that 
upon it chiefly did that wife and great Prince 
King Edward the Firft, ground his Claim to 
a Jurifdidtion over the Kingdom of Scetland. 
For he alledged that from all Antiquity, 
even from the Foundation of the Briti#/b> Mo- 
narchy under Brutws, the Kings of Scotland, 
and all the other Princes of the Ifland, had 
been fubordinate, to the Kings of England , 
ae. as 
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as I fhallhave Occafion to ihew more fully 
hereafter. ia 
XXXVI.° Another) general | Objection, 
which has been one great Caufe of the 
prefent: Prejudice -againft this Hiftory, 1s, 
thatoit is intermixed with feveral Stories 
that are very abfurd dnd incredible. ‘Now 
this'\is. a Charge which nonev of its Advo- 
cates deny 3 but they: will not; allow: the 
Confequence drawn from it, tha therefore 
thefe Stories, or even any »other Part of 
the Hiftory, ‘were the ‘Invention of .the 
Author: And they think it very great Par: 
tiality in learned Men, that: they aresfo 
fevere upon this Author for a Fault, which 
imthe other ‘Writers of that Time’ they 
foreafily: pardon. It isvery> well. known 
that»fuch fabulous. and legendary. Stories, 
were very well receiv’d in thofe-credulous 
‘Times, and that the graveft Writers are 
not exempt from them. » I have given one 
Inftance of it already in Wiliam of News 
barah, and 1 could produce-a vaft Nums 
ber more from Bede, William of Malmesbury, 
Matthew Paris, and other ancient’ Hiftori- 
ans, «which are: now inigreateft Credit as 
mong us.

* per Writer, which inoall Hiftory muff 
* be allow’d to be the Thing moft: mate- 
“ pial, “Now they call) thofe proper Wri- 
“> ters, who have Antiquity and Learning 
“ asreeable ;: and in Proportion to ‘thofe 
“ they give more or lefs: Credit. But: to 
© all this fort of Authors, as well as to the 
“ ancient) Brétaius themfelves, they contfi- 


“ dently aver, that the very Name of 


“© Brutus was perfetly unknown.” And 
fome have carried: this’ Objection: fill far- 
ther, ‘by reprefenting the ancient Britains 
as a rude, fimple, and ignorant People, 
and confequently uncapable of tranimitting 
the Memory of their Original, or of the 
Tranfactions of their ‘Times to Pofterity. 
In Anfwer to this, I have thewn already, 
that the Memory of Bratus was preferved 
by a Britifo Writer as ancient as the Days 
of Claudius the Emperor; and alfo. have 
given Inftances of fome other Writers that 
are yet extant, by whom it was tranfmit- 
ted to afterAges. And it has been fhewn 
by the Advocates of the Britifb earn 
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that it is unreafonable to expect Authors 
of much greater Antiquity for. Vouchers 
ofithis, Story. . For the: Beginning of thefe 
Tranfactions was) but a ‘few Yeats after 
the» Deftrucétion: of. -Troy, whenoGreece it 
felf had. none that could be properly ‘cal’d 
Hiftorians, and only-a few Poets, who fung 
the» Praifes of their Gods and’ Hero’s. “And 
as the Hiftorians of Greece derived their 
Knowledge of thofe ancient ‘Times from 
them ;. fo itis probable the: firft Britifh 
Hiftorians, whoever they were, took their 
firtt: Memoirs from the Songs of their 
‘Bards, whofe Bufinefs, in like-Manner  a$ 
that. of the.ancient Grecian Poets; was to 
make .Enguiry into the Genealogies and 
noble Exploits of their great Men, to cele- 
brate them in Heroick Verfe, and fing them 
to chew Harps.» It: would be» néedilefs ‘to 
fhew. the Antiquity: of this Order of Men 
among the Britais, fince it isacknowledged 
by,all::;, And: itchas been through all fuc- 
ceeding Ages kept up: among them, and 
not, yet quite wore.out among'the Wel/b, 
XL. But befides thefe Songs of the Bards, 
which all the Wel/b, Writers agree gave*an 
Account of Bratus.and the fucceeding Briti[h 
Kings, the Author ‘of this Hiftory quotes ° 
other Hiftorians, extant before his own Lime, 
tor, fome Part of what he relates: And itis 
thought the whole Hiftory is enly’a Col- 
lection from the Songs of the Bards, the

The PREFACE. — Ixxix 
Writings of Gi/dw, andiother Britifh Hi- 
ftorians. ’ And though thefe Hiftories ‘are 
not now to be found, the Author ought no 
more to: be chatged with Forgery or Ins 
vention upon: that Score, than is. Herodotus 
or any other, ancient Hiftorian, who at 
prefent, wants, Vouchersyas well as he, the 
former . Writers, concerning thofe:: Times 
being now loft... And we may upon the 
fame Grounds look. upon the Hiftory. of 
Alexander the Great as a Romance, be- 
caufe the Writers of it, wiz. Curtius, Pla- 
tarch. and Arrian, did not live till feveral 
Hundred. ‘Years after his Death, and ‘no- 
thing now; remains of thofe ancienter Wri- 
ters from whom they collected it.. That 
there was fuch a Britifh Writer as Gildas, 
who. treated of the Contention: between 
Lud and, Nezaius, who tran{lated the Mol- 
mutian Laws out of Britifb into Latin, and 
alfo related other Particulars:about the Times 
before the.coming of Cefar; and that he 
was a different Perfon from: Gildas Sapiens, 
cannot reafonable be doubred.. ‘The Words 
of Nexuius already quoted, fhew the ancient 
Britains had:both Writings and Traditions 
concerning their: Affairs, and it was from 
them he extracted his Account of Bruty: 
Why may it not then be thought, that 
Gildas was one of thofe Writers, efpecially 
fince fome of his Pieces now loft are men- 
tioned -by Howedew, « Lilius: Giraldus, and 


Virannius; 
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Virunnius, and that we have the joint. Teé- 
{timonies of Leland, Bale, and Pitts, that 
the Treatifes afcribed to him in this He 
ftory. were his genuine Works? : But in 
Oppofition to all this Camden alledges, that 
the other Gildas, furnamed Sapiens, . who 
was a Britain, and whofe {mall Treatife 
de Excidtio Britannia is yet extant, (a) 
“« declares himfelf not well fatisied whe- 
*‘ ther the ancient Britaims had.any Re- 
“cords or Writings at all, wherein they 
“ had -tranfmitted their Hiftory..and\Ori- 
“ginal to Pofterity. And. therefore. he 
“« plainly confefles, (x) That he took all out 
of Foreign Writers, and not .outiof any 
Writings or Records left by his owm Couns 
““ trymen. » For tf there had been: any fuch; 
“* they were in his Time. quite lost; having 
“¢ either been burnt by the Enemy, at» Home, 
‘“.or carried amay by the Exiles» anto. Foreign 
“Parts.” Now admitting this Teftimony 
of Gildas, what hinders: but that.even: ac- 
cording to him) there might», have been 
fome Pieces of the ancient Brisi/h, Hiftory 
carried over into Foreign Countries ?, For 
this Briti(b Hiftory. ic felf; though writ:af: 
ter the Time of Gildas, was brought from 
Armorica, and. perhaps originally compiled

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there out of ancienter Writers, which ac- 
cording to this Teftimony might have 
been carried abroad, and moft likely of 
all to Avmorica the Seat of the Briti{b Ex- 
iles. Admitting, again, that on Account 
of the long Wars and Confufions in Bri- 
tain, by the Invafions of the Romans, Piéts, 
and Saxors, great Deftruction had) been 
made of Books, Records and Monuments, 
from whence their Hittery might be de- 
duced; muit therefore fo much Authority 
be allowed to the Teftimony of this one 
Man, as to conclude there were none ex- 
tanc, only becaufe they did not come to his 
Knowledge ? Though he had not met 
with any fuch in britain, Nenzius who 
was his Junior (y) declares he had. Tt 
is farther obfervable, that this is no: pofi- 
tive Evidence : He only doubts whether 
there had’ been any fuch Writings or’no; 
for otherwife why does he talk of their 
being burnt, or deftroy’d, or carry’d off 
into Foreiga Countries ? But after all there 
is no great’ Strefs to be laid upon his 
Teftimony : For Le/and’s Chara€ter of him 
feems to me to be very jult, (<) That he 
was indeeda pious Monk, and a learned 
Divine,» but was fo far from having a 
thorough Knowledge of the ancient Affairs 
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of Britain, that he has only inferted in: his 
little Book afew “Things, and thofe fhors,

fhew how: juitly they «had ‘brought thofe 
divine: Judgments: upon chemfelves: The 
chief Subject of his Books issindhore avery 
fevere Invective again{t his own) Country- 
men, and what is hiitorical in him) is but 
an/incontide mbie Part.of his fimall Treatife. 
But befides. he proteiies, (6) that» he pur- 
pofely omits mentioning what had pailed 
in Britain betore the Time ofthe Romaas, 
and itis only concerning the State of Bri- 
tain after the Invafion of the Romans, that 
he ufes the Words Camden cuotes*out:of 
hiniy;

XLIL. There are however very authen- 
tick ‘Teftimonies concerning the Learning 
of the ancient Brétains,  etpecially among 
the Druids. And though the Roman Hlo- 
guence and PolitenefS was not introduced 
among them: till the ‘Time of fulzus Agris 
cola, yet it is plain from the Confeffion of 
the Roman Writers themfelves,. that as 
they were a gallant and brave, fo were 
many of them a wife and knowing Peo- 
ple, and had from of old been much cele- 
brated for their Attainments in the moft 
folid and ufeful Patts of Knowledge: The 
Account, Cefar gives of the Draids is a fuf- 
ficient Proof of this; fince according to 
him .(d))they:were the Interpreters of the 
Myfteries of Religion, the Inftructors. of 
the Youth, the Determiners of all publick 
and private Controverfies, as alfo of Re- 
wards and Punifhments, and great Prot: 
cients in the mof{t fublime: Parts. of Phi- 
lofophy; being {uch .as. could make Dit 
courles. to. their Scholars, concerning the 
Stars and their Motions, concerning, the 
Magnitude of the Heaven and the Earth, 
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the Nature of Things, and the Power and 
Majefty of the immortal Gods, And’ that 
Men. fo curious, and knowing in other 
Things, fhould be ignorant of one of the 
moit ufeful Parts of Learning, the Hiftory 
oftheir own Affairs, or that they fhould 
leave no Kind of Memoirs concerning the 
Tranfactions of their Times, cannot with 
any Colour of Reafon be pretended. It is 
indeed alledged. by fome from this very 
Patlage of Cafar, that they. did not com- 
mit their Knowledge to Writing, fo that 
we can have but oral Tradition.at the beft 
for any Knowiedge we pretend to of thofe 
Times. But the Reader may prefently be 
fatisfied of the Infufficiency of this Argu- 
ment, by confulting the Paffage it felf.; 
from whence it appears, that 1adeed the 
Myiteries of their Religion they, did not 
commit to Writing, but caufed their Scho- 
lars to learn them by Heart; though in 
all other Matters both publick and private 
(among which we may juftly, reckon the 
Hiftory of their Affairs ) they ufed Greek 
Characters. And if the Brétarws were ca- 
pable, and had the Means. of tranfmitting 
their Hiltory ro Pofterity, before the Time 
of the Romans, how much more ought we 
to conclude this of them afterwards, when 
the Roman Arts. and Eloquence, came to 
be, in Vogue among them? So that with- 
Out. pretending to give a Catalogue of their 
Writers 
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Writers in thofe ancient Times, as Leland, 
Bale, and Pitts, have done, it is fufficiént 
for our prefent Purpofe to have {fhewn, 
that in all Probability they had Writers, 
and thofe. of Hiftory too among them. 
~ XLII. But. then here immediately. fol- 
lows another grand Objection, That if the 
Memory of Brutus, or of the Britains being 
originally ‘Trojans, had been thus conftantly 
preferved, it can hardly be fuppofed, but 
that fo curious and learned a Perfon as Ce- 
far, ov at leat fome of the Roman Writers 
would have made mention of it: Whereas 
in thefe Points there is among all of them 
a profound Silence, and rather an Tntimea- 
tion tothe contrary, that the Britains were 
either Aborigines, or Defcendents of the 
Gauls... As to Cafar’s Silence it is anfwered, 
that the Stay he made in Britain was {hors, 
and that Time {pent in Affairs of greater 
Importance than fuch. Matters of Curiolity; 
that: he neither underttood the Language ot 
the Britains, nor perhaps thought fuch a 
People as were then reputed Barbarians, 
capable of giving-any Account of their Hi- 
ftory or Original, or if they did, had little 
Regard toi; thar he compofed his Com- 
mentaries a long. Time atter his Jeaving 
Britain, when his Invention was to help 
him our where his Memory failed him, and 
fo propofe “his Conjettures’ (fuitable to the 
Notions of the Pageus) concerning the Or- 
{ 3 inal, 
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ginal, inftead of giving any well grounded 
Hiftory of the Britains; and laftly, -that 
his Commentaries themfelves were! cenfu- 
ved by Afinius Pollio, as being writ neither 
with Diligence nor Truth. And as to all 
the other Roma Writers, it does not-ap- 
pear that. any ‘of them: had ever been in 
Britain, but that they had takem their Ac- 
counts of Britif> Affairs from fuch Memoirs, 
ashad been from Time to Time ‘tranfimit- 
ted to the Emperors by the chief Officers 
i7 this Province, if they even had fo good 
Authority as this for what they writ ; and 
itis: not to be prefumed that thefe Officers 
entertained their Matters with fuch Curi- 
ofities, asthe ancient .Hiftory’ of ithe ‘Bri- 
tains, but. only vinformed them of iwhat 
immediately concerned the State of their 
own Affairs: Soithat where wwe find the 
Roman Writers digrefs fo far: from! their 
Subject, as to treat of the Original of the 
Britaiasy) we may conclude they: had no 
other Authority for: whatitheyfaid but 
their own Conjectures, or at beftfome very 
uncertain Reports. We find Sy the falfe 
Accounts (e) Tacitus and (fi) Fuftin have 
given of the Original and Encreafe of the 
[eHs, what little Dependance iis to ‘be pla- 
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cedon what they relate: concerning diftant 
Countries, when. thofe Relations are! fo- 
reiga to the Subjett of their own: Affairs, 
And -if fo great an’ Hiftorian as Tacétys 
committed fuch Errors concerning the: Ori- 
ginal of fo ancient and/famous'a Nation as 
that of the: Jers, and‘ that a.‘Time) when 
there were a. great Number: of that. Na- 
tion at Rome, ‘by whom, he might: have 
been better: informed; we cannot?reafo- 
nably expett from him, and smucii lefs 
from the other Romaz Writers, who were 
ofa farvlower Clafs,:any authentick Ac- 
count concerning the more obfeure, \) the 
more remote, and’ but lately dif covered 
Nation. of the Britains, and wheréot very 
few: if any -befide Captives and Hoftages 
were in their Times at Rome to gives them 
better Information. Now as: we believe 
the ews: in the Subje& of their own Af 
fairs more than the Romazs; and: fincé there 
were. among the Britains People as capable 
of writing their own Hitiory as, the Ro- 
mane what Reafon can be given why. in 

Britifh Affairs Rowan Aut hors are now 
folely. confulted, -and» the. Writings -and 
Traditions.-of the ancient: Britains wholly 
neglected and defpifed?

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BufinefS of thofe Authors, only to mention 
thofe of the Royal Race who fucceeded 
to the Kingdom of Italy; it’ was foreign to 
their Purpofe to relate ‘what other Chil- 
dren they had. “And’even this’ Point it- 
felf of the dire& Succeffion of their Princes, 
was a Matter of fo' great Antiquity and 
Obfcurity, that they do not agree, whe- 
ther Sylvins,;°who, we fay, was the Father 
of Brutus, «was the Sonor Grandfon of 
Aineaws, And if they were uncertain of 
the Matter of which they profeffedly treat, 
we cannot expe€t-much Light from them 
concerning Brutus or any other collateral 
Children; whom they had’ no’ Occafion to 
mention. Notwithftanding this hinders not, 
but thar the Britains might have more 
carefully tranfmitted to Pofterity the Me- 
mory of their illuftrious Founder.

much of the Story, as that Brutus had, 
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been -banifhed into Greece; that’ he came 
from thence attended, not with 4/ban She- 
pherds, but the-exiled Trojans of that Coun- 
trys that his Voyage to Britam-was by 
Sea; and ‘that their Language was a Di- 
ale& of the Greek, whereof there is a great 
Mixture in the Weli/h Tongue to this Day ;

of Diava was unknown to Potterity, when 
the Oracles of Fauzus, of Stbylz, and the 
Preneftine Vaticinations were in fo great 
Credit. But Sheringham, (m) who has been 
nicein Enquiry, has found that the Oracle 
of Diana.was very well known tothe Greeks, 
and that fhe was a Goddefs worfhipped 
by the Tvojaus, fince according to bait 
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She (7) had an.Oracle in Cilicia, as alfoin 


(0) Adraftia a Yown of Troas; Ney far- 
ther, that, according to Paufanias, ihe: di- 
rected, the banifhed Trojans which Way 
to'purfue, when they ‘were in Queft of a 
new Place of Settlement. Again, becaufe 
Buchanan had found the Prayer of Bratas to 
Diana and her Anfwer to him ‘in Latiz 
Verfe, he learnedly fhews,. that this was.a 
Language. not then .underftood, in the 
World ; which was all unneceffary Labour, 
if he had but known, that the Original 
Compofition was Greek, and that according 
to (p) Virunnius the Verfes were tranflated 
out of Greek into Latiz. But he fuppofes 
that when Brutus firft arrived, according 
to the Anfwer of Diaza’s Oracle, the Ifland 
muft have been uninhabited. A very “plain 
Difcovery, fays he, of the Monks Forgery!

credulous {hall I jay? or not rather fottifh Perfons, 
do pride themfelves with a pretended Eminency 
of Original, which none. of their Neighbours 
will envy them for. | | 

XLVII. I have now, according to.what 
T propofed, confidered. the moft material 
Objections of Camden and other learned Men 
again{t this Hiftory ; in all. which (if -we 
may rely on the Judgment of our moft 
learned Antiquary Sheringham, :who has 
made the deepeft Refearch into the Original 
as well of the Briti/b as of the Exglifb Nati- 
on, and whofe Treatife on this Subjeé is 
generally allowed to be the very beft Per- 
formance of this Kind) there is nothing of 
any Moment to fhake the Credit of, the 
fundamental Part of this Hiftory.. And as 
the fame Author farther obferves, . there 
ought more Regard to be had to the  an- 
cient Hiftories of the Brstains, than to the 
Dreams and Conjetures. of modern Wri. 
ters. For thofe that oppofe this Hiftory, 
and look: upon this Original of the Britains 
trom brutus and the 1 rojams, as an unfup- 
portable Fiction of latter Ages, have no 
other Hiftory to fubftiture in the Room of 
it, Nor affign any Original that is buile.on 
any better Foundation than their own.Con. 
jectures : Whereas the Original this Hifto- 
ry pretends to affign the Briti/b Nation, is 
not only a Notion of very great AgtQUILYs 
anc 
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and fupported by the Teitimonies of man 
Ages, and of a vaft Number of Authors, 
but alfo in itfelf more probable than any 
new Conjecture whatfoever, when all Cir- 
cumftances are confidered. 

XLVIEH. We have the joint Teftimonies 
of many ancient Authors, that the-Fame 
of the Trojan War drew together great Num- 
bers of People from mott Nations of the 
World, either to the Seige, or.to.the De- 
fence of that. renowned City ;: and. that 
the Trojazs themfelves upon the Ruin of 
their State, being forced to quit their na- 
tive Country, came to be difperfed. through 
feveral Nations. Some of them joined to- 
sether in a Body, and followed the For- 
tunes of their chief Commanders, in Order 
to find fome new Place of Settlement ; 
Others retreated with thofe Nations thar 
had been their Auxiliaries, and fo perhaps

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Trojan Leaders, that fought for a new Set- 
tlement, were Aztenor and A-zeas; the for- 
mer ‘of which was the Founder of the 
Venetians, the other of the Romans; and 
that thefe two Nations juftly lay Claim 
to a Trojan Original, is what very few 
deny ;-and yet they have'no other Support 
for it but ancient Poetical Tradition, the 
Original of Hiftory it felf, efpecially among 
the Romans, being much later than the 
Times when thofe Colonies firft fettled 
there. And why are not the conftant and 
uninterrupted Traditions of the Bards, as 
good an Argument for us to believe, that 
Brutus being banifhed into Greece, brought 
from thence into Britain a Colony of the 
Trojans, that had been kept in Slavery 
there, efpecially if we confider rhe many 
Circumftances that corroborate thefe Tra- 
ditions ? 

XLIX. Sheringham Nas very learnedly 
fhewn, that the ancient Britains wrote the 
fame Character, fpoke nearly the fame 
Language, had the fame Notions of Reli- 
gion, and the fame Manners and Cultoms, 
as the Greeks, and confequently as the Tro- 
jans, fince the Difference between thofe 
two Nations in thefe Particulars was but 
very {mall, asall learned Men agree. ‘That 
the ancient Britaias, efpecially the Druids,

RITAIN, the beft of Iflands, is fitus 

ated in the Weftern Ocea n, between 
France and Iveland, being cight hundred 
Miles long, and two hundred broad. It 
produces every Thing that is for the kip of 
Man, with a Plenty that never fails. Ie 
abounds with all Kinds of Metals, aiid lias 
Champians. of large Extent, and Hills fit 
for the fineft Tillage, the Richnefs of whofe 
Soil affords variety of Fruits at their Sea- 
fons.

Under its 
lofty Mountains lic green Meadows pleafant- 
ly ficuated, in which the gentle Murmurs of 
Cryftal Springs gliding - alo yng clear Chanelsy 
sive thofe that lye on their Banks an agree- 
able Invitati a to flumber, It is likewife well 
water'd with Lakes and Rivers abou nding 
A 2 with 
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with Fifh ; and befides the narrow Sea 
which is on the Southern Coaft towards 
France, there are three noble Rivers, which 
it ftretches out like three Arms, viz. the 
Thames, the Severn, and the Humber ; by 
which foreign Commodities from all Couns 
tries are brought into it. It was formerly 
adorn’d with eight and twenty Cities, of 
which fome are in Ruins and Defolate, o- 
thers are yet ftanding, beautify’d with lofty 
‘Towers of Churches, wherein is perform’d 
religious Worfhip according to the Chrif/tian 
Inftitution. It is laftly inhabited by five 
different Nations, the Britains, Romans, Sax« 
ons, Picts and Scots ; whereof the Britains be- 
fore the Reft did formerly poffefs the whole 
ifland from Sea to Sea, till divine Vengance 
punifhing them for their Pride, made them 
give Way to the Pics and Saxons. But in 
what Manner, and from whence they at 
firft arriv’d here, remains now to be rela- 
tedin what follows. 
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Brutus bezng baniflyd after the killing 
of bis Parents, goes mto Greece. 


FTER the Trojan War, A:veas flying 

with A/canius trom the Deftruétion of 

their City, fai’d to Italy There he was 
honour- 
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honourably receiv’d by King Latinus, which 
rais\d him the Envy of Turzus King of the 
Rutali, who thereupon made War againft 
him. Upon their engaging in Battle Lneas 
got the Victory, and having kilPd Turnus 
obtain’d the Kingdom of Ita/y, and with it 
Lavinia the Daughter of Latinus. After his 
Death Afcanius fucceeding in the Kingdom, 
built 4/ba upon the Tyber, and begat a Son 
named Sy/viws, who in purfuit of a private 
Amour, took to Wife a Neice of Lavinia 
whom he got with Child. The Father 
Ajfcanius coming to the Knowledge of it, 
commanded hisMagicians to confult of what 
Sex the Damfel had conceiv’d. ‘They fa- 
tisfy’d of the Event toid him fhe was big 
of a Boy, who would kill his Pather and 
Mother, and after travelling over many 
Countries in Banif{hment, would at laft ar- 
rive at the higheft Pitch of Glory. Nor 
were they miftaken in their Prediction ; for 
at the Time of Travel the Woman brought 


ferth a Son, and died of his Birth; but 
the Child was deliver’d to a Nurfe and 

called Brutus. | 
At length after fifteen Years were expir’d, 
the Youth accompany’d his Father in Hunt- 
ing, and kil’d him undefignedly by the 
Shot of an Arrow. For as the Servants 
were driving up the Deer towards them, 
Brutus in levelling a Shot at them fmote hts 
his Father under the Breaft. Upon his

Death he was expell’ d Italy, his Kinfmea 
being enrag’d at him for fo heinous a Fact. 
Thus banith’ d he went into Greece, W! here 
he found the Pofterity of Helenws Son of Prt- 
gs kept in Slavery by Pandrafus King of 
the Grecians. For after the Deftruétion of 
Troy, Pyrrhus theSon of Achilles, had brought 
hither in Chains Helenus and many others « : 
and to revenge on them the Death of his 
Father, had g ven Command for their being 
held under Captivity. Brutus finding they 
were by Defcent his old Countrymen, took 
up his Abode a die them, and began to 
diftinguilb himfelf by his Conduct anc Bra- 
very in War, foas to gain the A! Tettion of 
Kings and Commanders, above all the young 
Men " of the Country. Kor he was efteem’d 
a Perfon of great C apacity both in Countel 
and War, and fignaliz’d his Generolity to 
by beitowing among them all 
the Money and sae he sor. His Pame 
alien tore f{preading over all Countries, 
chet; Tro ‘ojans from. all Parts began to flock to 
him, defiring under his Command to be 
i rom the Servitude of tl “i Grecians + 
which the y affirm’d might ealily be done, 
confidering how much their Number was 
now enortatd in “i country, being feven 
thoufand flrong, befides Women and Chil- 
dren. There was r kewife then in Greece a 
noble Youth named Affaracus, a Favourer of 
their Caute, a he was defcended on his 
Pos 3 Patent) . Mothers 
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Mothers Side from mere Droj ans, and had a 
great Confidence in them, that he might 

be able by their Affittance to oppofe the 
Delfigns of the Grecians. For his Brother 
had a Quarrel with him for attemping to 
deprive him of three Caftles his Father had 
given him at his Death, on Account of his 
being only the Son of a eae, but. as 
the Brother was a Grecian both by his Fa- 
ther and Mothers Side, he lad prevail’d 
with the King and the Reft of the Greczans 
to efpoufe his Caufe. brutus having taken 
awview of the Number of his Men, and feen 
how Alfaracus’s Caftles lay open to him, 
comply °d with their Requetft.

f } EING therefore chofen their Com- 
# } mander, he aflembles the Trojans from 
all Parts, anc 1 fortifies the Towns belonging 
to Afjaracus. But he himfelf with Affaracus 
and the whole Body of Men and Women 
that adher’d to him, retires to the Woods 
and Hills, and then fends a Letter to the 
King in thefe Words. 

“ Brutus, General of the Remainder of 
§ the Trojans, to Pandrafus King of the Gre- 
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cians, fendeth Greeting. As it was be- 
neath the Dignity of a Nation defcended 
from the illuftrious Race of Dardanus, to 
be treated in your Kingdom otherwife 
than the Nobility of their Birth requir’d ;

Brutus falling upon the Forces of 


Pandrafus by Surprize, routs 
them,, and takes Antigonus the 
Brother of Pandratus, with Ana- 
cletus Przfoner, 


P+! NDRASVS perceiving the Pur- 

port of the Letter, was bey nd Mea- 
fure furpriz’d at the Boldnefs of fuch a 
Meilage from thofe whom he had kept in 


Slavery ; and having called a Council of 


his Nobles, he determin’d to raife an Ar- 
my in order to purfue them. But while he 
was upon his March to the Deferts, where 
he thought they were, and to the T own of 
Sparatinum, Brutus mae a Sally forth with 
three thoufand Men, and fell upon him is 
-awares : For having Intelligence of his 
coming, he -had got into the Town the 
Night before, with a Defign to break forth 
upon them unexpectedly, while unarm’d 
and marching without Order. The Sally 
heing made, the Trojans briskly attack them, 
and endeavour to make a great Slaughter. 

The Grecians aftonifh’d, immediately give 
way on all Sides, and with the King at 
their Head, haften to pafs the River Aka- 
fon, which’ run near the Place , but in pat 
| t fing 
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fing are in great Danger by the Rapidnefs 
of the Stream. Bratus calls them in their 
Flight, and kills Part of them in the Stream, 
Part upon the Banks, and running to and 
fro, rejoyces to fee them in both Places ex- 
pofed to Ruin. But Aztigonws the Brother 
of Pandrafus, grievoully. moved at this 
Sight, rallied his fcatter’d Troops, and 
madea Si < Return Nene the furious T7o- 
jams; for he rather chofe to die making a 
brave Refiftance, than to be drown’d ina 
muddy Whirlpool by a fcandalous Flight. 
Thus attended with a clofe Body of Men, 
he encourag’d them to ftand their Ground, 
and employ ’d his whole Force againft the 
Enemy with great Vigour, but to little or 
no Purpofe, for the Trojavs had Arms, but 
the others none; and by that Advantage 
they were more eager in the Flight, and 
made a miferable Sl aughter, nor gave over 
the Affault till they had made near a totak 
Deftruction, and taken Axtigozus and. Aza- 
cletus his Companion Pri foners.

RUTWUVS after the Vidtory reinfore’d:

In 
‘the mean Time Pazdra/us grieving at his 
own Plight and his Brothers Captivity, 
endeavour’d that Night to reaffemble his 
broken Forces, and the next Morning went 
with a Body of his People he had got to- 
gether to befiege the Pati. into which 
he iuppofed Brutus’ had put hi imfelf, with 
Antigonus and the reft of the Prifoners he 
had taken.

The Befieged defire Afifiance of 


Brutus. 


UT the Befieged ftanding upon the 
Top of the Walls, were no-lefs Vi- 
gorous to repel the Force of the Enemies 
Engines, and affault them with their own, 
and caft forth Darts and Firebrands with 
an unanimous Refolution to{tand upon their 
Defence: And when a aca was made 
through the Wall, they compell’d the Ene- 
my toretire, by t throwing upon them Wild 
Fire and Scalding Water. But being di- 
ftreffled through Scarcity of Provifion and 
daily Labour, they fent a Meflage to Brutus, 
being urgent with him to haften to their 
Affiftance ; for they were afraid they might 
be fo weakned as to be oblig’d to quit the 
Town. Bratus defirous of relieving them 
was under great Perplexity, as not having 
Men enough 2 to ftanda pitch "d Battel, and 
therefore makes ufe of a Stratagemy by 
which he PEO poss to enter the Enemies 
Camp by Night, and Hagin deceiv’d their 
Watch, to kil If them in their Sleep.

HEN after he had given them their 
? Initructions, they forthwith foftly 
enter the Camp, and taking their appointed

Others that efcap’d both 
thete Difafters, but not knowing whither to 
fly, were drowned in the adjacent Rivers ; 
and {carce one got away without fome un- 
happy Accident befalling him, | Belides the 
Garrifon in the Town, upon Notice of the

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coming of their Fellow Soldiers, {allied forth, 
and redoubled the Slaughter. 


Ge As Pax: 


A Confultation about what zs to be 
afked of the Captive King. 


UT Brutus (as was faid before) having 

! poffeffed himfelf of the Kings Tent, 
made it his Bufinefs to keep him a fafe Pri- 
foner ; for he knew he could more eafily 
attain his Ends by preferving his Life than 
by killing him: But the Parry thac was 
with him allowing no Quarter, made an 
utter DeftruCtion in that Part they had pof- 
felled. The Night being fpene in this 
Manner, and the next Morning difcover- 
ing to theit View fo great an Overthrow of 
the Enemy, Brutus in Tranfports of Joy, 
save full Liberty to his Mento do what 
they pleafed with the Plunder, and then en- 
ters the Town with the King, to ftay there 
cill they had fharedit among them. Which 
done, he again fortified the Caftle,and gave 
Orders for butying of the Slain, and retired 
with his Forcés to the Woods in great Joy 
for the Victory. After the Rejoycings of 
his People on this Occafion, the renowned 
General fummoned the Ancienteft of them, 
B and 
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and asked their Advice, what he had beft 
defire of Pandrafus, who being now in their 
Power, would readily grant whatever they 
would requeft of him, in order to regain 
his Liberty. “They according to their dif- 
ferent AffeCtions, defired different Things ; 
fome moving him to requeft that a certain 
Part of the Kingdom might be affigned 
them for them Habitation; others that he 
would demand Leave to depart, and to 
be fupply’d with Neceffaries for their 
Voyage. After they had been a long Time 
in fufpence what to do, one of them na- 
med Mempricius rofe up, and after Silence 
made, {pake to them thus. 


« What can be the Occafion of your Suf- 
‘ pence, Fathers, in a Matter which ¥ 
“ think fo much concerns your Safety? 
“ The only Thing you can requeft, with 
“ any Profpect of a frm Peace and Security 
** to yourfelves and your Pofterity, is Li- 
“ berty to depart. For if you make no 
“ better Terms with Pazdrafus for his Life, 
* than only tohave fome Part of the Coun- 
“ try affigned you to live among the Gre- 
** cians, you Will never enjoy a lafting Peace 
“© while the Brothers, Sons, or Grandfons 
“ of thofe you killed yefterday fhall con- 
«¢ tinue to be your Neighbours. So long 
“ asthe Memory of their Fathers Deaths 
“* fhall remain, they will be your mortal 
Enemies, 


~ 
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“ Enemies, and upon the leaft trifling Pro- 
“ vocation will endeavour to revenge them- 
““ felves. Nor will you be Number enough 
“ to withftand fo great a Multitude of Peo- 
“ple : Andif you fhall happen to fall out 
“* among yourielves, their Number will 
“ daily increafe, yours diminifh. I pro- 
“ pofe therefore that you requeft of him 
“ his eldeft Daughter Ienoge for a Wife 
“ for our General, and with her, Gold, Sil- 
“ ver, Corn, and whatever elfe fhall be 
“ neceffary for our Voyage. If we obtain 
“ this, we may with his Leave remove to 
“¢ fome other Country. 


CHAP. XL 


Pandrafus marries his Daughter 
Ignoge to Brutus, who after bis 
departing from Greece, falls up- 
on a defert Ifland, where be zs 
told by the Oracle of Diana what 
Place he zs to mhabit. 


KY HEN he had ended his.Speech in 
Words tothis Effect, the whole Af- 

fembly acquiefced in his Advice, and mo- 
ved that Pasdrafus might be brought in 
among them, and condemned to a moft 
| Bra cruel 
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cruel. Death, unlefs he would grant this 
Requeft. Immediately he was brought, 
and being placed ina Chair above the reft, 
and informed of the Tortures prepared for 
him, unlefs he would do what was com- 
manded him, he made them this Anfwer, 


“« Since my ill Fate has delivered me and 
“ my Brother Antigonus into your Hands, 
« Tcan do no other than grant your Peti- 
“ tion, left a Repulfe may coft us cur Lives, 
“ which are now entirely in your Power. 
“ In my Opinion the Advantage and Plea- 
“ fure of Life is preferable toall other Con- 
“ fiderations; therefore wonder not that I 
“am willing to redeem it at fo great a 
“ Price. But though it 1s againft my In- 
** clination that I obey your Commands, 
“ vet it feems Matter of Comfort to me, 
‘¢ that I am to give my Daughter to fo 
«© Noble a Youth, whofe Defcent from the 
“¢ illuftrious Race of Priamus and Aachifes 
“ is clear, both from that Greatnefs of Mind 
¢ that appears in him, and the certain Ac- 
“© counts we have had of it. For who lefs 
“ than himfelf, could have releafed from 
“ their Chains the banifhed Tvojazs, when 
“ reduced under Slavery to fo many and 
“¢ great Princes? Who elfe could have en- 
“ couraged them to make Head againit the 
“ Grecians? or with fofmalla Body of Men 
** vanquifhed fo numerous and powerful an 
_ & Army, 
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‘ Army, and taken their King Prifoner in 
“ the Engagement? And therefore fince 
“ this noble Youth has gained fo much 
<¢ Glory by the Oppofition he has made me, 
< I give him my Daughter Igwoge, and 
“ alfo Gold, Silver, Ships, Corn, Wine and 
‘¢ Oyl, and whatever you fhall find necef- 
*¢ fary for your Voyage. If you {hall alter 
“ your Refolution, and think fit to conti- 
nue among the Grecians, I grant you the 
‘¢ third Part of my Kingdom for your Ha- 
“¢ bitation; if not, I will faithfully per- 
form my Promife, and for your greater 
*¢ Security will ftay as a Hoftage with you 
“¢ till I have made it good. : 


Accordingly he held a Council, and di- 
rected Meffengers to all the Shores of Greece, 
to get Ships together ; which done, he de- 
livered them tothe Trojans, to the Number 
of three hundred and twenty four, laden 
with all manner of Provifion, and married 
his Daughter to Brutus. He made alfo a 
Prefent of Gold and Silver to each Man ac- 
cording to his Quality. When every Thing 
was performed, the King was fet at Liber- 
ty; and the T7ojazs now releafed from his 
Power fet fail with a fair Wind, But Izzoge 
{tanding upon the Stern of the Ship f{wooned 
away feveral Times in Bratas’s Arms, and 
with many Sighs and Tears lamented. the 
leaving her Parents and Country, nor ever 
B 3 turned 
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turned her Eyes from the Shore while it was 
in Sight. Brutus in the mean Time endea- 
voured to affwage her Grief by kind Words 
and Embraces intermixed with Kiffes, and 
ceafed not from thefe Blandifhments, till 
fhe grew weary of crying and fell afleep. 
During thefe and other Accidents, ‘the 
Winds continued fair for two Days and a 
Night together, when at length they arrived 
at a certain Ifland called Leogecia, which 
had been formerly wafted by the Incurfions 
of Pirates, and was then uninhabited. Brz- 
tus not knowing this, fent three hundred 
armed Men afhore to fee who inhabited it ; 
but they finding no Body, killed feveral 
kinds of wild Beafts which they met with 
in the Groves and Woods, and came to a 
certain defolate City, in which they found 
a Temple of Diaza, and in it a Statue of 
that Goddefs which gave Anfwers to thofe 
that came to confult her. At laft loading 
themfelves with the Prey they had taken in 
hunting, they return to their Ships, and 
sive their Companions an Account of this 
Country and City. Then they advifed 
their Leader to go totheCity, andafter of- 
fering Sacrifices, to enquire of the Deity of 
the Place, what Country was allotted them 
for their Place of Settlement. To this Pro- 
pofal all confented’; fo that Bratzs attended 
with Gerion the Augur, and twelve of the 
ancienteft Men, fer forward tothe Temple, 
| OE ae 
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with all Things neceflary for the Sacrifice, 
Being arrived at the Place, and prefentins 
themfelves before the Shrine with Garlands 
about their Temples, as the ancient Rites 
required, they made three Fires to three 
Deities, viz. Supiter, Mercury and Diana, 
and offered Sacrifices to each of them. Bra- 
tus himfelf holding before the Altar of the 
Goddefs a confecrated Veffel filled with 
Wine, and the Blood of a white Hart, with 
his Face looking up to the Image, broke 
Silence in thefe Words.

Goddefs of Woods, tremendous in the Chace

On thy third Realm look down! unfold our Fate, 
And fay what Region is our deftin’d Seat? 

Where fhall we next thy lafting Temples raife > 
And Choirs of Virgins celebrate thy Praife ? 


Thefe Words he repeated nine’ Times, 
after which he took four Turns round the 
Altar, poured the Wine into the Fire, and 
then laid himfelf down upon the Harts- 
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Skin, which he had {pread beforethe Altar, 
where at laft he fetlafleep. About the third 
Hour of the Night, the ufual Time for 
deep Sleep, the Goddefs feemed to prefent 
herielf before him, and foretel him his fu- 
ture Succefs as follows.

The General awaked by the Vifion was 
for fome Time in Doubt with himfelf, whe- 
ther what he had feen was a Dream, ora 
real Appearance of the Goddefs herfelf, fore- 
telling him of the Land to which he was to 
ga. At laft he called to his Companions, 
and related to them in Order the Vifion he 
had in his Sleep, at which they: very much 

uy rejoyced, 
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rejoyced, and were urgent to return to their 
Ships, and while the Wind favour’d them, 
to haften their Voyage towards the Weft, in 
Purfuit of what the Goddefs had promis’d. 
Without delay therefore they return to 
their Company, and fet fail again, and af 
ter a Courfe of thirty Days came to Africa, 
being ignorant as yet whither to iteer, 
From thence they came to the the Philenian 
Altars, and to a Place called Saline, and 
fail’d between Rafcicada and the Mountains 
of Azara, where they underwent great Dan- 
ger by Pirates, but notwithitanding van- 
quifh’d them, and enrich’d themfelves with 
their Spoils.

Brutus enters Aquitain with Co- 
rineus. 


Vy .ROM thence paffing the River Malu 

they arrived at Mauritania, where at 
lait for want of Provifions they were oblig’d 
to go afhore ; and dividing themfelves into 
feveral Bands they laid wafte that whole 
Country. When they had well ftor’d their 
Ships, they fteer’d to Hercules’s Pillars, 
where they faw fome of thofe Sea-Monfters, 
called Syrens, which furrounded their a,

and had very near overturn’d them. How- 
ever they made a Shift to efcape, and came 
to the Tyrrhenian Sea, upon the Shores of 
which they found four feveral Nations de- 
{cended fromthe banifh’d Trojans, that had 
accompanied Aztenor in his Flight. .'The 
Name of their Commander was Corinews, a 
ammodeft Man in Matters of Council, and 
excelling in Greatnefs of Courage and Bold- 
nefs, who in an Encounter with any Perfon 
even of Gigantick Stature, would immediate- 
ly overthrow him, as if he engag’d .with a 
Child. When they underftood from whom 
he was defcended, they join’d Company 
with him and thofe under his Government, 
who from the Name of their Leader were 
afterwards called the Corzi{b People, and in- 
deed were more feryiceable to Brutus than 
the Reft in all his Engagements. From 
thence they came to Aquitaiz, and entring 
the Mouth of the Lozre caft Anchor... There 
they ftaid feven Days and view’d the Coun- 
try. At that Time Goffarius Piitus was 
King of Agquitaiz, who having an Account 
brought him of the Arrival of a foreign 
People with a great, Fleet upon his Coatfts, 
fent Ambafladors to them to demand, -whe- 
ther they brought with them Peace or, War. 
The Ambaffadors therefore in their. Way 
towards the Fleet met with Corineus, who 
was come out with two hundred.Men to. 
hunt in the Woods. ‘They demanded. of 
him, 


him, who gave him Leave’ to enter the 
King’s Forefts, and kill his Game ; (which 
by an ancient Law no Body was to do 
without Leave from the Prince. ):.Corineus 
made Anfwer, That.as to that there ought 
ito be no Occafion for Leave ; upon which 
one of them named Imbertas, rufhing ‘for- 
ward, with a fulljdrawn Bow levelled a 
Shot at him. Corineus avoids the Arrow 
and immediately runs up to him, and with 
his Bow in his Hand breaks his Head. The 
reft fled after a narrow Efcape, and carried 
the News of this Difafter to Goffarius. The 
Pittavian General was ftruck with Sorrow 
for it, and immediately raifed a vaft Army, 
to revenge on them the Death of his Am- 
baffador. Brutus on the other Hand, upon 
hearing the Rumour of his coming, fends 
away the Women and Children to the Ships, 
which he ‘took Care to be well guarded, 
and commands them to ftay there, while he 
with the Reft that were able to bear Arms 
fhould goto meet the Army. At laft when 
an Affault was made a bloody Fight enfu’d ; 
in which after a great Part of the Day had 
been fpent, Corizeus was aiham’d to fee the 
Aquitans {o bravely {tand their Ground, and 
the Trojans maintaining the Fight without 
Victory. Hetakes therefore frefh Courage, 
and drawing off his Mento the right Wing, 
breaks in upon the very thickeft of the Ene- 
micesRanks,wherehemade fuch Slaughter on 

every 
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every Side, that at laft he pierc’d through 
the Cohort, and put them aj] to Flight. In 
this Encounter he had loft hisSword, but 
by good Fortune met with a Battle-Ax, 
with which he clave down to the Waite 
every one that ftood in his Way. © Brutas 
and every Body elfe both Friends and Ene- 
mies were amaz’d at his Courage, and 
Strength, who brandifhing about his Battle- 
Ax among the flying Troops, did not alit- 
tle terify them with thefe infulting Words. 
“ Whither fly ye, Cowards ? whither fly 
“ ye, bafe Wretches? ftand your Ground, 
“* that ye may encounter Corizeus: What, 
“ for fhame, do fo many Thoufands of you 
“ flyone Man? However, take this Com- 
“* fort for your Flight, that. you are pur- 
“ fu’d by one, before whom the Tyrrhentan 
** Giants could not ftand their Ground, but 
*¢ fell down flain in Heaps together. 


CHAP. XI 


Goffarius routed by Brutus. 


T thefe Words one of them, named 
Subardus, who was a Conful, returns 

with three hundred Men to affault him: But 
Corinews with his Shield wards off the Blow, 
and lifting up his Battle-Ax gave him fuch 
a 
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a Stroke upon the Top of his Helmet, that 
at once he clave him down to the Wafte : 
And then forthwith rufhing upon the Reft 
he made terrible Slaughter by wheeling a- 
bout his Battle-Ax among them, and run- 
ming to and fro fhew’d no lefs Bravery in 
receiving the Blows, than in the Numbers 
he kil?’d of the Enemy. Some had their 
Hands and Arms, fome their very Shoulders, 
fome again their Heads, and others their 
Legs cut off by him. All fought with him 
only, and he alone engag’d them all. Bra- 
tus feeing him thus befet, out of meer Af- 
feCtion to him runs with a Band of Men 
to his Affiftance: At which the Battle ts 
again renew’d with Vigour and with loud 
Shouts, and great Numbers flain on both 
Sides. But now the Trvojaws prefently gain 
the Victory, and put Goffarivs with his Pzcfa- 
wians to flight. The King after a narrow 
Efcape went to feveral Parts of Gaul, to 
procure Succours among fuch Princes as 
were related or Known to him. At that 
Time Gaal was fubjeCt to twelve Princes, 
who with equal Authority poffefs’d the Go- 
vernment of that whole Country. Thefe re- 
ceive him courteoufly, and promife with one 
~Confent, to expel that foreign Nation from 
the Coafts of Aguitain. 


CHAP. 


30 The Britith Hiftozy. Book I. 


CA APs) TY. 


Brutus after bis Vittory over Gof 
farius, deftroys Aquitain with 
Fire and Sword. 


RUTWVS in Joy for the Victory enriches 
his Men with the Spoils of the Slain, 
and then dividing them again into feveral 
Bodies, marches into the Country with a 
Defign to lay it wholly wafte, ‘and lade his 
Fleet with the Riches of it. With this 
View he fets the Cities on Fire, feizes the 
Riches that were hid in them, deftroys the 
Fields, and makes difmal Slaughter among 
the Citizens and common People, being 
unwilling to leave fo much as one alive of 
that wretched Nation. . While he was 
making this DeftruCtion over all Aguitain, 
he came to a Place where the City of Tours 
now ftands, which he afterwards built, as 
Homer teftifies. As foon as he had look’d 
out a Place convenient for the Purpofe, he 
pitch’d his Camp there, for a Place of fafe 
Retreat, when occafion fhould require. For 
he was afraid on Account of Goffarius’s Ap- 
proach with the Kings and Princes of Gawd, 
and a very great Army, which was now 
come near the Place, ready to give him Bat- 
tle. Having therefore finifh’d his Camp he 
expected 
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expected to engage with Goffarius in two 
Days Time, trufting in the Condu& and 
Courage of the Youth under his Com- 
mand. 


C. HoAé PR... kV: 
Goflarius’s Fight with Brutus. 


(GOrrA RIVS upon Advices that the 
Trojans were in thofe Parts, ceas’d not 

to march Day and Night, till he came 
within a clofe View of Bratas’s Camp; and 
then with a ftern Look and difdainful Smile, 
broke out into thefe Expreffions. “ Oh 
*¢ wretched Fate! Have thefe bafe Exiles 
“¢ made a Camp alfo in my Kingdom? Arm, 
«© Arm, Soldiers, and march through their 
“ thickeft Ranks: We fhall quickly take 
“ thefe pitiful Fellows like Sheep, and fend 
‘ them about our Kingdom for Slaves. ” 
At thefe Words they prepar’d their Arms, 
and rang’d in twelve Bodies advance to- 
wards the Enemy. Brutus on the other 
Hand with his Forces drawn up in Order 
soes out boldly to meet them, and gave 
his Men Direétions for their Conduct, that 
is, where to Affault and where to be upon 
the Defenfive. At the Beginning of the At- 
tack, the Troja#s had the Advantage, and 
made 
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made a quick Slaughter of the Enemy, of 
whom there fell near two thoufand; which 
fo terrify’d the Reft, that they were juft 
ready to fly. But as the Victory generally 
falls to that Side which has very much the 
Superiority in Numbers ; fo the Gauls be- 
ing three to.one of the other, though over- 
power’d at firft, yer at laft joining in a great 
Body together broke in upon the Trojans ; 
and fore’d them to retire to their Camp 
with Slaughter. The Victory thus gained, 
they befieged them in their Camp, witha 
Defign not to fuffer them to ftir out, before 
they fhould either furrender themfelves Pri- 
foners in Chains, or be cruelly ftarv’d to 
Death with a long Famine. 

In the mean ‘lime, Corineus the Night 
following entred into Confultation’ with 
Bratus, and propos’d to go our that Night 
by By-ways, and conceal himfelf in anad« 
jacent Wood till break of Day; and while 
Bratus {hould fally forth upon the Enemy 
in the Morning Twilight, he with his Com- 
pany would furprize them from behind, 
and put them to Slaughter. Bratas was 
pleas’d with this Stratagem of Corineus, who 

ccording to his Engagement got out cun- 
ningly with three thoufand Men, and put 
him<elf under the Covert of the Woods. As 
foon as it was Day Bratus marfhalled hisMen 
and open’d the Camp to go out to Fight. 
The Gaals quickly meet him and begin the 
Engage- 
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Engagement: Many Thoufands fall on Bothi 
Sides, neither Party giving any Quarter. 
There was prefeat a Trojan, named Turonis; 
the Nephew of Bratas, inferiour to none but 
Corineus in Courage and ftrength of Body. 
He alone with his Sword kill’d fix hundred 
Men, but at laft was unfortunately {lain 
himfelf by the Gau/s pouring in upon him. 
From him did the City of Tours derive its 
Name, becaufe he was buried there. While 
both Armies were thus warmly engag’d, 
Coriseas came upon them unawares, and 
fell fiercely upon the Back of the Enemy : 
Which put new Courage into their Friends 
on the other Side, and made them exert 
themfelves with much moré Vigouf: The 
Gauls were aftonifhed at the very fhout of 
Corineus’s Men, and thinking their Number 
to be thuch greater than it really was; they 
haftened to quit the Field; but the Trojans 
purfued them, and killed them in the Pur- 
fuit; nor defifted till they had got 4 com. 
pleat Victory. Bratus, though in Joy for the 
great Succefs, yet was afflicted to obferve 
the Numiber of his Forces daily leflened, 
while that of the Enemy was {till more and 


more.. He was in fufpénce for forhe Time; 


whether he had beft continue the War any 
longer ; but at laft chofe to return to his 
Ships, while the greater Part of his Follow- 
eis was yer fafe, and hitherto victorious 3 
dnd to goin queft of the Ifland, whieh ehe 

; | ‘s Goddefs 
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Goddefs had foretold him of.. So without 
farther: delay, he with the Confent of his 
Company repaired to the Fleet, and lading 
it, with the Riches, and precious Spoils he 
had. got, fet fail with a fair Wind towards 
the ‘promifed Ifland ; and arrived. at the 
Shore of Totze/s. | 


CHA Pe  XVE 


Albion divided between Brutus ad 
Corineus. 


HE, land was then called Albion, 

and was inhabited by none but afew 
Giants,“ Notwithftanding the pleafant $i- 
tuation of Places, the Plenty of Rivers a- 
bounding with Fifh, and the engaging Pro- 
fpe&t of Woods, made Brutus and his Com- 
pany very defirous to fix their Habitation 
in it. In their paffing therefore through 
all the Provinces, they force the Giants to 
fly into.the Caves of the Mountains, and 
divide the Country among them according 
to the Direction of their Commander, 
Then. they begin to till the Ground and 
build Houfes, fo that in a little Time the 
Country look’d like a Place that had been 
long inhabited. At laft Brarus calls the Mand. 
after his own Name Britain, and his Com- 
| panions 
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panions Britains: For by this Derivation of 
the Name he was defirous to perpetuate 
his Memory. From whence afterwards 
the Language of the Nation, which at firft 
bore the Name of Trojan, ot rough Greek, 
was called Britifb. But Corineus; in Imita- 
tion of his Leader, called that Part of the 
Hand which fell to his Share, Corinea, and 
his People Corzeans, after his Nate: And 
though he had his Choice of the Provinces 
before all the Reft, yet he preferred this 
Country, which is now called in Latin 
Cornubia, either from its being in Shape of 
a Horn, (in Latin Cornu,) or from the Core 
ruption of the faid Name. For it was a 
Diverfion to him to encounter with the 
Giants, which were in greater Number 
there, than in all the other Provinces, that 
fell to the Share of his Companions. Among 
the Reft was one deteftable Monfter, na- 
med Goémagot; in Stature twelve Cubits, 
and of fuch prodigious Strength, that at 
one Shake he pulled up an Oak, as if it had 
been a Hazel Wand. On a. certain Day 
when Bratws was holding a folemn Feftival 
to the Gods, in the Port where they at firft 
landed, this Giant with twenty more of 
his Companions came in upon the Britains, 
among whom he made 4 dreadful Slaugh- 
ter. But the Britains at laft aflembling to- 
sether in a Body, put them to the Rout, 
and killed them every oue but Goemagot. 
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Bratus had given Orders to have him pre- 
ferved alive, out of a Defire to fee a Com- 
bat between him and.

At the Begin- 
ning of the Rencounter, Corivews and the 
Giant itanding Front to Front, ftrongly 
fetter each other in their Arms, and pant 
aloud for Breath ; but Go@magot prefently 
srafping Corineus with all his Might, broke 
three of his Ribs, two on his right Sideand | 
ene on his left. At which Corinews highly 
enraged, roufed up his whole Strength, 
and. {natching him upon his Shoulders, ran 
with him as faft as he was able for the 
Weight, to the next Shore, and there get- 
ting upon the Top of a high Rock, hurled 
down the favage Montter into the Sea; 
where falling by theSides of craggy Rocks, 
he was cruelly tore to Pieces, and coloured 
the Waves with his Blood. ‘The Place 
where he fell, taking its Name from the 
Giants Fall, is called Lam-Goémagot, that is, 
Gotmagot’s Leap, to this Day.

CHAP. XVIL 


The Building of New Troy by Bru- 
tus upon the River Thames. 


RUTVS having thus at laft feen his 
Kingdom, entred upon a Defign of 
Suilding a City, and in order to it, travel- 
led through the Land to find out a convee 
nient Situation; and coming to the River 
Thames, he walked along the Shore, and at 
laft pitched upon a Place very fit for his 
Purpofe. Here therefore he built a City, 
which he called. New Troy; under which 
Name, it continued a long Time after, till 
at laft by the Corruption of the Original 
Word, it came to be called Trivovantum. 
But afterwards when Lad, the Brother of 
Cafibellaun, who made War againlt Julius 
Ce/ar, obtained the Government of the Kings 
dom, he furrounded it with ftately Walls, 
and Towers of admirable Workmarfhip, 
and ordered it to be called after his Name, 
Kaer-Lua, that is, the City of Lad. Bug 
this very Thing became afterwards the Oc- 
cafion of a great Quarrel between him and 
his Brother Neaaius, who took very hei- 
noully his abonfhing the Name of Troy in 
this Country. Of this Quarrel Gildas the 
Hiftorjan has given a large Account; for 
C 3 W hich 
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which Reafon I chufe to pafs it over, for 
fear of debafing by my Account of it, 
what fo great a Writer has fo eloquently 
related. 


CHAP... XVIIL 


New Troy beimg built, and Laws 
made for the Government of it, 
zt is given to the Citizens that 
were to mbabit it. 


FTER Bratas had finithed the Build- 
ing of the City, he made Choice of 
the Citizens that were to inhabit it, and 
preicribed them Laws for their peaceable 
Government.

G VENDOLOEN A reigned fifteen

with the Country of Cormwal-for the Re- 
mainder of her Life. At this Time Samuel 
the Prophet governed in Judea, Sylwius 
/Eneas was yet living, and Homer was e- 
fteemed a famous Orator and Poet. Mad- 
daz now in Poffeffion of the Crown, had 
by his Wife two Sons, Mexpricias and Malim, 
and ruled the Kingdom in Peace and a 
val 
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Care forty Years. As foon ashe was dead, 
the two Brothers quarrelled for the King- 
dom, each being ‘ambitious of the Sove- 
reignty of the whole Ifland. Menpricius 
impatient to attain his ambitious Ends, en- 
ters into Treaty with Afalim, under Colour 
of making a Compofition with him, but by 
a formed Confpiracy murdered him in the 
Affembly where their Ambaffadors were 
met. By this Means he obtained the Do- 
minion of the whole I{land ; over whichhe 
exercifed fuch Tyranny, that he fcarceleft 
a Noblemanalive in it, and either by Vio- 
lence ot Treachery, opprefled every one 
that he apprehended might be likely to 
fucceed him, purfuing his Hatred to his 
whole Race. Healfo deferted his own Wife, 
by whom he had a noble Youth named 
Ebraucus, and addicted himfelf to Sodomy, 
preferring unnatural Luft to the Pleafure 
of the Conjugal State. At laft in the twen- 
tieth Year of his Reign, while he was a 
Hunting, he retired from his Company in- 
toa Valley, where he was furrounded by a 
sreat Multitude of ravenous Wolves, and 
in a horrible Manner devoured by them. 
Then did Sau/ reign in Fades, and Eurifheus 
in Lasedemouia.

ENPRICIVS being; dead, Ebragcus 

his Son, a Man of great Stature and 
wonderful Strength, took upon him the Go- 
vernment of Britain, which he held. forty. 
Years. He was the firft after Bratus who 
invaded Gaz/ with a Fleet, and diftreffed 
its Provinces by killing their Men and Jlay- 
ing waite their Cities ; and having by, this 
Means enriched himielf with an infinite 
Mafs of Gold and Silver, he. teturned 
Victorious. After this he built a City on 
the other Side of Hember, which from his 
own Name he called Kyerebrauc, that isthe 
City of Ebvaxcus, about the Time that Da- 
vid reigned in Fadea, and Sylvins Latinus 
in Italy, and that Gad, Nathan and Afaph 
prophefied in I/rae/. , He alfo built the City 
of Alclud towards Albania, and the ‘Lown 
of Mount Agzed, called at this Time the 
Cafile of Maidens, or the Mountain of 
Sorrow.

| HIS Prince had twenty Sons and 
i thirty Daushters by twenty Wives, 
and with great Valour governed the King- 
dom of Brstaix fixty Years. ‘The Names 
of. his Sons were, Brutus furnamed Greeu- 
fbield, Margadad, Sifillius, Regin, Morivid, 
Bladud, Lagon, Bodloan, Kyncar, Spaden, 
Gaul, Darden, Eldad, Ivor, Gangu, Heitor, 
Kerin, Rud, Affarach, Buel. ‘The Names 
of his Daughters were Gloigni, Igwogat, 
Oudas, Guenliam, Gaudid, Angarad, Guen- 
doloe, Tangujtel, Gorgon, Medlan, Methahel, 
Ourar, Malure, Kambreda, Ragan, Gael, 
Ecub, Neft, Cheun, Stadud, Gladud, Ebren, 
Bligan, Aballac, Angaes, Galaes, the mot 
celebrated Beauty that was then in Britaiz 
or Gaul, Edra, Anaor, Stadial, Eoron. All 
thefe Daughters their Father fent into Italy 
to Sylvins Alba, who reigned after Sylvius 
Latinus, where they were married among 
the Trojan Nobility, the Latin and Sab:ne 
Women refufing to match withthem. But 
the Sons under the Condué& of their Bro- 
ther Affaracus departed in a Fleet to Ger- 
: panyy 
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many, and having with the Affiftance of 
Sylvius Alba fabdued the People there; ob- 
tained that Kingdom. 


CHAP. IX. 


After Ebraucus rezgus Brutus hs 
Son, after him Leil, and after 
Leil, Hudibras. 


UT Brutus furnamed Greenfbield; 

{tay’d with his Father, whom he fues 
ceeded in the Government, and reigne 
twelve Years. After him reigned Le#/ his 
Son, a peaceable and juft Prince, ‘ who 
enjoying a prof{perous Reign, Built in the 
North Part of Britaiz a City called by his 
Name Kaerleil; at the fame Time ‘that 
Solomon began to build the Temple of Fera- 
falem, and the Queen of Sheba cattie to heat 
his Wifdom ; at which Time alfo Sy/wins 
Fritus fucceeded his Father Alba in Italy. 
Leil reigned twenty five Years, but to- 
wards the latter End of his Life grew more 
remifs in his Government, fo that his Neg- 
le& of Affairs quickly occafioned a civil 
Diffenfion in the Kingdom. After him 
reigned his Son Hxdibras thirty nine Years, 
and compofed the civil Diffenfion among 
his People. He built Kaerdem or Canterbury, 
Kgerguens 
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Kaerguen ov Winchefer, and the Town of 
Mount Paladur, now Shaftsbury. At this 
Place an Eagle fpoke, while the Wallof the 
Town was building ; and indeed I fhould 
not have failed tran{mitting the Speech to 
Pofterity, had I thought it true as the reit 
of the Hiftory. At this Time reigned Capys 
the Son of Epitus ; and Haggai, Amos, “foels 
and Azariah were Prophets in I/rae/.

Bladud fucceeds Hudibras iz the 
Kingdom, and praétifes Magical 


Operations. 


EX T fueceeded Bladud hisSon, and 
reigned twenty Years. He built 
Kderbadus, now Bath, and made hot Baths 
in it for the Benefit of the Publick; which 
he dedicated tothe Goddefs Minerva; in 
whofe. Temple he kept Fires that never 
went out nor confumed to Afhes, but as 
foon as they began to decay were turned 
into Balls of Stone. About this Time the 
Prophet Elzas prayed that it miglit not rdin 
upon Earth; and ic did not reign for three 
Years and fix Months, This Prince was @ 
very ingenious Man, and taught Necro- 
itiancy im lis Kingdom, nor left off purfu- 
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ing his Magical Operations, till he ar- 
tempted to fly to the upper Region of the 
Ait with Wings he had prepared, and fell 
down upon the Temple of Apollo in the 
City of Trinovantum, where he wasdafhed 
to Pieces. 


CHAP. XE 


Leir, the Son of Bladud, having uo 
Son, divides his Kingdom among 
bis Daughters. 


/®& ETER this unhappy Fate of Bladud, 

Leir his Son was advanced to the 
‘throne, and nobly governed his Country 
fixty Years. He built upon the River Sore 
a City called in the Brith Tongue Kaerlerr, 
in the Saxoz Lezrceftre. We was without 
MaleIffue, but had three Daughters whofe 
Names were Govorilla, Regaz, and Cordeilla, 
of whom he was doatingly fond, but efpeci- 
ally of his youngelt Cordezila. When he be- 
gan to grow old, he had Thoughts of divi- 
ding his Kingdom among them, and of be- 
ftowing them on fuch Husbands, as were fit 
to be advanced to the Government with 
them.

It happened after this, that: Agamippus 


King of the Franks, having Heard of the 


Fame 
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Fame of Cordeila’s Beauty, forthwith fent 
his Ambajfladors to the King to defire Cor- 
deilla in Marriage. ‘The Father retaining 
yet his Angertoher, made Anfwer; “ That 
« he was very willing to beltow his Daugh- 
ter, but without either Money or Terri- 
tories ; becaufe he had already given a- 
way his Kingdom with all his T Feature, 
“ to his elder Daughters, Goxorilla and Re- 
“ gau,”” When this was told Aganippus, 

he being very much in Love with the Lady,

Long Time after, this, when Lezr came 
to be infirm through Old-age, the 
two Dukes, upon whom. he had beftowed 


Britaie with his two, Daughters, made an 
D 3 Tnfurs 
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Infurrection againft him, and deprived him 
of his Kingdom, and of all Regal Authority 
which he had hitherto exercifed with great 
Power and Glory. But at laft they came 
to an Agreement, and Maglaunus Duke of 
Albania, one of his Sons-in-Law, was to al- 
low him and fixty Soldiers, who were to be 
kept for State, a Subfiftence at his own 
Houfe. After two Years Stay with his Son- 
in-Law, his Daughter Goworzlla grudged. at 
the Number of his Men, who began to up- 
braid the Minifters of the Court with their 
{canty Allowance; and having fpoke to her 
Husband about it, gave Orders that the 
Number of her Fathers Attendants be redu- 
ced tothirty, and the reft difcharged, The 
Father refenting this Treatment, left Mag- 
aunus, and went to Henuinus, Duke of Corn- 
wal, to whom he had married his Daughter 
Regaw. Here he met with an honourable 
Reception, but before the Year was at an 
End, a Quarrel happened between the two 
Families, which raifed Regaa’s Indienation; 
fo that fhe commanded her Father to dif- 
charge all his Attendants but five, and .to.be 
contented with their Service. This fecond 
Affliction was unfupportable to him, and 
made him return again to his former Daugh- 
ter, with Hopes that the Mifery of his Con- 
dition might move in her fume’ Sentiments 
of Filial Piety, and that he wich this Family 
might find a Subfiftence from her, But fhe 
NQE 
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not forgetting her Refentments, {wore by 
the Gods, He fhould not ftay with her, un- 
lefs he would difmifs his Retinue, and be 
contented with the Attendance of one Man; 
and with bitter Reproaches, told him how 
ill his Defire of vain-glorious Pomp fuited 
with his Old-age and Poverty... When he 
found that fhe was by no Means to be pre- 
vailed upon, he was at laft forced to com- 
ply, and difmiffing the Reft, to take up 
with one Man. But by this Time he began 
to refle@ more fenfibly with himfelf upon 
the Grandeur from which he had fallen, and 
the miferable State he was now reduced to, 
and to enter upon ‘Thoughts of going be. 
yond Sea to his youngeft Daughter. Yer 
he doubted whether he fhould be able to 
move her Commiferation, whom (as was 
related above) he had treated fo unworthi- 
ly: However difdaining to bear any Jonger 
fuch bafe Ufage, he took Shipping to Gazd, 
In his Paffage, he obferved he had only the 
third Place given him among the Princes 
that were with him in the Ship, at which 
with deep Sighs and Tears, he burft forth, 
into the following Complains, 


“ QO irreverfible Decrees of the Fates,

of Cities and waiting the Enemies Coun- 
tries, more deeply pierces my Heart, than 
the View of my prefent Calamity, which 
has expofed me to the Derifion of thofe 
who formerly laid at my Feet. O Rage 
of Fortune! Shall I ever again fee the 
Day,when I may be able to reward thofe 
according to their Deferts who have -for- 
faken me in my Diftrefs > How true was 


thy Anfwer, Cordeilla, when asked thee 


concerning thy Love to me, As much us 
you have, [o much is your Value, and fo much 
F love you ? While Uhad avy ‘Thing to give 
they valued me, being Friends not to me, 
but to my Gifts: They loved'me then in- 
deed, but my Gifts much more: When 
my Gifts ceafed, my Friends vanifhed.

into, and to defire her Relief to a Father 
that fuffered both Hunger and Nakednefs. 
Cordezlla was ftartled at the News, and wept 
bitterly, and with Tears asked him how 
many Men her Father had with him. ‘The 
Meilenger anfwered, he had none but one 
Man, who had been his Armour-bearer, and 
was itaying with him without the Town. 
Then fhe took what Money the thought 
might be fufficient, and gave it the Meffen- 
ser, with Orders to him to carry her Father 
to another City, and there give out that he 
was Sick, and to provide tor him Bathing, 
Clothes, and all other Nourifhment. She 
likewife gave Orders that he thould take in- 
to his Service forty Men well cloathed and 
accoutred, and when all Things were. thus 
prepared that he fhould then notify his Ar- 
rival to King Aganippus and his Daughter. 
The Meiienger quickly returning carried 
Lety to another City, and there kept him 
concealed, till he had performed every Thing 
that Cordeila had commanded. 


CHAP. XII. 
He ws yery honourably received by 
Cordeilla, aud the King of Gaul. 


S foon as he was provided with his 
~ & Royal Apparel, Ornaments and Re- 
tinue, he fent Word to Aganippus and his 
mm” . , Daughter, 
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Daughter, that. he was driven out of his 
Kingdom of Britain by his Sons-in-Law, and 
was come to them to procure their Affi. 
{tance for the Recovering of his Dominions, 
Upon which they being attended with their 
chief Minifters of State and the Nobility of 
the Kingdom, went out to meet him, and 
received him honourably, and fubmitted to 
his Management the whole Power of Gau/, 
till {uch Time as he fhould be reftored-to 
his former Dignity. | 


CHAP. TIiIv. 


Leir by the Help of bis Son-in-Law 
and Cordiella, being reftored ta 
the Kingdom dies. — 


N the mean Time Aganippus fent Off. 
cers over all Gau/ to raife an Army, in 
Order to reftore his Father-in-Law to his 
Kingdom of Britain, hich done, Ler re- 
turned to Britaiz with his Son and Daughter 
and their Forces they had raifed, where he 
fought with his Sons-in-Law, and routed 
them. Thus having reduced the whole 
Kingdom under his Power, he died in the 
third Year after. Aganippus alfo died; fo 
that Cordeilla now obtaining the Government 
of the Kingdom, buried her Father in a.cer- 
tau 
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tain Vault, which fhe ordered to be made 
for him under-the River Sore in Leicefter. 
The Subterranéous Place where he was bu- 
ried, had been built to the Honour of the 
God Sanus. “And here all the Workmen of 
the City, upon the anniverfary Solemnity of 
that Feitival, ufed to begin their yearly La. 
bours.

CH AIP XV 


Cordeilla bezug amprif oned kills ber. 
felf. Margan afpirmg to the whole 
Kingdom. is killed by Gunedagins. 


FTER a peaceable Poffeffion of the 
Government for five Years, Cordeilla 
began to meet with Difturbances from the 
two Sons of her Sifters, being both young 
Men of grear Spirit, whereof one, named 
Margan, was born to Maglauaus, and the o- 
ther, named Canedagius, to Henuinus. Thele 
after the Death of their Fathers fucceeding 
them in their Dukedoms, were incenfed to 
fee Britain fubject to the Power of a Woman, 
and raifed Forces in Order to make an Infur- 
reCtion againft the Queen; nor defifted from 
their Holtilities, till after a general Watte 
of her Countries, and feveral Battles fought, 
they at laf took her and put her in Prifon, 
anaes ae ; wher, 
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where for Grief at the Lofs of her Kingdom 
the killed herfelf. After this they divided 
the Iland between them, of which the Part 
that reaches from the North Side of Humber 
to Cathne/s, fell to Margan ; the other Part 
from the fame River Weltward was Gune- 
dagivs’s Share. At the End’ of two Years, 
fome reftlefs Spirits that took Pleafure in 
the Troubles of the Nation, had Accefs to 
Marga, and infpired him with vain Con- 
ceits by reprefenting to him, how mean and 
difgraceful it was for him not to govern the 
whole Hland, which was his due by Right 
of Birth. Stirred up with thefe and the like 
Suggeltions, he marched with an Army. 
through Cunedagius’s Country, and began 
to burn all before him. A War thus break- 
ing out, he was met by Cunedagiuvs and’all 
his Forces, and upon an Attack made he 
killed no fmall Number of his Men, put 
Margan to Flight, and purfued him from one 
Province to another, till at laft he killed him 
ina Town of Kambria, which fince his Death 
has been by the Country People called Mzp- 
gan to this Day. After the Victory, Caneda- 
gis gained the Monarchy of the whole Hfland, 
which he governed glorioufly for three’and 
thirty Years. Ar this Time flourifhed’ the 
Prophets I/uizh and Hofhea, and Rome was 
built upon the eleventh of the Calends ‘of 
May by the two Brothers, Romulus and Remus. 
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CHAP. XVI 


The Succeffors of Cunedagtus 2 the 
Kingdom : Fervex is killed by his 
Brother Porrex, 7 a Difpute for 
the Government. 


T laft Canedagivs dying, was fucceed- 

ed by his Son Rivalo, a fortunate 
Youth, who diligently apply’d himfelf to 
the Affairs of the Government, In his Time 
it rained Blood three Days together, and 
there fell vait fwarms of Flies, which was 
followed by a great Mortality among the 
People. After him fucceeded Gurguftins his 
Son ; alter him Sv(illiws ; after him ‘fago the 
Nephew of Gurguftiwe ; after him Kamarcus 
the Son of Sifillivs ; after him Gorbogudo who 
had two Sons, Ferrex and Porrex. When 
their Father grew old they began to quarrel 
about the Succeffion; but Porrex, fired with 
a greater Ambition, forms a Defign of killing 
his Brother by Treachery, which the other 
difcovering efcaped, and paffed over into 
Gaal, There he procures Aid from Sward 
King of the Franks, with which he returned 
and made War upon his Brother : Coming 
to an Engagement, Ferrex and all the Forces 
‘attending him were killed. When their 


Mother, whofe Names wasWidew, came to 


be 
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be informed of her Sons Death, fhe fell into 
a great Rage; and conceived a mortal Ha- 
tred againit the other. For fhe had a greater 
Affection for the Deceafed than for him, fo 
that nothing lefs would appeafe her Indig- 
nation for his Death, than her revenging it 
upon her furviving Son. She took therefore 
her Opportunity when he'was afleep, and 
then fell upon him with her Women affilting 
her, and tore him to pieces. From that Time 
a long Civil War oppreffed the People, and 
the Ifland came to be divided under the 
Power of five Kings, who mutually hatafled 
one another. 


CHAP. XVIE 


Dunwallo Moltnutius” gas’ the 
Sceptre of Britain, from whois 
came the Molmutine Laws. 


UT at length arofe a Youth of great 
B Spirit, named Dunwallo Molmatius, who 
was the Son of Clotes King of Cormwal,.and 
excelled all the Kings of Britaiz in Valout 
and Gracefulnefs af Perfon... When his Fa- 
ther was dead, he was no fooner poffeifed of 
the Government of that Country, than,,he 
made War again{t Ymner King of Loceria, 
and killed him in Battle. ._Hereupon Radau- 
cus 
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cus King of Kambria, and Staterius King of 
Albania had a Meeting, wherein they form- 
ed an Alliance together, and marched thence 
with their Armies into Danwallo’s Country to 
deftroy all before them. Dzzwallo met them 
with thirty thoufand Men, and gave them 
‘Battle : And when a great Part of the Day 
was fpent in the Fight, and the Vidtory 
yet dubious, he drew off fix hundred of his 
~braveft Men, and commanded them to put 
on the Armour of the Enemies that were 
~flain, as he himfelf alfodid, and threw afide 
his own. ‘Thus accoutred he marched up 
with fpeed to the Enemies Ranks, as if he 
was of their Party, and approaching the very 
Place where Radaucus and Staterius were, 
commanded his Men to fail upon them. In 
this Affault were the two Kings killed and 
many others with them. But Dwswallo Mol- 
mutius, fearing left in this Difguife his own 
Men might fall upon him, returns with his 
Companions to put off the Enemies Armour, 
and take his own again; and then encou- 
rages them to renew the Affault, which 
they did with great Vigour, and in a fhort 
Time got the Victory, by difperfing and 
putting to Flight the Enemy. From hence 
~he marches into the Enemies Countries, de- 
ftroys their Towns and Cities, and reduces 
the People under his Obedience, When he 
had made an entire Reduction of the whole 
Ifand, he prepared himfelf a Crown are 
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and reftored the Kingdom to its ancient 
State. /Fhis Prince eftablifhed thofe which 
the Britains call the Molmutine Laws, famous 


among the Englifb to this Day. In thele 


among other Things, of which St. Gildas 
wrote a long Time after, he enacted, that 
the Temples of the Gods, as alfo Cities, 
fhould have the Privilege of giving Sanctu- 
ary and Protection toany Fugitive or Crimis 
nal, that fhould fly to them from his Enemy. 
He likewife enacted, that the Ways leading 
to thofe Temples and Cities, as alfo rhe Hul- 
bandmens Plows,{fhould be allowed the fame 
Privilege. So that in his Days, the Murders 
and Cruelties committed by Robbers were 
prevented, and every Body paffed fate with- 
out any Violence offered him. At laft after 
a Reign of forty Years {pent in thefe and 
other Acts of Government, he died, and 
was buried in the City of Trzovantum near 
the Temple of Cozcord, which, he himfelf 
built at the Eftablifhment of his Laws.

aN FTER this a violent Quarrel 
(ay ne ate his nie Sons 
TV Nes / eLinus and brennins, WNO Were 
B28) both arnbitious of fucceeding in 
the Kingdom., The Difpute was; whether 
of them fhould have the Honour of wearing 
the Grown, Aftet 4 great many fharp Con- 
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fits that pafied between them, the Friends 
of both at laft interpofed, and brought them 
to agree upon a Divifion of the Kingdom on 
thefe Terms ; That Belinus fhould enjoy 
the Crown of the Ifland,with the Dominions 
of Loegria, Kambria and Cornwal, as being 
he Firft-born ; and becaufe according to 
the Trojan Conttitution the Right. of Inheri- 
ace Ought to come to him: And Bremnius, 
as being ‘the Younger, fhould be fubje@ to 
his Brother , and have for his Share Northum- 
berland, which extended from the River Hum- 
ber to Cathnefs.. The Covenant therefore be- 
ing .confirmed upon thefe Conditions, shey 
ruled the Country for five Years in Peace 
and Oe But fuch a'State of Profperi- 
ty could not long ftand againft the Endea- 
vouis of Fa@ion. For now fome lying In- 
cendiaries had Accefs to Breunius, and ad- 
dreffed themfelves to him in this Manner, 
What flugeifh Spirit has pofleffed you, 
“ that you can y bear Subjection to Biehaes, 
“to whom by Parentage and Blood you 
“* are equal ; , belies yout Experience i in Mi- 
¢ litary AMai rs, which you have gained by

‘The Young Man inflamed with 
thefe and the ‘like fpecious Sugge(tions, 
hearkened to them, and went to Norway, 
where he married ‘the Kings Daughter, as 
his Flatterers had inftructed him. 


Book THI. 
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Brennius's Sea-F2ght. with Guichthlac 
King of the Dacians. Guichthlac 
and Brennius s Wife, beng driven 
afbore are taken by Belinus. 


N the'mean Time the Brother informed 
& of this, took it heinoufly, that without 
his Leave he had prefumed to at thus a- 
sainft him. Whereupon he marched into 
Northamberland, and poffeffed himfelf of that 
Country and the Cities in it, which he ga- 
rifoned with hisown Men. Brezsius upon 
‘Notice given him of what his Brother had 
done, prepares a Fleet to return to Britain 
with a great Army of .Vorwegians. But 
while he was under Sail with a fair Wind, 
he was overtaken by Guwichthlac King of the 
Dacians, who had purfued him. This Prince 
had been deeply in Love with the young 
Lady that Brevuzius had married, and out 
of meer Grief and Vexation for the Lofs of 
Bir 2 her 
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her, had prepared a Fleet for the Purfuit of 
Brennius with all Expedition. In the Sea- 
Fight that happened on this Occafion, he had 
the Fortune to take the very Ship in which 
the Lady was, and brought her in among his 
Compatiions. But during the Engagement 
contrary Winds arofe on a fudden, which 
brought on a Storm, and difperfed the Ships 
and drove them upon different Shores : ‘So 
that the King of the Daczazs being driven up 
and down, after a five Days Courfe arrived 
with the Lady at Northumberland, under 
dreadful Apprehenfions, as not knowing up- 
on what Country this unforefeen' Cafualty 
had thrown him. When this came to’be 
known to the Country People, they took 
them and carried them to Belizus, who was 
upon the Sea-Coafts expecting the Arrival 
of hisBrother. There were with Gazchthlac’s 
Ship three others, one of which had belong- 
ed to Brenntus’s Fleet. As foon as they had 
declared to the King who they were, he was 
overjoy’d at this happy Accident, while he 
was endeavouring to revenge himfelf on his 
Brother. 


CHAP. Hf, 


Belinus 27a Battle routs Brennius, 
who thereupon flies to Gaul. 


N a few Days after appeared Brennivs, 
with his Fleet got together again, and 
arrived in A/bania ; and then receiving In- 
formation of the taking of his Wife and o- 
thers, and that his Brother had feized the 
Kingdom of Northumberland in his Abfence, 
he fent his Ambaffadors to him, to demand 
the Reftitution of his Wife and Kingdom; 
and if he refufed them, to declare that he 
would deftroy the whole Ifland from Sea to 
Sea, and kill his Brother whenever he could 
come to an Engagement with him. On 
the other Hand Belénus abfolutely refufed 
to comply with his Demands, and affembling 
copether the whole Power of the Hland, 


went into A/bania to give him Battle. _ Brez« 


gis upon Advice that he had fuffered a 
Repulfe, and that his Brother was upon his 
march again{t him, advanced to meet him 
in a Wood called Calateriam, in order to an 
Attack. Whenthey werearrivedupon the 
Field of Battle, each of them divided his 
Men into feveral Bodies, and then approach- 
ing towards one another, began the Fight. 

A great Part ofthe Day was {pent in it, be- 
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caufe on both Sides, the braveft Men were 
engaged ; and much Blood was fhed, by 
Reafon of the Fury with which they en- 
countred each other. So. great was the 
Slaughter, that the Wounded fell in Heaps, 
like ftanding Corn cut down by Reapers, 
At laft the Brétaixs prevailing, the Norwe- 
gians fled with their shattered Troops to the 
Ships, but were purfued by Belinus, and kil- 
led without Mercy. In that Battel. fell 
fifteen thoufand Men; nor were. there:a 
thoufand of the Reft that efcaped unhurt. 
Brenaias with much Difficulty getting one 
Ship, went as Fortune drove him to the 
Coalts of Gau/ ; but the Reft that had ate 
tended him, were forced to fculk upand 
down wherefoever their Misfortunes led 
them. 


CoH ASPe iW. 


The King of Dacia, with Brennins’s 
Wife, 1s releafed out of Prifon. 


PELINUVS after this Victory, called.a 
~" Council of his Nobility, to advife with 
them what he thould do with the King of 
the Dacians, who had fent a Meflage to him 
out of Prifon, that he would fubmit himfelf 
and the Kingdom of Dacia to him, and alfo 


pay 
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pay 2 yearly Tribute, if he might have 
Leave to depart with his Miftrefs, He of- 
fered likewife to confirm this Covenant 
with an Oath, and giving of Hoftages. 
When this Propofal was laid before the No- 
bility, they unanimoufly gave thei Affent, 
chat Belinas thould grant Guichthlac his Pe- 
tition upon the Terms offered. Accordi nely 
he did grantit, and Gwichthlac was releafec : 
from Pr rifon, and returned with his Miftrets 
into Dacia, 


CHAP. V. 


Belinus revives aud coufirms the 
Molmutine Laws, efpecially about 
the High-ways. 

ELINVS now fisding no Body in the 
Kingdom of Britain able to make Head 
againt{t him, and being polieffed of the So- 
vereignty of the whole Ifland from Sea to 

Sea, isc ie the Laws his Father had 

made, and gave Command for a fextlec 

K Kecuti ion of Juftice through his Kingdom. 

But efpecially he ordered that Cities, and 

the Ways leading tothem, fhauld enjoy 

the fame Pri ivilece of Peace that Dunivallo 
had eftablithed. But there happened to 
arife a Controverfy abour the Ways, be- 
eaule the Limits determining them were 
Unknown, T! hie King t herefore willing’ to 
F Clear 
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clear the Law of all Ambiguities, fummo- 
ned all the Workmen of the Ifland together, 
and commanded them to pave a Caufeway 
of Stone and Mortar, which fhould run the 
whole Length of the Ifland, from the Sea 
of Cornwal, to the Shore of Cathnefs, and 
lead direttly to the Cities that lay along that 
Extent. Another he commanded to be made 
over the Breadth of the Kingdom, leading 
from Menevia, that was fituated upon the 
Demettan Sea, to Hamo’s Port, and to pafs 
through the interjacent Cities. Other twe 
he alfo made obliquely through the Ifland, 
for a Paffage to the reft of the Ciries. Then 
he confirmed to them all Honours and Pri- 
vileges, and prefcribed a Law for the Pu- 
nifhment of any Injury committed upon 
them. Butif any one is curious to know 
all that he decreed concerning them, let him 
read the Molmutine Laws, which Gilda the 
Hiflorian tranflated from Briti(h into Latin, 
and King A/fredinto Exglifb. 


CHAP. NE 
Brennius Zeng made Duke of the 
_ Allobroges, returns to Britain to 

fight bis Brother. ve 


THILE Belinws was thus reigning in 
Y= Peace and Tranquillity, his Brother 


Brennius, who (as we faid-before) was dri- 
papas 1) ey Se eTN 
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ven upon the Coafts of Gaul, fuffered great 
Torments of Mind.. For it was a great Af- 
fliGion to him to be banifhed his Country, 
and to have no Power of returning to re- 
trieve his Lofs. Being ignorant what Courfe 
to take, he went among the Princes of Gau/, 
accompanied only with twelve Men ; and 
when he had related his Misfortune toevery 
one of them, but could procure A ffiftance 
from none, he went at laft to Seginus, Duke 
of the Allobroges, from whom he had an 
honourable Reception. During his Stay 
here, he contracted fuch an Intimacy with 
the Duke, that he became the greateft Fa- 
vourite inthe Court. For in all Affairs both 
of Peace and War, he fhew’d a great Capa- 
city, fo that this Prince loved him with a 
paternal AffeClion. He was befides of a 
graceful Afpect, tall and flender in Stature, 
and expert in Hunting and Fowling, as be- 
came his Princely Birth. So great was the 
Friendihip between them, that the Duke 
refolved to give him his only Daughter in 
Marriage ; andin Cafe he himfelf fhould 
have no Male Iffue, he appointed him and 
his Daughter to fucceed him in his King- 
dom of the Alobroges after his Death: But 
if he fhould yet have a Son, then he pro- 
mifed his Affiftance to advance him to the 
Kingdom of Britain. Neither was this the 
Defire of the Duke only, but of all the No- 
bility of his Court, with whom he had very 

much 
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much ingratiated himfelf. So then with- 
out farther Delay, the Marriage was fo- 
lemnized, and the Princes of the Country 
paid their Homage to him, as the Succeffor 
tothe Throne. Scarce was the Year at an 
End, before the Duke died, and then Byex- 
wius took his Opportunity of engaging thofe 
Princes of the Country firmly in his Inte- 
reft, whom before he had obliged with his 
Friendfhip. And this he did by beftow- 
ing generoufly upon them the Duke’s Trea- 
fure, which had been hoarded up from the 
Times of his Anceftors, But that which 
the Allobroges moft efteemed him for, was 
his fumptuous Entertainments, and keep- 
ing an open Houfe for all.

Belinus and Brennius being made 
Friends by the Mediation of their 
Mother, propofe the fubduing of 
Gaul. | 


[A / HEN he had thus gained an uni- 
VY verfal AffeCtion, he began to con- 
fult with himfelf, how he might take Re- 
venge upon his Brother Beliwws. And when 
he had fignified his Intentions concerning 
it to his Subjects, they unanimoufly sant 
curred 
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curred with him, and. expreffed their Rea- 
dinefs to, attend him to whatever Kingdom 
he pleafed to conduct them. T hen in a 
fhort Lime raifing a vaft Army, he entred 
into a Treaty with the Gauls for a free Paf- 
fage through. their Country into Britain; 
and having fitted. out a Vieet upon the 
Coat of Neufiria, he fet fail, and with a 
fair. Wind arrived at the Ifland. Upon 
hearing the Rumour of his coming, his 
Brother Belizus, accompanied with the 
whole Strength ‘of the Kingdom, marched 
out to engage with him. But when the 
two Armies were drawn out in Order of 
Battle, and juft ready to begin the Attack, 
Conwenna their Mother, who was yet li- 
ving, pafled in great hafte through the 
Ranks, out of an Impatience to fee her Son, 
whom fhe had not feea of a long Time. 
As foon therefore as fhe had with tremb- 
ling Steps reached the Place where he {tood, 
fhe threw her Arms about his Neck, and 
in Tranfports kiffed him; then uncovering 
her Bofom, fhe addrefled herfelf to him, in 
Words interrupted with Sighs, to this 
Effect.

«© plain of, that you was baniihed your 
“ Country by him, if you duly confider 
“¢ the Event of it, cannot in Stri€tnefs be 
“ called Injuftice. He did not banifh you 
“ to make your Condition worfe, but for- 
“ ced you to quit a meaner, that you 
‘¢ might attaina higher Dignity. At firft 
“ you enjoy’d oaly a Part of a Kingdom, 
and that in SubjeCtion to your Brother : 
As foon as you loft that, you became his 
“ Equal, by gaining the Kingdom of the 
“ Allobroges. What has he then done but 
promoted you from a Viceroy, to Be a 
“¢ sreat King? Confider farther, that the 
Difference betwixt you began not through 
“ him, but yourfelf, who withthe Affiit- 
“ ance of the King of Norway, made Infur- 
rection again{t him. 
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Moved with thefe Reprefentations of his 
Mother, he obeyed her with a compofed 
Mind, and putting off his Helmet:of his 
own Accord, went ftraight with her: tochis 
Brother. Belinus feeing him approach with 
a peaceable Countenance, threw down his 
Arms, and ran to embrace him; fo that 
now 
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now without any Difficulty, they became 
Friends again ; and difarming their Forces, 
marched with them peaceably together to 
Trinovantum. And here after Confultation 
what Enterpfize to undertake, they prepae 
red to conduct their Confederate Army into 
the Provinces of Gaul, and to reduce that 
whole Country under their SubjeCtion. 


CHAP. VIL 


Belinus avd Brennius after the Con- 
queft of Gaul, march with their 
Army to Rome. 


HE Year after, they accordingly 
pafled over into Gaw/, and began to 
lay walte that Country. The News of 
which fpreading through thofe feveral Na- 
tions, all the petty Kings of the Frazks en- 
tred into a Confederacy, and went out to 
fight them. But the Victory falling to 
Belinus and Bresnias, the Franks fled with 
their broken Forces; and the Byztains and 
Allobroges elevated with their Succefs, ceafed 
not to purfue them till they had taken their 
Kings, and reduced them under their Pow- 
er. Then fortifying the Cities they had ta- 
ken, they brought the whole Kingdom un- 
der their Subjection in lefs than a Years 
Time. 
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Time. At'laft after a Redu€tion of all the 
Provitices, ‘they marched with their whdle 
Army ‘towards ‘Rome, and deftroyed ‘the 
Cities and Villages as they paffed through 
Italy. 


CHAP. IX. | 


The Romans.make a Covenant with 
Brennius, but afterwards break 
at ; ‘for which ReafonRome is bez 
fieged and taken by Brennius. 


HE two Confuls of Rome were then 

Gabius and Porxfena, to. whofe Care 
the Government of the Country was com- 
mitted : Who when they faw that no Nation 
was able to withftand the Power of Relies 
and Breznius, came with the Confent of the 
Senate to them, to defire Peace and Amity. 
They likewife offered large Prefents of Gold 
and Silver, and to pay a yearly Tribute, on 
Condition they might be fuflered ‘to enjoy 
their own in Peace. The two Kings there- 
fore taking Hoftages of them yielded to their 
Petition, and drew baek their Forces into 
Germany. While they were employing their 
Arms in harraffing that People, the Rowsans 
repented of their Agreement, and taking 
new Courage, went to affitt the Germans. 
This 
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This Step highly enraged:the Kings againft 
them, who concerted Meafures how to car~ 
ry on a’ War with ‘both Nations. For the 
Greatnefs of the Italian: Army was.a Terror 
tothem. TheRefult of their Council was, 
that ‘Belinus with the Britains ftay’d in Ger- 
many, to engage with the Enemy there; 
while Brenzéus andshis Army marched to 
Rome, to revenge on the Romaxs their Breach 
of Treaty. “As foomasthe Italians perceived 
their Defign, they quitted the Germans, and. 
haftened'to get before Brexnizs, in hismarch 
to Rome, Belinus had Intelligence of it, and 
{peedily marched back with his Army the 
fame Night, and poflefling himfelf of a 
Valley through which the Enemy was to 
pafs, there lay hid in expeCtation of their 
coming. ‘The next Day the Italians came 
upon -a full March to the fame Place; but 
when they faw the Valley glittering with 
the Enemy’s Armour, they were {truck 
with Contufion, thinking Brevaiaus and the 
Galli Senones were there. At this favoura- 
ble Opportunity, Belzzzs on a fudden ruth- 
ed forth, and furioufly fell upon them : 
And the Romans on the other Hand, in 
ereat Surprize, as quickly fly the Field, 
fince they neither were armed, nor marched 
in any Order, But Belizus gave them no 
Quarter, and was only prevented by the 
Night coming on, from making a total 
Deltruction of them. With this Victory he 
7 went 
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went ftraight to Breanius, who had now 
befieged Rome three Days. Then joining 
their Armies, they affault the City on every 
Side, and endeavour to level the Walls’: 
And to ftrike a greater Terror into the Be- 
fiesed, erected Gallows before the Gates of 
the City, and threatned to hang up the 
Hoftages they had given, unlefs they would 
furrender. But the Romazs nothing moved 
at the Sufferings of their Sons and Relations; 
continued inflexible, and refolute to defend 
themfelves. And therefore fometimes broke 
‘the Force of the Enemies Engines, by 
other Engines of their own, fometimes 
repulfed them from the Walls with Show- 
ers of Darts. Which fo incenfed the two 
Brothers, that.they commanded four and 
twenty of their Nobleft Hoftages to be 
hanged in the Sight of their Parents. “But 
the Ramans were only more hardened at the 
SpeCtacle, and had now received a Mef- 
fage from Gabies and Porfena their Confuls, 
that they would come the next Day to 
their Affiftance’; whereupon’ they refolved 
to march out of the City, and give the 
Enemy Battle.» And accordingly juftias 
they were ranging their Troops in°Order, 
appeared the Confuls with their ‘reaffem- 
bled Forces, marching up to begin the»At 
tack. Thefe therefore advancing’ in aclofe 
Body, fell on the Britains and» Allobroges ‘t8 
their great Surprize, and being iis 

the 
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the Citizens that faliy’d forth killed no {mak 
Number. The Brothers in great Grief to 
fee fuch Deftru&ion made of their Fellow 
Soldiers, began to Spirit up their-Men, and 
then breaking in upon the Enemy feveral 
‘Times, forced them to retire. At laft, after 
the Lofs of many Thoufands of brave Men 
on both Sides, the Brothers got the Day, 
and alfo took the City, Gabzws being. firlt 
killed and Porfeza taken Prifoner : Which 
done they divided among their Men all the 
hidden Treafure of the City.. 


CHAP. X. 
Brénnius oppreffes italy in a inott 
tyrannical Manner. Belinus re- 
turns to Britain. 


HE ViGory thus gaihed; Brennia3 
ftay’d in Italy, where he exercisd un- 

heard of Tyranny ever the People. - But the 
reft of his Actions and his Death, feeing 
they dre delivered in the Reman Hiftories, b 
fhall here pafs over, to avoid Prolixity and 
meddling with what others have treated of, 
which is foreign to my Defizn. But Bels- 
nus recurned to Britaiz, which he governed 
the Remaindet of his Life in Peace. Cities 
tliat wéie dalling to Ruin he repaireds and 
F built 
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built many new ones. Among the reft he 
built one upon the River Uske near the Se- 
wern Sea, which was for a long Time called 
Caerofc, and was the. Metropolis of Demetia: 
But after the Coming in of the Romans it loft 
its firft Name, and was called the City of 
Legions, from the Romaz Legions which.ufed 
to take up their Winter Quarters init. He 
alfo. made a Gate of wonderful Struture itt 
Trinovantum, upon the Bank of the Thames, 
which the Citizens cali after his Name Be~ 
lin[gate to this Day. Over it he built-a pro- 
digious large Tower, and under it a Haven 
or Key for Ships. He was a ftri@t Obferver of 
Jultice, and re-eftablifhed; his Fathers Laws 
every where through the Kingdom. | In his 
Days there was fo great an Affluence of 
Riches among the People, that no Age be- 
fore or after is faid to have fhewn the like, 
At laft when he had finifhed’ his Days; «his 
Body was burnt, and the Afhes put up in a- 
golden Urn, which they placed at Tvizovay- 
vam with wonderful Art on the'Top of the 
‘Lower above-mention’d, 


CHAP. XI. 


Gurgiunt Brabtruc fucceeding bis Fa- 
ther Belinus, reduces Dacia that 
was foaking off bis Toke. 


E was fucceeded by Gurgiunt Brabtrue 
his Son, a fober prudent Prince, who 
followed ‘the Example of his Father in al! 
his A€tions, and was a Lover of Peate and 
Juftice. When fome neighbouring Provinces 
rebelled againft him, he inheriting the Bra 
very of his Father, repreffed their Infolence 
in feveral fierce Battles, and fo reduced them 
under a perfect Subjeftion to him. Among 
many other Things it happened, that the 
King of the Daciaas, who paid Tribute in his 
Fathers‘Time, refufed not only Tribute, but 
all manner of Homage to him: Which he re- 
{ented heinoufly, and paffed over in a Fleet 
to Dacia, where he haraffed the People with 
a moft cruel War, flew their King, and re- 
duced the Country under its ancient Yoke. 
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CHAP. XL 


Ireland is given to be inhabited by 
the Barclenfes, who had been bg. 
nifbed out of Spain. 


T that Time, as he was returning 
home from his Conqueft through the 
Orkney Iflands, he found thirty Ships fraught 
with Men and Women.; and upon: his en- 
quiring of them tl:e Occafion of their com- 
ing thither, their Leader named Partholoim, 
approached him in a refpectful and, fubmif- 
five Manner, and defired Pardon and, Peace. 
Then he told him, that he had been -driven 
out of Spaim, and was failing round..thofe 
Seas in queit of a Habitation, He-alfo de- 
fired {ome fmall Part of Britain.to dwell.in, 
that they might put an End to their. tedious 
Wandring : For it was now a Year.and half 
fince he had been driven out of his Country, 
all which ‘Time he and. his Company had 
been .cut.at Sea. When Gargiunt Brabtrus . 
underftood that they came from Spaiz, and 
were called Barclen/es, he granted. their, Pe- 
tition, and fent Men with them.to Ireland, 
Which was then wholly uninhabited, and 
affigned it to them. There they grew up 
and encreafed in Number, and have pot- 
feiled that [land to this very Day. Gargiuat 
Brabtrae 
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Brabtruc after this ended his Days in Peace, 
and was buried.in the City of Leg7ozs, which 
after his Fathers Death he beautifed with 
Buildings and Walls. 


CHAP. XIII. 
Guithelin rezguimg after Gurgiunt 


Brabtruc, the Martian Law zs 2H- 
ftetuted by Martia a noble Woman. 


FTER him Gwitheliz wore the Crown, 
which he enjoy’d all his Life, with 
Mildnefs' and Affection to his People. He 
had for his Wife a noble Lady named Martiz, 
accomplifhed in all kind of Learning, A- 
mong many other admirable Produ€tions of 
her Wit, fhe was the Author of what the 
Britains call the Martian Law. This alfo 
among other Things King A/fred tranflated, 
and called it in the Saxon’T ongue Pa Marchitie 
Lage. Upon the Death of Guithelin, the Go- 
vernment of the Kingdom remained. in the 
Hands of this Queen and her Son Sifilivs, 
who was then but feven Years old, and 
therefore unfit to take the Government upon 
himfelf alone.

But Morvidus with all the Strength of the 
Kingdom, marched out againft him, and 
fought him. In this Battle, he alone did 
more than the greateft Part of his Army, 
and after the Victory, fuflered not one to 
efcapealive. For he commanded them to 
be brought to him one after another, that 
he might fatisfy his Cruelty in feeing them 
killed : And when he grew fomewhat tired 
with this, he gave Orders that they fhould 
be fiea’d alive and burnt.

‘The per- 
forming of due Worship to the Gods, and 
doing Juftice to the common People, was 
his continual Employment. Through all 
the Cities of Britaiz, he repaired the Tem- 
ples of the Gods, and built many more new 
enes. In_all his Days, the Ifland abounded 
with all manner of Riches, more than all 
its neighbouring Countries. For he gave 
great Encouragement to Husbandmen in 
ther Tillage, by protecting them againft 
any Injury or Oppreffion of their Lords 
and the Soldiers he amply rewarded with 
Money, fo that no. one had occafion:to do 
wrong toanother.

FTER him) Arthgalo his: Brother 
was dignified with the Crown, who 
in‘all his Actions was the very Rewerfeoof 
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bis Brother. ‘The Nobility he every where 
erideavoured to deprefs, and’ advarice’ the 
bafer Sort. of the People. “The Rich he 
phindered, and by that Means heaped to 
hiumielf vaft Treafures. But the Nobility 
difdaining to bear his Tyranny any longer, 
made an Infurrection againft him, and de- 
pofed him; and then advanced Edidare his 
Brother, who was afterwards furnamed the 
Piows,° on account of his Commiferation to 
him in Diltrefs. For after five Years Pof 
feffion of the Kingdom, as he happened to 
be*hunting in the Wood Calaterium, he 
met his Brother that had been depofed. 
For he had travelled over feveral Kingdoms, 
to'defire Affiftance for the recovering of his 
loft* Dominions, but had procured none. 
And being now no longer able to bear the 
Poverty to which he was reduced, he re- 
turned back to Britain, attended only with 
ten Men, with a Defign to repair to thofe 
who had been formeriy his Friends. ‘There- 
fore juft as he was paffing through the 
Wood, his Brother Edidure, who little ex- 
pected it, got a Sight of him, and forgetting 
all Injuries, ran to him, and affectionately 
embraced him. And as he had long’ la- 
mented his Brothers Affliction, he there- 
fore carried him with him to the City /- 
elgd;: where he hid him in his Bed-chamber. 
After this; he there feigned himfelf fick, and 
fent: his: Meffengers over the whole King- 
: , dom, 
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dom, to fignity to all his Prime Nobility 
that they fhould come to vifithim.: Accord- 
ingly when they were all met together at 
the City where he lay, he gave Orders that 
they fhould come into his Chamber one by 
one, foftly, and without Noife : His Pre- 
tence for which was, that their Talk would 
be a Difturbance to his Head, {fhould they 
all crowd in together. So they in Obedi- 
ence to his Commands, and without the 
leaft Sufpicion of any Defign, entred his 
Houfe one after another. But Elidare had 
given a Charge to his Servants, who were 
fet ready for the Purpofe, to take each of 
them as they entred, and Cut of their 
Heads, unlefs they would again fubmit 
themfelves to Arthgallo his Brother. ‘Thus 
did he with every one of them apart, and 
compelled them through Fear, to be recon» 
ciled to Arthgallo,, At laft the Agreement 
being Ratified, Elidure condutted Arthgallo 
to York, where he took the Crown off his 
own Head, and put. it’ on his Brothers.

CHAP. XVIL 


Flidure 2s zmprifoned by Peredure, 
after whofe Death he ‘7s a third 
Time advanced to the Throne, 


FE NHEN was Elidare again advanced 
i" to the Throne, and reftored to his 
former Dignity. But while in his Govern- 
ment he followed the Example of his eldeft 
Brother Gorbonian, in performing all Acts 
of Grace; his two remaining Brothers Vige- 
nius and Peredare,: raifed: an Army, and 
made War againft him, in whiclrthey, pro- 
ved Victorious; fo that they took him Pri- 
foner,; and {hut him up in the Tower at 
Trinovantum, where they placed.a Guard 
over him. Then they divided the King- 
dom betwixt them, the Part that is from 
the River Humber Weftward, falling to Vz- 
gentus’s Share, and the Remainder with all 
Albania to Peredure’s. After feven Years V2- 
genius died, and fothe whole Kingdom came 
to Peredare. Being now honoured with the 
Crown, he henceforward governed the Peo- 
ple with Generofity and Mildnefs, fo that 
he even excelled his other Brothers that pre- 

ceeded 
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ceeded him, nor was any Mention now 
made of Flidure: But irrefiftible Fate took 
him off at lait fuddenly, and fo made Way 
for Elidure’s quick Releafe from Prifon, and 
Advancement to the Throne the ‘third 
Time; who as he had finifhed the Courfe 
of his Life in juft and virtuous AGions; af- 
ter his Death left an Example of Piety tobe 
imitated by all his Succeffors.

enjoy’'d the Crown, and imitated his 
Unkles wife and prudent Government!

him reigned Margan, the Son of Arthgallo, 
who being inftru&ed ‘by the Examples “of 
his immediate Predeceflors, held’ the Gos 
vernmentin Peace. Him fucceeded Ezni- 
aunus his Brother, who took a quite contra- 
ry Courfe in his Reign; in the fixth Year of 
which he was depofed, for having preferred 
a tyrannical, before a juft and legal Admi- 
niftratien. In his Room was placed his 
Kinfman

Kinfman Idwallo, the Son -of Vigenius, who 
being admonifhed by .Exmiauaus’s ill Suc- 
cefs, became a ftrict Obferver of Juftice and 
Equity. Him fucceeded Razno, the Son 
of Peredure, whofe Succeflor was Geruntius, 
the Son of Elidure. After him reigned Ca- 
tellus his Son; after Catelws, Coils: after 
Coillus, Perrex; after Porrex, Cheriz. 'This 
Prince had three Sons, Fulgewins, Eldadus, 
and <Axdragixs, who all reigned one after 
another. “Then fucceeded Uriavas, the Son 
of Azdragius; after whom reigned in Order, 
Eliud, Cledaucus, Cletonus, Gurgintius, Me- 
risnus, Bleduno, Cap, Ocenus, Sifilius, Blega- 
bred. This laft Prince for Songs and Skill 
in all Mufical Inftruments, excelled all the 
Muficians that had been before him, fo as 
he-feemed worthy.of the Title of The God 
of “fefters. After him reigned Arthmail his 
Brother ; after Arthmatl, Eldol ;. whom fuc- 
ceeded in Order. Rediox, Rederchius, Samuil- 
peniffel,, Pir, Capoir, and Cligneillus the Son 
of Capoir, a Man prudent and mild in all his 
Actions, and who above all things made it 
his Bufinefs to. exercife true. Juitice among 
his People.

-EX-T: to him fucceeded Heli his Son, ' 
N and reigned forty Years. He had 
threeSons; Lud, Caffibellau#, and Nenniass 
of whom Lad being the Eldeft, fucceeded 
in the Kingdom after his Fathers Death: 
He became famous for the building of Cities, 
and for rebuilding the Walls of T; rinovantim, 
which he alfo furrounded with innumerable 
‘Towers. » He likewife commanded the Cit 
tizens to'‘build Houfes, and all other kinds 
of Structuresin it, fo that no City in all the 
Foreign Countries toa great Diftance, could 
ihew more-beauriful.Palaces.. He was with: 
ala Warlike Man, and'very magnificent in 
his Featts and. publick Entertainments: And 
though he had many other Cities, yer he 
loved this above thenvall, and refided in it 
the greater Pare of the Year» for which 
Reaton it was afterwards called Kgerlud, 
and by the Corruption of the Word, Caer- 
london; and again by change of Languages 
in Proceds of ‘Time, Loudon ; as alfo by Fo- 
reigners who arrived here, and reduced 
this Country under their Subje@tion, Londres. 
At lafi he dying, his Body was buried te

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the Gate which to this Time is in the Briti/b 
Tongue called after his Name Parthlud, and 
in the Saxon, Ludefgata.

‘aa | the People, he faid; ‘* In Truth We Ro- 
i “© mans and the Britains have the fame Ori- 
* ginal, 
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“-oinal, fince both are defcended from the 
© Trojan Race... Our firft Father after the 
Dettruction of Troy, was Acneass theirs 
Bratas, whole Father was Sylviws, the 
MSonot Afcanius, the Son of meas, But 
“ Tam deceived, ifthey are not very initch 
t¢ degenerated from us, and know nothing 
“of the Art of War, fince they live fepa- 
“ rated by. the Ocean from the whole 
%¢ “World. They may be eafily forced to 
be our Tributaries, and Subjects to the 
“ Roman State. But firltt we muft fend 
“ them Word, before the Romans offer to 
“invade or affault them, that they pay 
“Tribute as other Nations do, and fubrmit 
“‘ themfelves to the Sénate; for fear we 
«s fhould violate the ancient Nobility of our

T the Receipt of this Anfwer, Ca/ar 
makes ready his Fleet, and waits for 
a fair Wind to execute in Earneft what he 
had threatned Caffbellaan with. As foon as ie 
the Wind ftood fair, he hoifed his: Sails, ig 
and arrived with his Army at the Mouth of Wi 
the River Thames. ‘The Ships were now juft mit 
come clofe to Land, when Cafrbellean with a 
all-his Forces appeared on his mareh againit A 
them, and coming to the Town of Dorobel= ! 
lam, he confulted with his No bility how te 
drive out the Enemy. There was prefent 
with him Belizws, General of his Army, by 
whofe Counfel the whole Kingdom: »was 
poverned. There were alfo his two Ne- 
phews, Avdrogeus Duke of Trinoventum; and 
Tenuantinus Duke of Cornwal, together “with 
three inferior Kings, CHRMIbi3 King of Albe- 
ia, Gterthaeth of Vewedotiz, and Britael-of 
Demetia; who, as they had encoutaged the 
Reft tofight the Enemy, gave their Advice 
to march direa tly 6 Cafars sCamp, and drive 
them out of the ‘Country before e they could 
takeany City or Town: For if he fhould 
Sena himfelf of ahy fortified Places, they 
faid it would: bé nares to force him outs 
becaute lié would then know whithet 8 
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make a Retreat with his Men. ‘To this 
Propofal all agreed, and advanced towards 
the Shore where ‘fulius Cafar had pitched 
hisCamp. And now both Armies drew 
out in order of Battle, and began the Fight, 
wherein both Bows and Swords were em- 
ploy’d. Immediately the Wounded fell in 
Heaps on each Side, and the Ground was 
drenched with the Blood of the Slain, as 
much as if it had been wafhed with the 
fudden Return of the Tide. While the Ar- 
mies were thus engaged, it happened that 
Nennius and Androgeus, with the Citizens 
of Canterbury and 1 rinovantum, whom they 
commanded, had the Fortune to meet with 
the very Troop where the General himfelf 
was prefent. And upon an Affault made, 
the Generals Cohort was very near routed 
by the Britains falling upon them in a clofe 
Body. During this Action, Fortune gave 
Nennius an Opportunity of encountrin 

with Ca/ar. Nenunius therefore boldly made 
up to him, and was in great Joy that he 
could but give fo much as one Blow to fo 
greata Man. Onthe other Hand Cezfar be- 


ing aware of his Defign, ftretched out his 
Shield to receive him, and with all his 
Might ftruck him upon the Helmet with 
his drawn Sword; which he lifted up 
again with an Intention to finifh his firlt 
Blow, and make it Mortal; but Nezuius 
carefully preveated him with his Shield, 

into 
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into which Ca/ars Sword gliding with great 
Force from the Helmet, came-to be fo hard 
faftned, that when by the breaking in of 
the Troops, they could no longer continue 
the Encounter, the General was not able to 
draw it out again. Nennius thus becoming 
‘Matter. of Cefars Sword, threw away. his 
own, and puiling the other out, made hafte 
toemploy it-againit the Enemy. Whom- 
foever he ftruck with it, he either cut off 
his Head, or left him wounded without 
Hopesof Recovery. While he was thus ex- 
erting himfelf, he was met by Labsenus a 
Tribune, whom he killed in the very Be- 
ginning of the Encounter. At laft, after 
the greateft Part of the Day was fpent, the 
Britains poured in fo faft, and made fuch 
vigorous Efforts, that by the Blefling of God 
they obtained the Victory, and Ce/ar with 
his broken Forces, retired to his Camp and 
Fleet. .The very fame Night, as foon as he 
had. got his Men together again, he went 
on board his Fleet, rejoycing that he had 
the Sea for his Camp. And upon his Com- 
panions, diffwading him from purfuing the 
War any longer, he acquiefced in their 
Advice, and returned back to Gaul. 
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Nenniusthe Brother of Gaffibellaun, 
being wounded in Battle by Celar, 
des. 


ZO ASSEIBELLAUN in Joy for this 
Triumph, returned folemn Thanks to 
God; and calling the Companions of his 
ViGory together, amply rewarded every 
one of them, according as they had di- 
{tinguifhed themfelves. On the other Hand 
he was very much opprefled with Grief for. 
his Brother, Nesnius, who lay mortally 
un wounded, and at the very Point of Death. 
ai For Cafar had wounded him in the Ea- 
ra counter, and the Blow he had given, proved 
uncurable ; fo that fifteen Days after ‘the 
Battle he died of it, and was buried at T7#- 
wovantum, by the North-Gate.. His Fune- 
ral Exequies were performed with Regal 
Pomp, and Caefar’s’ Sword put into the 
Hu ‘Tomb with him, which he kept Poffeffion 
Cet | of when ftruck into his Shield in the Com- 
at Hit bat. The Name of the Sword was Crocea 
eae HR Mors, Yellow Death, as being mortal to 
every Body that was wounded with it. 
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Celars unglos “10S Return to Gaul. 


F TER. this, Flighs of Caer and his 
Arrival at ‘the Gallican Coaft, the 
Gauls attempted to rebel and throw - off his 
Yoke. For they thought he was fo much 
weakned, that his Perces could be) no lon- 
ger a Perrot tothem. Befides, a general 
Report was fpréad among them, ‘that €4/- 
fiwellann was now out at Sea witha vatt Fleet 
ro purfue him in his Flight : On which Ac- 
count the Gauls growing {till more bold, 
began to think of driving him out of: their 
Coaits. “Falivs apprehending their:Defigns, 
was not willing to engage in a deubeful 
War with a fierce People, but rather chofe 
to go to all their Prime Nobility with open 
Treafures, and réconcide them with’ Pre- 
fents, To tlhe common People he promifes 


Liberty,to the Difpoffeffed the Rettitution of 


their Bftates, and even to the Slaves their 
Freedom. ‘Thus he-that had infulted them 
before with the Fiercenefs of a Lion, and 
plundered them of all, does now with the 
Mildnefs of a Lamb fawn to them with 
fubmiffive abject Speeches, and is glad to 
re{tore all 5 Bae Thefe Meanneffes was 
he forced to condefcend to, till he had sg 
cified them, and was able to regain his loft.

FTER two Years were expired, he 
“| prepares to pafs the Sea again, and 
reyenge himfelf on Cafibellaan, who having 
Intelligence of his Defign, every where for- 
tified his Cities, repaired the ruined Walls, 
placed armed Men at all the Ports, and in 
the River Thames, on which Ca/ar intended 
to fail up to Trinovantum, he caufed Tron 
and Leaden Stakes, each as thick as a 
Mans Thigh, to be fixed under the Sur< 
face of the Water, for Cefar to fplit his | 
Ships upon. Then he aflembled all the 
Forces of the Ifland, and took up his Quar- 
vers with them near the Sea-Coafts, in Ex- 
pectation of the Enemy’s coming; 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. VIE 


Cefar a fecond Time vanquifhed by 
the Britains. 


ULIUS, after he had furnifhed himfelf 

J with all Neceffaries, embarked with a 
vaft Army, eager to revenge himfelf.on a 
People that had defeated him ; in which he 
had undoubtedly fucceeded, if he could 
but have brought his Fleet fafe to Land; 
but this he was not able to do. For in 
failing up the Thames to Trinovantum, the 
Ships happened to ftrike againft the Stakes, 
which fo endangered them all on a fudden, 
that many Thoufands of the Men were 
drowned, while the Ships being bored 
through funk down into the River. Ca/ar 
upon this employ’d all his Force to fhift 
his Sails, and haftened to get back again to 
Land,. And fo thofe that remained, after 
a narrow Efcape go on Shore with him. 
Caffibellaan, who was prefent upon the Bank, 
with Joy obferved the Difafter of the 
drowned, but grieved at the Efcape of the 
Reft: And upon his giving a Signal to 
his Men, makes an Attack upon the Ro- 
mans, Who netwithftanding the Danger 
they had fuffered in the River, when land- 
ed, bravely withftood the Britains ; and ha- 
ying no other Fence to truft to but their 
| own 
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own Courage, they made no fmall Slaugh- 
ter; but yet fuffered a greater themfelves, 
than what they were able to give the Ene- 
my- For their Number was confiderably 
diminiihed by their Lofs in the River: 
Whereas the Britains being hourly increafed 
with new Recruits, were three times. their 
Number, and by that Advantage defeated 
them. Cefar feeing he could no longer 
maintain his Ground, fled with a {mall 
Body of Men to his Ships, and made the 
Sea his fafe Retreat ; and as the Wind then 
{tood fair, he hoifed his Sails and fteered to. 
the Morine Shore. From thence he repaired 
to a certain Tewer, which he had built at 
a Place called Odzea, before this fecond Bx- 
pedition into Britazz.. For he durft not truft 
the Initabiliry of the Gaw/s, who -he feared 
would fall upon him a fecond ‘Time, as we 
have faid already they did before, after his 
firit Flight that he was forced to make be- 
fore the Britains. And on that Account he 
had built this Tower for a Refuge to him- 
felf, that he might be able to maintain 
his Ground againft a rebellious. People, 
i they fhould make Infurre@ion against 
him. 
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CHAP. VII 


Evelinus &zl/s. Hirelglas. Andro. 
geus defires Celars Alfifiance 
agaist Caflibellaun. 


ASSTBELLAWUN being elevated 

4 with Joy for this fecond Vittory, pub- 
lifhed a Decree, to f{ummon ail the Nobility 
of Britain with their Wives to Trixovantum, 
in order to perform folemn Sacrifices to 
their Tutelary Gods, who had given them 
the Victory over fogreat a Commander. 
Accordingly they all readily appeared, and 
prepared Variety of Sacrifices, for which 
there was a great Slaughter of Cattle. Art 
this Solemnity they offered forty thoufand 
Cows, anda hundred thoufand Sheep, and 
alfo Fowls of feveral Kinds, without Num- 
ber, befides thirty thoufand wild Beafts of 
feveral Kinds. As foon as they had per- 
formed thefe folemn Honours to their Gods, 
they feafted themfelves of the Remainder, 
as was ufual at Sacrifices, and {pent the reft 
of the Day and Night in various Plays and 
Sports. Amidft thefe Diverfions, it hap- 
pened that two noble Youths, whereof one 
was Nephew tothe King, the other to 
Duke Avdrogews, wreftled together, and af- 
terwards had a Difpute about the Victory. 


The 
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The Name of the Kings Nephew was Hi- 
velglas, the other’s Evelinus. As they were 
cafting Reproaches at each other, Eveliaus 
{natched up hisSword and cut off the others 
Head. This fudden Difafter put the whole 
Court into a Confternation, upon which 
the King ordered Evelinus to be brought 
before him, that he might be ready to un- 
dergo fuch Sentence as the Nobility fhould 
pafs, and that the Death of Hire/glas might 
be revenged upon him, if he was unjuftly 
killed. Azdrogeus fufpecting the Kings In- 
tentions, made Anfwer, that he had a 
Court of his own, and that whatever fhould 
be alledged againft his own Men, ought to 
be determined there. If therefore he had 
been refolved to demand Juftice of .Eveld- 
nus, he might have had it at Trinovantum, 
according to ancient Cultom. Caffibellanz 
finding he could not attain his Ends, threat+ 
ned Azdrogeus to deftroy his Country with 
Fire and Sword, if he would not comply 
with his Demands. But Azdrogeus now in- 
cenfed, fcorned all Compliance» with him. 
On the other Hand Caffbellaan in a great 
Rage haftened to make good his) 'Threat- 
ning, and ravage his Country. This forced 
Androgeus to make ufe of daily Solicitations 
to the King, by Means of fuch as‘were re- 
lated. to him, or intimate with him; to di- 
vert his Rage. But when he found, thefe 
Methods ineffectual, he began.in Earneft to 
confider 
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confider how to oppofe him. At laft, when 
all other Hopes failed, he refolved to defire 
Affiftance of Cefar, and writ a Letter to 
him to this Effect. 


“¢ Androgeus Duke of Trinovantum, to 
Caius Fulius Cefar, after Wilhes of Death, 
“ now wifhes Health. Irepent that ever 
“ T acted againft you, when you made 
‘s War again{t the King. Had Inever been 
“< guilty of fuch Exploits, you would have 
“6 vanquifhed Cafibelaun, who is fo fwoln 
© with Pride fince his Victory, that he is 
“ endeavouring to drive me out of his 
“* Coafts, who procured him that Tri- 
“ umph. . Isthis a fit Reward for my Ser- 
“vices ? I have fettled him in an Inheri- 
«tance: And he endeavours to difinherit 
46 me..I havea fecond Timereftored him 
“to the Kingdom: And he endeavours to 
“: deftroy me. All this Ihave done for him 
“in fighting again{ft you. Icall the Gods 
“ to witneis I have not deferved his Anger, 
“ unlefs canbe faid to deferve it for refu- 
«fing to deliver my Nephew, whom he 
¢¢ would have condemned to die unjuftly. 
Of which that you in your difcerning 
“Mind may be berter able to judge, take 
« ¢his Account of the Matter. It happened 
“ that for Joy of the Victory, we performed 
 folemn Honours to our Tutelary Gods, 
in which after we had finifhed our Sacri- 
; “6 ficesy 
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fices, our Youth diverted themfelves with 
Sports. Among the reft two of our Ne- 
phews, encouraged by the Example of 
others, entred the Lifts; and when ‘my 
Nephew had got the better, the other 
without any Caufe was incenfed, and 
juft going to ftrike him; but he. avoided 
the Blow, and taking him by the Hand 
that held the Sword, ftrove to wreft it 
from hit, In this Struggle the Kings 
Nephew happened to fall upon the 
Swords Point; and fuddenly dy’d upon 
the Spot. When the King was informed 
of it, he commanded ‘me to deliver upthé 
Youth, that he might be punifhed for 
Murder. I refufed to do it; whereupon 
he invaded’ my Provirices with all ‘his 
Forces, and has given me vety great 
Difturbance. I therefore flying to your 
Clemency, defire your Affiftance, that 
by you I may be reftored to my Dig- 
nity, and ‘by me you may gain the Pof- 
feffion of Britaiz, Let na Doubts. or 
Sufpicion of Treachery in this Matter 
detain you. Be fway’d by the common 
Motive of Mankind; let paft Enmities 
beget a Defire of Friendfhip; and-after 
Flight be more eager for Vittory. 
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Caffibellaun bemmg put to Fight and 
befeced by Cxfar dehres Peace. 


C* § AR having read the Letter, was ad- 

vifed by his Friends not to go into Bré- 
tig upon a bate verbal Invitation of ‘the 
Duke, unlefs he would fend fuch Hoftages 
as might be for his Security. Without de- 
lay therefore Azdrogews fent his Son Sceva 
with thirty young Noblemen nearly related 
to him. Upon delivery of the Hoftages, 
Cefar now frée’d from Sufpicion reaffembles 
his Forces, and with a fair Wind arrived at 
the Port of Ratupi.. In the mean Time Ca/- 
belladn had begun to befiese Trivovantum 
and ravage the Country Towns; but find- 
ing Cafar was artived, he raifed the Siege 
and hafted to meet him. As foon as he 
entred a Valley near Dorobernia, he faw the 
Roman Army prepating their Camp: For 
Androgews had conducted them to this Place, 
for the Convenience of making a fudden Af- 
fault upon the’ City. The Romans feeing 
the Britains advancios towards them, quick- 
ly flew to their Arms, and ranged them- 
felves in fevetal Bodies. The Britains alfo 
put on their Arms, and placed themfelves in 
theirRanks. But Asdrogews with five thou- 
fand Men lay hid in a Wood hard by, to be 
ready 
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ready to affift Ce/ar, and {pring forth ona 
fudden upon Caffibelaun and his Party. Both 
Armies now approached to begin the Fight, 
fome with Bows and Arrows, fome with 
Swords, fo that much Blood was fhed on 
both Sides, and the Wounded fell down like 
Leaves in Autumn. While they were thus 
engaged, Androgeus fally’s forth of the Wood, 
and falls upon the Reer of Cafbelaun’s Army, 
upon which the Hopes of the Battle entire- 
ly depended. And now what with the 
Breach the Romans had made through them 
juft before, what with the furious Irruption 
of their own Countrymen, they were no 
longer able to ftand their Ground, but were 
obliged with their broken Forces to quit 
the Field. Hard by the Place: there ftood 
a rocky Mountain, on the Top of which 
was a thick Hazel Wood. Hither Cafibelaun 
flies with his Men after he had found. him: 
felf worfted ; and having climbed up to.the 
very Top of the Mountain, bravely defend- 
ed himfelf and killed the purfuing Enemy. 
For the Roman Forces with thofe of Andro- 
gews purfued himto difperfe his flying Troops, 
and climbing up the Mountain after them 
made many Affualts, but all to little. Pur- 
pofe ; for the Rockinefs of the Mountain 
and great Height of its Top was a Defence 
to the Britaias , and the Advantage of high- 
er Ground gave them an Opportunity of 
killing great Numbers of the seas Calar 

hereupon 
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hereupon befieged the Mountain that whole 
Night, which had now overtaken them, 
and {hut up all the Avenues to it; intend- 
ing to reduce the ting by Famine, fince hé 
could not do it by Force of Arms: Such 
was the wonderful Valour of the Britifb Na- 
tion in thofe Times, that they were able 
fo put the Conquerer of the World twice 
to Flight. Whom the whole World could 
not withitand, him did they even when de 
feated withftand, being ready to die for 
the Defence of their Country and Liberty: 
Hence Lucan in their Praife fays of Casar, 


Territa qufitis oftexdit terga Britannis, 


With Pride he fought the Britains, but when found; 
Dreaded their Force, and fled the hoftile Ground. 


~ Two Days were now paft, when Caffibel- 
laun having confumed all his Provifion, feared 
Famine would oblige him to furrender him- 
felf Prifoner to Cafar. For this Reafon he 
fent a Meilage to Andyogeis to make his 
Peace ‘with falivs, left the Honour of the 
Nation might fuffer by his being taken Pri- 
foner. He likewife reprefented to him, that 
he did not deferve to be purfued to Death 
for the Dilturbance he had given him. . As 
foon as the Meflengers had told this to Az- 
drogeus, tie made Anfwer; “ That Prince 
® deferves not to be loved, who in War is 
| fro « mild 
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mild as a Lamb, in Peace cruel as a Lion. 
Ye Gods of Heaven and Harth! Do’s my 
Lord. then condefcend to entreat me now, 
whom ‘before he took upon him to com- 
mand ? Do’s he delire to-be reconciled 
and make his fubmiffion to Cefar, of 
whom Cofay himfelf had before defired 
Peace? He ought amie to have confi- 


‘ dered, that he whe owas able to drive fo 


creat a Coinmander ie of the Kingdom, 
was able alfo to bring him back again. 


‘ought not to have been fo unjultly treat= 


ed, who had then done him fo much Ser- 
vice, as well as now fo much Injury. He 
muft be poffeffed with Madnefs, who ei- 


ther injures of reproaches his Fellow Sol- 


diets by whom he. defeats the Enemy. 
The Victory is not the Commanders, but 
theirs who ‘loofe their Blood in fighting 
for him. Notwithftanding I will procure 
his Peace if I can, becatife the Injury he 
has done me is fufficiently revenged upon 
him, fince he fues for Mercy to me. 


CHAP & 


Androgeus's Speech to Cefar. 


Pht ROGEWS after this went ftraighe 


to Cafar, and after a fubmiflive Saluta 


tien addrefied himfelf to bim im this Mans 
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ner: “ You have fufliciently revenged your- 
*¢ felf upon Caffibellaun, and now let Clemens 
“cy take Place. What is there to be done 
‘“ more, than that he make his Submiffion, 
and pay Tribute to the Roman State?” 
To this Cefar returned him no Anfwer: 
Upon which Azdrogens {aid again; “ My 
"6 whole Engagement with you, Cz/ar, was 
“only to reduce Britain urider your Power; 
“ by che Submiffion of Cafibelaun. Behold! 
6 Cafibellaun is now vanquifhed, and Britaiz 
‘by my Affiflatice become fubject to you, 
“What further Service do I owe you? God 
forbid, that I fhould fuffer my Sovereign 
“who fues to me for Peace, and makes 
sme Satisfaction for the Injury he has done 
é¢ me, to be in Prifon or in Chains. It is 
“¢ no eafy Matter to put Cafpbeilaun to Death 
while [have Life; and if you do not com- 
ply with my Demand, I fhall not be a- 
ihamed to give him my Affiftance.” Ca/ar 
terrified at thefe Menaces of Axdrogeis was 
forced to comply, and entred into Peace 
with Cafibellaun, on Condition that he fhould 
paya yearly Tribute oi three thoufand Pounds 
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of Silver. So then Faligs and Caffitellaun from 
chis Time commenced Friends, and made 


{ 


Prefents to each orher. After this, C4/ar win- 
ter’d in Britain, and the Spring following 
pafled over into Gaw/, At length he afleme- 
bled: all. his Forces, and marched. towards 
Rowe againit Pompey. 
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Tenuantius 1 made King of Britain 
after Caffibellaun. 


FTER feven Years had expired, Ca/- 
fibellaun died and was buried at York. 

He was fucceeded .by Texuantivs Duke of 
Corawal, and Brother of Azdrogeus: For 
Androgeus Was gone to Rome with Cefar. 
Tenuantius thereforenow wearing the Crown, 
governed the Kingdom with Diligence. He 
was a warlike Man, and a moft itridt Ob- 
ferver of Juftice. After him Kymbelinus his 
Son was advanced to the Throne, being a 
ereat Soldier, and brought up by Aaguftus 
Cefar. He had contratted {fo great a Friend- 
fhip with the Romans, that he freely pay’d 
them Tribute when he might have very wel} 
refufed it. In his Days was born our Lord 
“felus Christ, by whofe precious Blood Man- 
kind was redeemed from the Devils Capti- 
vity, under which they had been before 
énflaved. 
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Upon Guiderius’s refufing to pay 
Tribute to the Romans, Claudius 
Celar zmvades Britain. 


TMBELINVS when he had govern- 

ed Britain ten Years, begat two Sons, 
the elder named Guideriws, the other Arvi- 
vagus. ‘Lhen having finifhed the Courfe of 
his Life, the Government fell to Gziderius. 
This Prince refufed to pay Tribute to the 
Romans, for which Reafon Claudius who 
was now promoted to be Emperor came 
again{t him. He was attended in this Ex- 
pedition by the Commander of his Army, 
who was called in the Britz{b Tongue Lexis 
Hamo, by whofe Advice the fucceeding War 
was to be carried on. ‘This Man therefore 
arriving at the City of Portce/fre, began to 
block up the Gates witha Wall, and deny’d 
the Citizens all Liberty of pafling out. For 
his Defign was either to reduce them under 
SubjeCtion by Famine, or kill chem without 
Mercy. i

ethinyl US upon the News of Claz- 
ius’s Coming, aflembled all the Soldiety 
of the Kingdom, and went to méet the Ro- 
man Army. nthe Battle that enfued, he 
began the Affault with great Eagernefg, ‘and 
aa more Execution w ith his own Sword 
than the greater Part of his Army. Claddias 
was now | Suft upon retreating to his Ships, 
and the peat Wd near routed, when the 
crafty Hamo thro afide his own Armout 
put on that af thie’ Brireins, and as a Britain 
fought again{t his own Men, ‘Then'hé éx- 
horted the Britains to a vigorous Affault, 
promiling them a 1 fpeedy V ictory. For he 
had learned their Lan iguage and Manners, 
as having been educated among the Britifh 
Hoftages at Rome, By this Means ‘he ap- 
proached by little and little to the King, and 
€eing his Opportunity for Accefs, ftabbed 
him while under no Apprehenfion of Dan- 
ger, and then efcaped through the Enemies 
Ranks to saute to his Men swith the News 
© »f this deteftable Exp! Oit. But Arvis Vagus his 
Brother feeing him killed, forthwith put off 
his own and put on his Brothers Habille- 
| ¢ Sens, 
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ments, and asif he had been Gasderizs him- 
felf, encouraged the Britaims to {tand their 
Ground. Accordingly they Knowing no- 
thing of the Kings Difafter made a vigorous 
Refiftance, fought couragioufly, and “killed 
no fmall Number of the Enemy... At laft 
the Romans give Ground, and dividing them- 
felves into two Bodies bafely quit the Field: 

For Cefar with one Part to fecure himfelt 
retired to hisShips;..but Hamo to the Woods, 
becaufe he had not Time to get to the Ships. 
Arviragus ae Cs, thinking that Claudius 
fled along with him, purfued him with 

{fpeed, nor left of haraffing them from Place 
to Place, till he overtook them, upon a Part 
of the Sea Coaft, which from the Nps ot 
Hamo is now called Southampton, ‘There 
was at the fame Place a convenient Haven 
for Ships, and fome Merchant Ships at An- 
chor. And juft as Hamo was attempting to 
get on boas them, Arviragus came upon 
him unawares,.an td forthwith killed him. 
And. ever, fince that Time the Haven has 
been called Haro’s Port. 
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CHAP. XIV. 


Arviragus King of Britain makes bis 
Submiffion to Claudius, who with 
his Affiftance conquers the Ork- 
ney Iflands. 


“¥ N the mean Time, Claudius with his re- 
| maining Forces affaulted the City a- 
bove-mentioned, which was then called 
Kaerperis, now Portceftre, and prefently le- 
velled the Walls, and having reduced the 
Citizens under Subjeétion, went after Avwi- 
vagus who had entred Winchefler. Afier- 
wards he befieged that City, and employ’d 
variety Of Engines againft it. Arviragus 
feeing himfelf in thefe Straits, ‘called his 
Troops together, and opened the Gates, to 
march out and give him Battle. But jutt as 
he was ready to begin the Attack, Claudius 
who feared the Boldnefs of the King, and 
the Bravery of the Britaizs, fent a Meflage 
to him with a Propofal of Peace ; .as chufing 
to reduce them by Wifdom and Policy, .ra- 
ther than hazard a Battle. To this Purpofehe 
offered a Reconciliation with him, -and pro- 
mifed to give him his Daughter, if he would 
only acknowledge the Kingdom of Britain 
fubject to the Komaxz State. The Nobili- 
ty hereupon perfuaded him to. lay. afide 
| , Thoughts 
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Thoughts of War, and be contented with 
Cladius’s Promife ; reprefenting to him at 
the fame Time, that it was no Difgrace to 
be fubjeG@t to the Remans, who enjoy’d the 
Empire of the whole World. By thefe and 
many other Arguments he was prevailed 
upon to hearken to their Advice, and fo 
made his Submiffion to Cefar. Which done 
Claudius {ent to Rome for his Daughter, and 
then with the Affiftance of Arviragus re- 
duced the Orkwey and the Provincial Iflands 
under his Power. 
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Claudius ges bis Daughter Ge- 
nuila for a Wife to Arviragus, 
and returns to Rome. 


S foon as the Winter was over, thofe 

that were fent for Clawdzus’s Daugh- 

ter returned with her, and prefented her 
to her Hather. ‘The Damfels Name was 
Genuiffa, and fo great was her Beauty, as 
raifed the Admiration of all that :faw her. 
After her Marriage to the King fhe gained 
fo great an Afcendant over his Affections, 
that he ina Manner valued nothing but 
her-alone: Infomuch that he was defirous 
¢o have the Place honoured where the N He 
flais 
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tials were folemni ized, and moved Claudius to 
builda City uponit, fora Monument to Pofte- 
ri rity, 0 (o¢ great and ‘happy a Marriage. Clau- 
dius Stoic ne to it, and commanded a City 
to be built, which after his Name is called 
Kaerglon, that is, Gloucefter to this Day, being 
firtiaved in the Confines of Demetia and Loe- 
gria, upon the Banks of the Severs. -But 
i fome fay that it derived its Name from 
one Gloius a Duke that was born to Claudius 
rie and to whom after the Death of Ar- 

ivagus fell the Dukedom of Demetia. The 
C ity being finifhed, and the I{land now en- 
joying Peace, [ ecsebises returned to Rome, 
leaving to Arviragus the Government of the 
Briti{> Ulands.. At the fame ‘Time the A- 
poltle Peter founded the Church of Aatioch; 
and afterwards coming to Rome was Bifhop 
ade, and, fent Mark the Evangelift: into 
Egypt to preach the Gofpel which ‘he had 
WIit. 
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Hh Arvirasus revolting from the Ro- 
a mans, Velpafian i fent into Bri- 
: tain. 


FIER the Departure of Claudius, 
FX Arviragus began to fhew his Wifdom 
and Courage, to rebuild Cities and Towns, 
and 
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and to exercife fo great Authority over his 
Own People, that he became a Terror * 
Kings of remote Countries. But this fo ele- 
vated dim with Pride that ‘he defpifed the 
Roman Power, difdained any longer SubjeQi- 
On to the Senate, and affumed to himfelf the 
fole Authority in all Matters. Upon this 
News Ve/pafian was fent by Claudius either 
0 procure a Reconciliation Re nth Arviragus, 
or reduce him. under Subjection. to the Re- 
mans. Yherefore as Velpafian was jult ar- 
riving at the Haven of Rutupi, Arviragus 
met him, and hindred him from entring 
the Port. For he had brought fo great an 
Army along with him, as was a Terror to 
the Romans, who for fear of his falling upo 
them durft not come mee e.. Vefpafian a8 
this withdrew from that Port, and fhiiting 
his Sails arrived at the Shore of Totnes. As 
foon as he was landed, he marched direGtly 
to befiege Kacrpenbuelgoit, now Exeter; and 
after feven Days that he had laid before inw as 
overtaken by Arviragus-and his Army, -who 
gave him Battle. ‘That Day great De- 
{truGtion was made in. both ‘Asmies: but 
neither got the Victory. The next Morn- 
ing by the. Mediation of Queen Genuiffa, the 
two Leaders were made Friends, and Bey 
fent their Men over to Ivelamd. ‘As foon a 
Winter was over Me/pafian returned to Romp. 
but Arviragus continued {tillin Britain. Alf- 
terwards W hen he grew old, he began to 
” thew 
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fhew Refpect to the Senate, and to govern 
his Kingdom in Peace and T ranquillity. The 
old Laws of his Anceftors he confirm’d, and 
enacted fome new ones, and made ver 

ample Prefents to all Perfons of Merit. So 
that his Fame fpread over all Exrope, and 
he was both loved and feared by the Romans, 
and became the Subje& of their Difcourfe 
more than any King in his Time. Hence 
Fuvenal relates how a certain blind Man, 
{peaking of a Turbot that was taken, faid, 


Regem aliquem capies aut de temone Britanne 
Decidet Arviragus. 


Arviragus fhall from his Chariot fall, 
Or Thee his Lord fome captive King fhalk call. 


In War none was more fierce than he,-in 
Peace none more mild, none more jocofe, 
or in his Prefents more magnificent. When 
he had finifhed his Courfe of Life, he was 
buried at Gloucefter, in a certain Temple 
which he had built and dedicated to the 
Honour of Claudius. 
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Rodric Leader of the Picts  van- 
quifbed by Marius. 


1S Son Marius fucceeded him in the 

| Kingdom, being a Man of admira- 
ble Prudence and Wifdom. In his Reign a 
certain King of the Pics, named Rodric, came 
from Scythza with a great Fleet, and arrived 
in the North Part ot Brétaiz, which is called 
Albania, and began to ravage that Country. 
Marius therefore raifing an Army went in 
queft of him, and in Battle killed him, and 
gained the Victory ; for a Monument where- 
of he fet up a Stone in the Province, which 
from his Name was afterwards called We/f- 
marland, where there is an Infcription re- 
taining his Memory to this Day. Rodrie 
being killed, he gave the conquered People 
that came with him Liberty to inhabit that 
Part of A/bania which is called Cathnefs, that 
had been a long Time defert and unculti- 
vated. And as they had no Wives, they 
defired the Daughters and Kinfwomen of 
the Britains, ~ But the Britains refufed them 
out of a Difdain to match with fuch a Peo- 
ple. Having fuffered a Repulfe here, they 
failed over into Ireland, and married the 
Women of that Country, and by their Of- 
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{pring encreafed their Number, But let 
thus much tuffice concerning them, fince I 
do not propofe to write the Hifto ry of this 
People, or of the i who derived their 
Original from them and the Iri#fh. Marius 
after he had fettled the Iland in perfe@ 
Pea ce, neat to love the | Roman People, pay- 
ing the I mbute that was demanded of him; 
and in Big a of hig Fathers Example 
practifed Juftice, Law, Peace, and every 
Thing that was honourable in his Kingdom,

Buitifh King that 
embraces the Ghriltian Fazth, to- 
gether with his People. 


OILLWUS had but one Son named La- 

cius, who obtaining the Crown after his 
Fathers Deceafe, imitated all his ACts of 
Goodnefs, and feemed to his People to be 
no other than Cozlus himfelf revived. As 
he had made this good Beginning, he was 
willing to make a better End: For which 
Purpofe he fent Letters to Pope El/eutherius, 
defiring to be inftructed by him in the Chri- 
ftian Religion. For the Miracles- which 
Christs Diiciples performed in feveral Nati- 
ons, wrought a Conviction in his Mind; fo 
that being inflamed with an ardent Love 
of the true Faith, he obtained the Accom- 
plifhment of his pious Requeft. For that 
holy Pope upon recepit of this devout 
Petition, fent to him two moft religious 
Dogtors, Faganus and Davanus, who after 
they had preached concerning the Incar- 
nation of the Word of God, adminiftred 
to him Baptifm, and made him a Profelyte 
to 
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to the Chriftian Faith. Immediately upon 
this, People from, all Countries afflembling 
together, followed the Kings Example, and 
Being wafhed in the fame holy Laver; 
were made Partakers of the Kingdom of 
Heaven. The holy Doétors after they had 
almoit extinguifhed Paganifm over the whole 
Ifland, dedicated the Temples that had been 
founded in Honour of many Gods, to the 
One only God and his Saints, and filled them 
with Congregations of Chrifizaas. ‘There were 
then in Britaiz eight and twenty Flamens, as 
alfo three Archflamens, to whofe Jurif{diCtion 
the other Judges and Enthufiaits were fubject. 
Thefe alfo, according to the Apoftles Com- 
mand, they delivered from Idolatry, and 
where they wereFlamens made them Bifhops, 
where Archflamens Archbifhops... The Seats 
of the Archflamens were at the three nobleft 
Cities, viz. Londoa, Tork, and the City of 
Legions, which its old Walls and, Buildings 
fhew to have been fituated upon the River 
Uske in Glamorganfbire. Under thefe three, 
now purged from Superitition, were made 
fubject twenty eight Bifhops with their Dio- 
ceffes. To the Metropolitan-of York were 
{ubjeG Deira and Albania, winch. the great 
River Humber divides from Loegrta. To the 
Metropolitan of Loudon, were fubject Loegria 
and Corawal. ‘Thefe two Provinces the Se- 
vern divides from Kambria or Wales, whicli 
was fubjeét to the City of Legon.

A T laft when they had made an entiré 
3 Reformation here, the two Prelates 
returned to’Rome, and defired the Pope td 
confirm what they had done: As foon as 
they had obtained a Confirmation; they re: 
turned again to Britain, accompanied with 
many others, by whofe Do@trine the Britifh 
Nation was in a fhort Time ftrengthened in 
the Faith. Their Names and Adts are re- 
corded in a Book which Gilda wrote con- 
cerning the Victory of Aurelius Ambrofius :

N the mean Time, the glorious 
King Lacias highly. reyoyced, at 
sg2|| the great Progrefs the true Faith 
el and Worlhip had. made in, his 
eee id Kingdom, and granted that the Poffeflions 
1a and Territories formerly belonging to the 
Hi Temples of the Gods, thould now be con- 
verted to a better Ufe, and appropriated to 
C hrift iB 
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Chriftian Churches. And becaufe a greater 
Honour was due to them than to the Others, 
he made large Additions of Lands and Man- 
fion Houfes, and all manner of Privileges to 
them. Amidit thefe and other Acts of his 
great Piety, he ers this Life in the 
City of Gloucefter, and was honourably bu- 
ried in the Cathedral Churcly in the hund- 
red and fitty fixth Year alter our Lords In- 
carnation. He had no lifue to fucceed him, 
fo that afrer his Deceafe there rofe a Diffen- 
fion among the Britains, and the Roman 
Power was weakened.

Severus a Senator [ubdues Part of 
Britain: His War wet Fulgentus. 


HEN this News was Brought to 

Rome, the Senate difpatched away 
Severus a Senator, and two Legions along 
with him, to reduce the Country under the 
Romaz SubjeGion. As foon as he was ar 
rived he came to 4 Battle with the Britains, 
Part of whom he obliged to fubmit to him, 
and the other Part hii ch he could -not fub- 
due he endeavoured to diflrefs in feveral 
cruel Engagements, and forced them to fly 
beyond Desrainto Albania, Norwithitanding 
1 2 they 
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they under the Conduct of Falgenius oppofed 
him with all their Might, and often made 
great Slaughter both of their own Country- 
men and of the Romans. For Fulgenius 
brought into his Affiftance all the People of 
the I{lands that he could find, and fo fre- 
quently returned with ViGtory. ‘The Em- 
peror not being able to bear the Irruptions 
he made, commandeda Wall to be built be- 
tween Deira and Albania, to hinder his Ex- 
curfions upon them: Which they accord- 
ingly made upon the common Charge from 
Sea to Sea, and which did for a long Time 
hinder the Approach of the Enemy. But 
Fulgenivs, when he was tinable to make any 
longer Refiftance, made a Voyage into Scy- 
thia, to defire the Affiftance of the Piéfs to- 
wards his Reftoration. And when he had 
got together all the Forces of that Country, 
he. returned with a very great Fleet into 
Britain, and befieged York. Upon the fpread- 
ing of this News through the Countries, the 
greatelt Part of the Brsains deferted Severus, 
and went over to Fulgenius. However this 
did not make Severws defift fram his Enter- 
prize; But calling together the Romans, and 
the reft of the Britains that adhered to him, 
he marched to the Siege, and fought with 
Fulgenius, Dutthe Engagement proving very 
fharp, he was killed with many of his Follow- 
ers: Falgenias alfo was mortally wounded. 
Aiterwards Severus was buried at York, which 
City 
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City was taken by his Legions. He left 
two Sons, Bafianus and Geta, whereof Geta 
had a Roman tor his Mother, but Baffanus a 
Britain. ‘Therefore upon the Death of their 
Father the Romans made Geta King, favour- 
ing him on Account of his being a Roman 
by both his Parents: But the Britains re- 
jected him, and advanced Baffianus, as be- 
ing their Countryman by his Mothers Side. 
This proved the Occafion of a Fight between 
the two Brothers, in which Geta was killed ; 
and fo Bafianas obtained the Kingdom. ° 


CHAP. IU 
Caraufius advanced ta be King of 
Britain. | 


T that Time there was in Bretaiz one 
Caraufius a young Man of very mean 
Birth, who having given a Proof of his 
Bravery in many Engagements, went to 
Rome, and follicited the Senate for Leave to 
defend with a Fleet the maritim Coalts of 
Britaiz, from the Incurfions of Barbarians ; 
which if they would grant him, he promifed 
to do more and greater Things for the Ho; 
noua_and Service of the Commonwealth, 
than if the Kingdom of Britain were deli- 
vered up tothem. The Senate deluded: by 
I 3 his 
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his {pecious Promifes granted ‘him ‘his Re- 
queft, and fo with his Commiffion fealed, 
he 'returnéd to Britaixz. Then by wicked 
Practifes getting a Fleet together, he lifted 
into his Service a Body of the braveft Youth, 
and ‘put out to Sea, and failed round all the 
Shores of the Kingdom, caufing very great 
Difturbance among the People. In the mean 
Time he invaded the adjacent lands, where 
he deftroy’d all before him, Countries, Ci- 
ties, and Towns, and plundered the Inha- 
bitants of all they had. By this Condu@ 
he encouraged to flock to him al! manner of 
diflolute Fellows with Hopes of Plunder, 
and ina very jhort Time was attended with 
an Army that no neighbouring Prince was 
able ta oppofe. This made him begin to fwell 
with Pride, and to propofe to the britains, 
that they fhould make him their King; up- 
on which Confideration he promifed to kill 
and baniih the Romans, and free the whole 
land from the Invafions of barbarous Na- 
tions. Accordingly obtaining his Requeft, 
he prefently fel upon Bafianus and killed 
him, and then took upon him ‘the Govern- 
ment of the Kingdom, For ‘Baffanus ‘was 
betray’d by the Pitts, whom Falgenizs his 

Mothers Brother had brought with him in- 

to Britain, and who being corrupted by the 

Promifes and Prefents of Caraufius, inftead 

of affifting Bafianus, deferted him in the very 

Battle, ‘and fell upon his Men; fo that the 
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re{t were put into a'Confternation, and not 
knowing their. Friends from their Foes, 
quickly gave Ground, and left the Victory 
to Caraufius, Then he, to reward the Piéts 
for this Succefs, gave them a Place of Habi- 
tation im Albania, where they continued af- 
terwardsmixt with the Brétazus. 
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Allectus £7l/s Caraufius, but 7s af- 
terwards himfelf flain i 17 Flight 
by Aliclepiodotus’ 


HEWN the News. of thefe Proceed- 

ings of Caraufius arrived at Rome, 
the Senate deputed Aleéivs with three Le- 
sions, with a Commiffion to kill the Ty- 
rant, and reftore the Kingdom of Britatz to 
the Roman Power. ‘No fooner was he arri- 
ved, than he fought with Caraufrus, killed 
him, and took upon himfelf the yangpitie 
ment. After which he miferably oppreffed 
the Britains, for having deferted the’Com-~ 
monwealth, and adhered to C araufias, But 
the Britains not enduring this, advanced 
Afclepiodotus, Duke of Cormwal, to be their 
King, and then unanimoufly enaedhed as 
gaint Allecfus, and challenged him to a 
Battle. He was then at London, celebrating a 
et Feaft 
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Feaft to, his Tutelary Gods; but being in- 
formed of the corning of Afclepiodotus, he 
quitted the Sacrifice, and went out with all 
his Forces to meet him, and engaged with 
him in a moft tharp Fight. But Afelepiodo- 
ius had the Advantage, and difperfed-and 
put to Flight Alectus’s Troops, and in the 
Purfuit killed many thoufands, as alfo King 
Ailetius himfelf. After this Victory gained 
by him, Livias Gallus, the Collegue of 
Adectus, affembled together the reft of the 
Romans, and fhut up the Gates of the City, 
in the ‘Towers and other Fortifications of 
Which, he placed his Men, thinking by this 
Means either to make a Stand again{t A/- 
clepiodotus, or at leaft to avoid imminent 
Death, But Afélepiodotus fecing what was 
done, quickly laid Siege to the City, and 
fent Word to all the Dukes of Britain, how 
he had killed Alectus with a great Number 
of his Men, and was befieging Gallus and 
the reft of the Romazs in Londow; and there- 
fore earneftly intreated them to haften to 
his Affiftance, reprefenting to them withal, 
how eafy it was to extirpate the whole 
Race of the Romans out of Britain, provided 
they would all join their Forces againit the 
befieged, At this Summons came the Des 
mettans, Wenedotians, Deirans , Albanians, 
and all others of the Briti/h Race. As foon 
as they appeared before the Duke, he com- 
manded vaft Numbers of Engines to be 
WR eis iy ee ard Alte Dh made, 
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made, to beat down the Walls of the City. 
Accordingly every one readily executed his 
Orders with great Bravery, and made a 
brisk Affault upon the City, the Walls of 
which were in a very thorr Time battered 
down, and a Paflage made into it. After 
thefe: Preparations, they began a bloody 
Affault upon the Romans, who feeing their 
Fellow Soldiers falling before them without 
Intermiffion, perfuaded Gallus to offer a 
Surrender on the bare Terms ot only having 
Quarter granted them, and Leave to depart: 
For they were now all killed excepting one 
Legion, which {till held out. Gallas con- 
fented to the Propofal, and accordingly fur- 
rendred himfelf and his Men to A4/clepivdo- 
tus, who was difpofed to give them Quar- 
ter ; but he was prevented by a Body of 
Vened ottans, who rufhed in upon them, and 
the fame Day cut off all their Heads upona 
Brook within the City, which from the 
Name of the Commander was afterwards 
called in the Britifb Tongue Naurgallim, and 
in the Saxon Gallemborue. 
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Aiclepiodotus takes the © Crown. 
Dioclefians Maffacre of the Chri. 
ftians 27 Britain. 


HE Romans being thus defeated, A/- 

clepiodotus with the 'Confent of the 
People, placed the Crown upon his ‘own 
Head, and then governed the ‘Country in 
Juftice and Peace ten Years, and curbed 
the Infolence and 'Outrages committed by 
Plunderers and Robbers. In his Days ‘be- 
gan the Perfecution of the Emperor Dioc/e- 
fran, by which Chriftianity was almoft abo- 
lifhed over the whole Uland, which from 
the Time of King Lucius had continued 
fixed and undifturbed. This was very 
much owing to Maximianus Herculius, Ge- 
neral of that Tyrant’s Army, by whofe 
Command all the Churches*were pulled 
down, and all Copies of the Holy Scrip- 
tures. that could be found, were burnt in 
the publick Markets. The Priefts alfo, 
with the Believers under their Care, wene 
put to Death, and with Emulation preffed 
in Crowds together for a fpeedy Paflage to 
the Joys of Heaven, as their proper Dwel- 
ling Place. God therefore magnified his 
Goodnefs to us, forafmuchas he did in that 
Time of Perfecution, of “his meer Grace 
light up the bright Lamps of the Holy 
Martyrs, 
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Martyrs, to prevent the {preading of grofs 
Darknefs over the People of Brifazz ; whofe 
Sepulchres and Places of Suffering might 
have been a Means of inflaming our Minds 
with the greateft Fervency of Divine Leve, 
had not the deplorable Impiety of Barbarz- 
ans deprived us of them. Among others 
of both Sexes that continued firm in the 
Army of Chriit, there fuffered Albaz of Ve- 
rulam, asalfo fuliusand Aaroz, bothof the 
City of Legions. Of thefe Al/baz, out of the 
Fervour of his Charity, when his Confeffor 
Amphibalus was purtued by the Perfecutors, 
and juft ready to be apprehended, firft hid 
him-in his Houfe, and then offered himfelf 
todie for him ; imitating in this Chrift him- 
felf, who laid down his Life for his Sheep. 
The other two, after being tore Limb from 
Limb, .in a Manner unheard of, took a 
fpeedy Flight up to the Gates of ‘the Hea- 
venly ferufalem with a Crown of Martyr- 
dom. 


CHAP. VI 
An Infurreéction agamft A{clepiodo- 
tus by Coel, whofe Daughter 
Helena Conftantius marries. 
N the mean Time Coe Duke of ‘Kzercol- 
vin or Colchefter, made an ‘Infurrection 


again{t King 4/clepiodotus, and ina pitched 
; | Battle 
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Battle killed him, and took Poffeffion of his 
Crown. ‘The Senate hearing this, rejoyced 
at the Kings Death, who had given fuch 
Difturbance to the Roman Power : And res 
fleCting withal upon the Damage they had 
fuftained by the Lofs of this Kingdom, they 
fent away Conftantius the Senator, who had 
reduced Spaiz under their SubjeCtion, be- 
ing a Man of Prudence and Courage, and 
one who was above all the reft induftrious 
to promote the Good of the Common- 
Wealth. Coe/ having Information of his 
coming, was afraid to engage with him in 
Battle, on Account of a Report, that no 
King was able to ftand before him. ‘There- 
fore as foon as Conftantius was arrived at 
the Ifland, Coe/ fent Ambaffadors to-him 
with Offers of Peace and Promife of Sub- 
jection, provided he might enjoy the King- 
dom of Britain, and pay no more than the. 
ufual Tribute to the Roman State. Con/ftan. 
tius confented to the Propofal, and fo upon. 
giving of Hoftages the Peace was confirmed 
between them. The Month after Coel was 
feized with a very great Sicknefs, of which 
he died within eight Days. After his De- 
ceafe, Conftantius himfelf was Crowned, 
and married the Daughter of Coe, whofe 
Name was Helena. She furpaffed all the 
Ladies of the Country in Beauty, as fhe 
did all others of her Time in her Skill in 
Mufick and the liberal Arts. Her saa 
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had no other Iffue to fucceed him on the 
Throne, for which Reafon he was very 
careful about her Edtication, the better to 
qualify her to govern the Kingdom. Coz- 

antius therefore having made her Partner 
of his Bed, had a Son by her called Con/taz- 
tine. After eleveg Years were expired, he 
died at York, and beftow’d the Kingdom 
upon his Son, who within a few Years after 
he was raifed to this Dignity, began to give 
Proofs of an Heroick Virtue, undaunted 
Courage, and firict Obfervation of Juftice 
among his People. He put a Stop to the 
Depredations of Robbers, fupprefled the 
Infolence of Tyrants, and endeavoured eve- 
ry where to reftore Peace. 


CHAP. VIL 


The Romans defire Conftantines 
Affifiance agaimft the Cruelty of 
Maxentius. 


T that Time there was a certain Ty- 

rant at Rome, named Maxentius, who 

made it his Endeavour to confifcate the 
Eitates of ali the beft of the Nobility, and 
opprefied the Commonwealth with his grie- 
vous Tyranny. He therefore proceeding 
in his Cruelty, thofe that were say a 
fied 
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fled to Coxflantine in Britain, and were ho- 
nourably entertained by him. Atlaft-when 
a great many fuch had referted to him, 
they endeavoured to raifé in him an Ab- 
horrence of the Tyrant, and frequently ex- 
poftulated with him after this manner. 
“ How long, Conftanting, will you fuffer 
“our Diftrefs and Banifhment ? Why do 
** vou delay to reftore us to our Native 
Country ? You are the only Perfon of 
“* our Nation, that can reftore to us what 
“* we have loft by driving out Maxentius. 
“* For what Prince is to be compared with 
“ the Kingof Britain, either for brave and 
“gallant Soldiers, or for large Treafures? 
“ We intreat you reftore us toour Eftates, 
“« Wives and Children, by conduéting us 
“ with an Army to Rome. 


CHAP. VII. 


44 
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Conftantine having reduced Rome, 
obtains the Empire of the World. 
Octavius Duke of the Wiffeans, 
2s put to Flight by Trahern. 


ONSTANTINE moved with thefe 
and the like Speeches, made an Expes 
dition to Rome, and reduced it under his 
Power, and afterwards obtained the Em- 
pire 
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pire or the whole, World... In this Expedi- 
tion he carried along with him three Unkles 
of Helena, viz. Leolin, Trahern and Marius, 
and advanced them to the Degree of Sena- 
tors. Inthe mean Time Odavias, Duke of 
the Wiffeans, rebelled againft the Roman 
Proconiuls, to whom. the Government of 
the Iland had. been committed, and having 
killed them, took Poifeffion of the Throne. 
Conftantine upon. Information hereof, fent 
Trahera, the Unkle. of Heleva, with, three 
Legions to reduce, the Iiland.. Zrahern ar- 
rived at Shore hard, by the City, which in 
the Brzti LVougue is called Kaerperts, which 
he affaulced, and. in two Days Time took 
it, This News fpreading over the whole 
Country, King Ogavias. affembled all the 
Forces of the Landy, and went to meet him 
not far from Wachefler, ina Field called in 
the Britib Tongue Maifuriam, where he 
engaged with shim in Battle, and routed 
him, Jraherw upon this Lofs, betook him- 
felf with his broken Forces to his Ships, and 
in them made a Voyage to Albaxia, in the 
Provinces of which he made great Deftructi- 
on, When Octavius again had Intelligence 
ofit, he followed him with his Forces, and 
encountred him in Weffmarland, but fled 
without the Victory.. On the other Hand 
Trabern when he found, the Day was his 
own, purfued Uctaviws, nor ever fuflered 
him to. be at reft till he had difpoffeffed ia 
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both of his Citiesand Crown. Odavius in 
great Grief for the Lofs of his Kingdom, 
wentina Fleet to Norway, to obtain Afhift- 
ance from King Gombert. In the mean 
Time lie had given Orders to his rhoft inti- 
mate Adherents, to watch carefully all Op- 
portunities of killing Trahern ; which ac- 
cordingly did not long fail of being executed) 
by the Magiftrate of a certain privileged 
Town, wlio had a more than ordinary Love 
for him. For as Trabern was one Day up- 
on a Journey from London, he lay hid with 
a hundred Men in the Vale of a Wood; 
through which he was to pafs; and there 
fell upon him unawares, and killed him in 
the midft of his Men. This News being 
brought to Oéaviws, he returned back to 
Britain, where hedifperfed the Romans, and 
recovered the Throne. In a fhort Time 
after this; he arrived to fuch Greatnefs and 
Wealth, that he feared no Body; and pof- 
fefled the Kingdom till the Time of Gratiaz 
and Valentinian. 


CHAP. IX. 
Maximian zs defired for a King of 
Britain. 


4 T laftin his Old Age, being willing to 
fettle the Government, he asked his 
Council; whom of his Family they defired 
tO 
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to have for. their King after his Deceafe. 
For he had no Son, and but one Daughter, 
to whom he mightleave the Crown. Some 
therefore advifed him to beftow his Daugh- 
ter with the Kingdom upon fome noble 
Roman, to the End they might enjoy a firmer 
Peace. Others were of Opinion, that Cozaz 
Meriadoc his Nephew ought to be preferred 
tothe Throne, and the Daughter married 
to fome Prince of another Kingdom with a 
Dowry in Money. While thefe Things 
were in Agitation amongthem, there came 
Caradoc Duke of Cormwal, and gave his Ad- 
vice to invite over Maximian the Senator, 
and tobeftow the Lady with the Kingdom 
upon him, which would be a Means of fe- 
curing to them a lafting Peace. For his 
Pather:, Leoliz, the Unkle of Coxzflantine, 
whom we mentioned before, was a Britaiz, 
but by his Mother and Place of Birth he 
was a Roman, and by both Parents was de- 
{cended of Royal Blood. And there was a 
fure Profpect ofa firm and fecure Peace 
under him, upon Account of the Right he 
had to Britain by his Defcent from the Emv- 
perors, and alfo from the Britifb Blood. 
But the Duke of Cornwal by delivering this 
Advice, brought upon himfelfthe Difplea- 
{ure of Conan, the Kings Nephew, who 
was very ambitious of fucceeding to the 
Kingdom, and put the whole Court into a 
Diforder upon it. However Caradoc being 

| K unwilling 
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unwilling to recede from ‘his Propofal, fent 
his Son Mauricius to Rome to acquaint Max- 
imian with what had pafled. Maaricius 
xvas a Perfon of largeand well-proportioned 
Stature, as well as great Courage and Bold- 
nefs, and could not bear to have his Judg- 
ment contradiéted without a Recourfe: to 
Arms and Duelling. As foon as he pre- 
fented himfelf before Maximian, he met 
with a Reception from him fuitable to his 
Quality, and had the greateft Honours paid 
him of any that were about him. There 
happened to be then a very great Conteft 
betweeen Maximian and the two Emperors, 
Gratian and his Brother Valentin#an, on AC- 
count of his bein@ refufed the third Part 
of the Empire, which he demanded. When 
therefore Maurisivs faw Maximian ill treated 
by the Emperors, he took Occafion from 
thence to addrefs himfelf to him in this 
manner. “ What need you, Maximian, 
“ ftand in fear of Gratian, when you have 
“ fo fair an Opportunity of wrefting the 
“Empire from him? Go along with me 
“¢ into Britain, and you {hall take Poffefli- 


© on of that Crown. For King Odtausws 


«© being now grown old and infirm, defires 
“nothing more than to find: fome. fuch 
“ proper Perfon, to beftow his’ Kingdom 
«¢ and Daughter upon. He has no Male 
«© Tffue, and therefore has asked the Advice 
« of his Nobility, to whom he fhould marry 
his 
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“ his Daughter with the Kingdom; and 
“ they to his Satisfaction.have. pafled a De« 
“cree, that the Kingdom and Lady be gi- 
“- ven to you, and have fent me toacquaint 
“ you'with it. So thatif you go with me, 
‘© and accomplifh this Affair, you may with 
‘© the Treafure and Forces of Britain be able 
“to return back to Rome, drive out the 
“‘, Emperors, and gain the Empire to your- 
“< felf. For in this manner did your Kinf- 
man Conftantius, and feveral others of our 
‘Kings who raifed themfelves to the Em; 
pire.

CHAP -x. 


Maximian comeg ito Britain , 
artfully dechnes fighting with 
Conan. 


AXIMIAN was pleafed with the 

Offer; and took his Journey to Britain ; 
but in his Way fubdued the Cities of the 
Franks, by which he amaffed to himfelf a 
great Treafure of Gold and Silver, and 
raifed ‘Men for his Service in all Parts. Af- 
terwards he fet fail with a fair Wind, and 
arrived'at Hamo’s Port ; the News whereof 
extreamly furprized the King with Fear 
and Aftonifhment, who took this to be a 
2 K 2 hoftile 
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holtile Invafion. Whereupon hé called ‘to 
him: his Nephew Covzaz, and commanded: 
him to ratfe all the Forces of the Kingdom, 
and..go meet the Enemy. Cozaa having 
made:the neceflary Preparations, marched 
accordingly to Hlamo’s Port, where Maximi- 
ag had pitched his ‘Tents; who upon feeing 
the Approach of fo numerous an Army, 
was under the greateft Perplexities what 
Courfe to take. For as he was attended 
with a {maller Body of Men, and had no 
Hopes.ot being entertained peaceably, he 
dreaded both the Number and Courage of 
the Enemy. Under thefe Difficulties he 
caliéd a Council of the ancienteft Men, to- 
gether with Mawricius, to ask their Advice 
what was to bé doneat this critical Jun@ure. 
“* Jt-is not for us, faid Mauricius, to hazard 
“a. Battle with ficha numerous and ‘puif-- 
«fant Army: Neither was the Redu@tion 
“of Britain in a hoftile Manner the End 
“ ofourcoming. Our Bufinefs muft be to 
“‘. defire Peace and a hofpitable Treatment, 
“ tll we can learn the Kings Mind. Let 
“cus fay that weare fent by the Emperors 
“‘upoa an Embafly to Odtavias, and let us 
“* with artful Speeches pacify the People. ” 
When allhad ihewnthemfelves pleafed with 
this Advice, he took with him twelve aged 
Men with gray Hairs, eminent ‘beyond the 
relt for their Quality and Wifdom, and 
bearing Olive- Branches in their right Hands, | 
and 
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and went to meet Covaz. ‘Lhe Brititins fee- 
ing they were Men of a venerable Age, and 
thac they bore Olive-Branches. asa “Token 
of Peace, rofe up before them in.a refpect- 
ful: Manner, and opened a Way for, their 
4ree. Accefs; to their, Commander, ; ‘Then 
they prefenting themfelves before Conaz 
‘Meriadoc, faluted himin: the Name:of the 
Emperors and: the Senate, and told, :him, 
that Maximian was fent to Ocfavius upon an 
Embaffy from Gratian and Valentinian. 
Conan made; An{wer 3» “* Why is he then 
“ attended with fo reat a Multitude? 
“© This does not look like the Appearance 
“of Ambaffadors, but’ the Invafton ‘of 
“ Enemies.” 'Towhich Mauricius reply’d ; 
€ It did not become fo great a Man to ap- 
*< pear abroad in a mean Figure, or with- 
“* out Soldiers for his Guard; e {pecially con- 
6 fidering, that by Reafon of the Koway 
“* Power, and the Actions of his Anceftors, 
he is become obnoxious to many Kings. 
* Ifhe had had buta {mall Retinue, he might 
ms perhaps have been killed by t the Enemies 
of the Commonwealth. He 1s come in 
“ Peace, and it isPeace hedefires. For from 
** the Time, of our Arrival, our Behaviour 
‘* has been fuch as to give no Offence to any 
“ Body. Wehave bought Neceffaries at our 
*¢ own Expences, as peaceable Peopledo,and 
<< have taken nothing fromany by Violence.” 
While Cowan was in fufpence, whether ta give 
mn 4 them 
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them Peace, or begin the Battle, Caradoc 
Duke of Cornwal, with others of the Nobi- 
lity came tohim, and diffwaded him from 
proceeding in the War after this Reprefen- 
tation: Whereupon, though much againft 
his Will, he laid downhis Arms, and grant. 
ed them Peace. Then he conducted Maxi- 
mian to London, where he gave .the King 
an Account of the whole Proceeding, '

The Kingdom of Britain is beflowed 
om Maximian. 


C4 R ADOC after this, taking along with 
him his Son Mauricius, commanded 
every Body to withdraw from the Kings 
Prefence, and then addreffed himfelf to him 
in thefe Words. “ Behold, that which 
* your more faithful and loyal Subjects 
** have long wifhed for, is now by the good 
“ Providence of God brought about. You 
commanded your Nobility to give their 
Advice, how to difpofe of your Daughter 
and Kingdom, as being willing to hold 
the Government no longer on Account of 
“ your great Age. Some theretore were 
' for having the Kingdom delivered up to 
Conan your Nephew,and a {uitable Match 
ea « procured 
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procured for your Daughter elfewhere ; 
as fearing the Ruin of our People, if aay 
Prince that is a Stranger to our Language 
{hould be fet over us. Others were for 
granting the Kingdom to your Daughter, 
and fome Nobleman of our own Coun- 
try, who fhould: fucceed you after your 
Death. But the major Part recommended 
foe Perfon defcended of the Family of 
the Emperors, on whom you fhould be- 
ftow your Daughter and Crown. For 
they promifed themfelves a firm and laft- 
ing Peace, as the Confequence of fuch a 
Marriage, fince they would be under the 


‘ Protection of the Romaz State. Seethen' 


God has vouchfafed to bring to you a 

oung Man, who is both a Roman, and 
alfo.of the Royal Family of Britaiz ; and 
to whom, if you follow my Advice, you 
will not delay to marry your Daughter, 
And indeed fhould you refufe him, what 
Right could you plead to the Crown of 
Britain againft him. For he is the Coufin 
of Conftantine, and the Nephew of King 
Coel, whofe Daughter Heleza -poffeifed 
the Crown by an undeniable Hereditary 
Right.” When Caradoc had reprefented 


thefe Things to him, Ocfavius acquiefced, 
and with the general Confent of his People 
forthwith beftowed the Kingdom and his 
Daughter upon him. Conan Mertadoc find- 
ing how Things went, was beyond Expret- 
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nsinopepeniner th saa ata as 
fion incenfed, and retiring into, Albania, 
ufed all his Intereft to raife an Army, that. 
he, might give Difturbance to Maximian, 
And when he had got a great Body of Men, 
together, he pafled the Humber, and wafted 
the Provinces on each Side of it. At the 
News whereof, Maximian haftened. to. af- 
femble his Forces againft him, and then 
gave him Battle, and returned with Viéto- 
ty. But this proved no decifive Blow to 
Conan, who with his reaflembled Troops 
ffill, continued to ravage the Provinces, and 
provoked Maximian to return again and re- 
new the War, in which he had various Suc- 
cefs, being fometimes Victorious, fome- 
times vanquifhed. At laft, after great Da- 
mages done on both Sides, they -were 
brought by the Mediation of Friends toa 
Reconciliation,

en. Upon this Occafion he called to him 
nan afide from the Army, and fmiling 
d; ‘ See, we have already conquered 
one of the beft Kingdoms in Gaul :,We 
may now have Hopes ‘of gaining all the 
reft. Let us make hafte to take the 
Cities and Towns, before the Rumour 
of their Danger fpread' to the remoter 
Parts of Gaal, and raife all the People 
upin Arms. For if we can but get Pof- 
feffion.of this Kingdom, I make no 
Doubt of reducing all Gaul under our 
Power, Be not therefore concerned that 
you have yielded up the Iland of Britaiz 
to me, notwithftanding the Hopes you 
once had of fucceeding to it ; becaufe 
whatever you have loft in ir, 1 will re- 
“ {tore 
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“ ftore to yowin, this.Country, For, my 
“ Defign is to advance you upon the Throne

CHAP. XL: 


Redonum taken by Maximian, 


fX.FTER this they, marched. with their 
Forces to Redezum, and took it the 

fame Day. For the Citizens hearing of the 
Bravery. of the Britains, and what Slaughter 
they had made, fled away with halite, leave 
ing their Wives and Children behind them. 
And the reft of the Cities and Towns. foon 
followed their Example; fo that there was 
an. eafy Accefs to them, for the Britains, who 
wherever they entred killed all.they found 
lefe of the Male Sex, and {pared only the 
| | Women, 
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Women. At laft when they had wholly 
extirpated the Inhabitants of all thofe Pro- 
vinces, they garrifon’d the Cities and Towns 
with Britifh Soldiers, and made Fortificati- 
ons in feyeral Places. The Fame of Maxi- 
anus Exploits {preading over the reft of the 
Provinces of Gav/, all their Dukes and Princes 
were under a dreadful Confternation, and 
had no other Hopes left but in their Prayers 
to their Gods. They fled every where from 
the Country Villages into the Cities and 
Towns, and other Places of Strength and 
Safety. Maximian finding he had {truck a 
Terror into them, began to think ftill of 
bolder Attempts, and by profufely diftn- 
buting of Prefents augmented his Army. 
For all manner of Perfons that he knew 
greedy of Plunder, he lifted into his Service, 
and by plentifully beftowing his Money and 
other valuable Things among them, kept 
them firm to his Intereft. 


CHAP. XIV. 


Maximian.after the Couquest of Gaul 
and Germany, makes Triers the 


Seat of bu Empire. 
B. this Means he raifed fuch a nume- 


rous Army, as he thought would be 
niicient for the Conqueft of ali Gaw/. Not- 
< with{tanding 


¥ 
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withftanding he fufpended. the-Exercife of 
his Arms for a little Time, till ‘he had fet» 
tled the Kingdom he had taken, and peopled 
it with Britaizs. To this End he publifh- 
ed a Decree, for the affembling together of 
a hundred thoufand of the» common People 
of Britain, who were to come over to him; 
befides thirty thoufand Soldiers, to defend 
them in the Country from all: hoftile Invafi- 
ons. As foon as the People were ‘arrived 
according to his Orders, he diftributed them 
through all the Countries of the Kingdom of 
Armorica, and made another Brita of ie, 
and then beftow’d it on Conan Meriadoc. 
But he himfelf, with the reft'of his Fellow 
Soldiers, marched into the farther Part of 
Gaul, which after many bloody Battles he fub- 
dued, as he did alfo all Germany, being every 
where victorious. But the Seat of his Em- 
pire he made at Triers, and felt fo furioufly 
upon the two Emperors: Gratian and Vas 
lentinian, that he killed the one, and forced 
the other to flyfrom Rome = 


CoH ALB. XV. 


A Fight between the Aquitans and 
Conan. 


Nthe mean Timethe Gazls and Aguitaas 
A gave Difturbance to Cowan, and the Ar- 
morican Britains, and infefted them withthe 
frequent 
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fréquent Incurfions ; but he as often defeat- 
ed them, and bravely defended the Country 
committed to them. After he had entirely 
vanquiihed them, he had a Mind to beftow, 
Wives on his Fellow Soldiers, by whom 
they might have Iffue to keep perpetual! Pof- 
feflion of the Country: And to avoid all 
mixture with the Gau/s, he fent over to the 
Hland of Britasz for Wives for them, In 
order to this, Meflengers were fent to re- 
commend the Management of this Affair to 
Dianotus King of Cormwal, who had fucceed- 
ed his Brother Caradoc in that Kingdom. 
He was a very noble and powerful Prince, 
and to him Maximiaw had committed the 
Government, while he was employ’d in Af- 
fairs abroad. He had alfo a Daughter of 
wonderful Beauty, named Urfula, whom 
Conan was moft paffionately in Love with. 


CHAP. XVL 


Guanius and Melza murder eleven 
thoujand Virgms. Maximian 
killed at Rome. 


IANOTWS, upon this Meffage fent 
him by Conaz, was very ready to ex- 
écute his Orders, and fummoned together 
the Daughters of the Nobility from all Pro- 
vinces, 
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vinces, to-the Number of eleven thoufand ; 
but of thofe of the meane? Sort fixty thous 
fand ; and commanded them all to appear 
together at the City of Lozdoz. He like+ 
wife ordered Ships to be brought from all 
Shores, for their Tranfportation to their fu- 
ture Husbands. And though in fo great a 
Multitude many were pleafed with this 
Order, yet it was difpleafing to the greater 
Part, as having a greater Affection for their’ 
Relations and native Country, Nor per- 
haps were there wanting fome, who pre- 
ferring Virginity to the married State, 
would have rather loft their Lives in any 
Country, than enjoy’d the greateft Plenty 
in Wedlock. In fhort; moft of them had 
Views and Wifhes different from one ano- 
ther, had they been left to their own Li- 
berty. But now the Ships being ready, 
they went on board them, and failing down 
the Thames made towards the Sea. At laft 
as they were {te¢ring towards the Armorican 
Coaft, contrary Winds rofe and difperfed 
the whole Fleet. In this Storm the greater 
Part of the Ships were drowned; but the 
Women that efcaped the Danger of the Sea, 
were driven upon ftrange Ilands, and by 
a barbarous People either murdered or made 
Slaves. For they happened to fall into the 
Hands of the cruel Army of Guaniws and Mel- 
ga, who by the Command of Gratian were 
making terrible Deftru@tion among the ma- 
ritim 
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ritim Nations and Germeny. Guanins was 
King of the “Has, and Melga of the 
Picts, ~whom Gratian had engaged in ‘his 
Party, and had fent into Germany, to infeft 
along the Sea Coafts all thofe of Maximians 
Party. While they were thus exercifing 
their barbarous Rage, they happened to 
light ‘upon thefe Virgins, driven on thofe 
Parts, and were fo inflamed: with their Beau- 
ty, that they courted them to their brutifh 
Embraces ; which when the Women would 
not fubmit to, the Ambronsfell upon them, and 
without the leaftRemorfe murder’d the great- 
eft Part of them. This done, the two wick. 
ed Leaders. of the Piéts and Huns, Guanius 
and Melga, being the Partizans .of Gratian 
and Valentinian, when they had learned that 
the {land of Brztaim was drained of all its 
Soldiers, made a fpeedy Voyage towards it; 
and taking into their:Affiftance the People 
of the adjacent I{lands, arrived ‘in Albania. 
‘Then joining all in:a’Body, they~invaded 
the Kingdom which was left without either 
Government or Defence, and*made mifera- 
ble Deftruction among the common People. 
For Maximian, as we have already related, 
had carried away with him all the warlike 
Youth that could be found, and had left 
behind him only ‘the’ Husbandmen, who 
had neither Senfe nor Arms, for the Defence 
of cheir Country. Ganius and Melga finds 
ig they were not able to give them the 
lea ft 
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Jeaft. Oppofition, began to, domineer moft 
infolently, and to lay wafte their Cities and 
Countries, as if they had only been Penns 
of Sheep. The News of this grievous Ca- 
lamity coming to Maximian, he fent away 
Gratian Municeps, with two Legions to their 
Affiftance ; who as foon as they arrived, 
fought with the Enemy, and after a moft 
bloody Victory over them, forced them to 
fly over into Ireland. In the mean Time 
Maximian was killed at Rome by Gratiaus 
Friends: And the Britaivs he had carried 
with him, were alfo flain and difperfed. 
Thofe of them that could efcape, went to 
their Countrymen in Armorica, which was 
now called the other Britaia.

U T Gratian Municeps hedring of 
the Death of Maximian, feized 
the Crown; and made Himfelf 

<2 King. After this he exercifed 
fic Ty ytanny; that the common People fell 
upon him in a timulructis Manner; and 
tiuédeted him: When this News had 
L teachied 
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reached other Countries, their former Ene- 
mies returned back from Ireland, and bring- 
ing with therm the Scots, Norwegians, and Da- 
ciams, made dreadful Devaftations with Fire 
and Sword over the whole Kingdom from 
Sea to Sea. Upon this moft grievous Cala- 
mity and Oppreflion, Ambaffadors are dif- 
patched with Letters to Rome, to befeech 
with Tears and Vows of perpetual Subjecti- 
on, that a Body of Men might be fent to 
revenge their Injuries, and: drive out the 
Enemy from them. ‘Yhe Ambaffadors in a 
fhort ‘Time prevailed fo far, as to have one 
Legion committed to them, that. was un- 
mindful of palt Injuries, which was tranf= 
ported ina Fleet to their Country, where 
they encountred the Enemy. At laft after 
the Slaughter of a vaft Multitude of them, 
they drove them entirely out of their Coatts, 
and refcued the miferable Commonalty from 
their outrageous Cruelty. ‘Then they gave 
Orders for a Wall to be built between A/ba- 
wia and Deira, from one Sea to the other, 
for a Terror to the Enemy, and Safeguard 
to the Country. At that Time Albania 
wholly lay waite, by the frequent Invafions 
of barbarous Nations; and whatever Ene- 
mies made an Attempt upon the Country, 
met with a convenient Landing Place here. 
So that the Inhabitants were diligent in 
working upon the Wall, which they finifh- 
ed partly ac the publick; partly upon pri- 
vate Charge. CHA P: 
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Guethelins Speech to the Britains, 
at the Rornans returning home. 


HE Romans after this declared to the 
Britains, that they fhould not be able 
for the Future to undergo the Fatigue of 
fuch laborious Expeditions ; and that it 
was beneath the Dignity of the Roman Sta te, 
to harafs fo great and brave an Ar my, both 
by Land and Sea, againft bafe and vagabond 
Robbers: But. rather they ought to apply 

themfélves to the Ufe of Arms, and to fight 
bravely in defending to the utmoft of their 
Power, their Country, Riches, Wives, Chil: 
dren, and, what is dearer than all thefe, t their 
Liber ty and Lives, As foon as they had giver 
them this Barhortapion, they commanded all 
the Men of the Ifland, that were fit for War; 
to appear together at Lozdonm, becaufe the 
Romans were about toreturnhome. When 
therefore they were all aflembled, Guetheliz 
the Metropolitan of London had Orders 
to make a Speech to them; which he did in 
thefe Words. 


_ © Tho ugh i 1am appointed by the Pritice’ 
“ here prel ent to fpeak to you, I find my- 
“ felf rathet ready to burft out into Tears; 
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than difpofed to make an eloquent Ora- 
tion. It is a moft fenfible Affliction to 
me, to obferve the Weaknefs and Orphan 
State into which you are fallen, fince the 
Time that A/aximian drew away with 
him all the Forces and Youth of this King- 
dom. You that were left were People 
wholly unexperienced in War, and taken 
up with other Employments, as tilling 
the Ground, and feveral Kinds of mecha- 
nical Trades. So that when your Ene- 
mies from foreign Countries came upon 
you, as Sheep wandring without a Shep- 


‘ herd, they forced you to quit your Folds, 
* till the Roma Power reftored you to them 


again. Muft your Hopes therefore. al- 
ways depend upon foreign Affiftance ? 
And will you never ufe yourfelves to 
handle Arms againft a Band of Robbers, 
that are by no Means ftronger than 
yourfelves, if you are not difpirited by 
Sloth and Cowardice ? The Romans are 
now tired with the continual Voyages, 
wherewith they are harafled to defend you 


- againft your Enemies: They rather chufe 


to remitto youthe Tribute youpay them, 
than undergo any longer this Fatigue by 
Land and Sea. What though you were 
only the common People at» the Time 
when we had Soldiers of our own, do you 
therefore think. that Manhood. has quite 


‘ forfaken you ? Are not Men in the Courfe 
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“* of human Generation often the Reverfe 
of one another? Does not a Ploughman 
“* beget a Soldier, and a Soldier a Plough- 
man ? Does not the fame Diverfity hap- 
“* pen in a Mechanick and a Soldier? Since 
then in this Manner one produces ano- 
ther, I cannot think it poffible for Man- 
*“* hood to be loft among them. As then 
** you are Men, behave yourfelves like Men : 
“« Call upon the Name of Chris, that he 
would pleafe to infpire. you with Courage 
*¢ co defend your Liberties. 


No fooner had he concluded his Speech, 
than the People raifed fuch a Shout, that 
one would have thought them on a fudden 
infpired with Courage. 
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The Britains are again cruelly infeft- 
ed by Guanius and Melga. 


AR ETER this the Romans fpirited up 
the timorous People as much as they 
could, and left them Patterns of their Arms. 
They likewife commanded Towers, hav- 
ing a Profpect to the Sea, to be placed at 
proper Diftances all along the South-Coaft, 
where their Ships were, and from whence 
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they feared the Inyafions ef the Barbarians. 
But according to the Proverb, It és eafier td 
make a Hawk of a Kyte, thaw a Scholar pre- 
Sently of a Ploughman: All Learning to him, 
is but as a Pearl thrown before Swine. For 
no fooner had the Romans taken their Fare- 
wel of them, than the two Leaders, Guanius 
and Melga, iffued forth from their Ships, in 
which they had fled over into Ireland, and 
with their Bands of Scots, Pits, Norwegians, 
Dacians, and others they had brought along’ 
with them, feized upon all A/bania to the 
very Wall. Underftanding likewife that 
the Romans were gone back never to return 
any more, they now in a more infolent Man- 
ner than before, begin their Devaftations in 
the Ifland. Hereupon the Country Fellows 
were placed upon the Battlements of the 
Walls, where they fat Night and Day with 
quaking Hearts, not daring to ftir from 
their Seats, and readier for Flight than 
making the leaft Refiftance. In the mean 
Time the Enemies ceafed not with their 
Hooks to pull them down headlong, and 
dafh the wretched Herd to pieces upon the 
Ground ; who-gained at leaft this Advan- 
tage by their fpeedy Death; as to avoid the 
Sight of that moft deplorable Calamity, 
which forthwith threatned their Relations’ 
and deareft Children. Such was the terri- 
ble Vengeance of God, for that mott wicks 
ed Madnefs of Maximian, in draining the 
‘Oe CAF , > © Kingdom 
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Kingdom of all its Forces; who had they 
been prefent would have fcr fed any Na- 
tion that invaded them. An evident Proof 
of which they gave, by the vaft Conquetts 
they made abroad even in remote Countries; 

and alfo by maintaining their own Country 
in Peace, while they continued here. But 
thus it happens when a Kingdon is left to 
the Defence of Country Clowns. “In fhort, 
quitting their high Wall and their Cities, 

the Country People are forced again to fly, 
and to fufter a more fatal Difpertion, a more 
furious Purfuit of the Enemy, a more cruel 
and more general Slaughter than ever hey 
did before: And tike Lambs before Wolves, 
fo was that miferable People torn to Pieces 
by the mercilefs Barbarians. Again there- 
fore the wretched Remainder fend Letters 
to Avitius, a Man of great Power among the 

Romans, to this Bfle}: “To Agitins thrice 
ec Gasviul the Graans of the Britains.” And 

after fome few other Complaints nett add. 
‘¢ The Sea drives us to the Barbarians, and 
“ the Barbarians drive us back to the Sea : 
“ Thus are we toffed to and fra between 
‘¢ two Kinds of Death, being either Drown- 
“ ed or put to the Sword. ”  Notwith- 
{tanding this moft moving Addrefs procured: 
them no Relief, and the Ambafladors re-

y FEREUPON after a Confultation 
| together, Guethelin Archbifhop of Loz- 
don, ’paffed over into lefler Britain, called 
then Armorica or Letavia, to defire Affiftance 
of their Brethren. At that Time Aldroex 
reigned there, being the fourth King from 
Conan, to whom, as has been already relat- 
ed, Maximian had given that Kingdom, This 
Prince feeing a Prelate of fo great Dignity 
arrived, received him with Honour,and 
enquired after the Occafion of his Coming. 
To whom Gzetheliz, Ye es me 


“ Your Majelty can be no Stranger to the 
“¢ Mifery, we your Britains have fuffered, 
(which may even demand your Tears, ) 
** fince the ‘Time that Maximiaz drained 
** our Ifland of its Soldiers, and made’a De- 
“ eree for their peopling the Kingdom you 
“ enjoy; and God grant you may longen- 
‘joy itin Peace. For againft us the poor 
“ Remains of the Britifh Race, rofe allthe 
* People of the adjacent Iflands, and made 
‘an utter Devattation in our Country, 
_ which then abounded with alli kind of 
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“ Riches ; fo that the People now are whol- 
“© ly deftitute of all manner of Suftenance, 
but what they can get in Hunting. Nor 
“ had we any left among us either ot Power 
“ or Knowledge of Military Affairs, to en- 
“ counter the Enemy. For the Romags are 
“ grown tired of us, and have abfolutely 
“ refufed their Affiftance. So that now 
“ being deprived of all other Hope, we 
“come to implore your Clemency, that 
* you would furnifh us with Forces, and 
protect a Kingdom, which is of Right 
“* your own, from the Incurfions of Bar- 
 barians. For who but your felf ought, 
“6 without your Confent, to wear the 
* Crown of Conftantine and Maximian, fince 
“ the Right your Anceftors had to it is 
“ now devolved upon you? Prepare then 
your Fleet, and go with me: Behold 
‘¢ deliver the Kingdom of Britaiz inta your 
* Hands. 


To this Aldvoen made Anfwer ; “ There 
“ was a Time formerly when I would not 
“* have refufed to accept of the I{land of 
“Britain, if it had been offered me; for I 
* do not think there was any where a 
 fruitfuller Country, while it enjoy’d Peace 
‘and Tranquility. But now fince the Ca- 
<¢ Jamities that have befallen it, ir is become 
¢¢-of lefs Value, and odious both to me and 
© all other Princes. But above all Things 
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the Power of the Romazs was fo deftruGive 
to. it, that no Bady could enjoy any fet- 
led State or Authority init, without Lofs 
of Liberty, and bearing the Yoke. of 
Slavery under them. And who would 
not prefer the Poffeffion of a leffer Coun- 
try with Liberty, to all the Riches of 
that Ifland under Servitude? The King- 
dom that is now under my SubjeGtion I 
enjoy with Honour, and without paying 
the leaft Homage to any Superior; fo 
that 1 prefer it to all other Countries, 
fince 1 can govern it without being con- 
trolled. Notwithftanding out of Refpect. 
to the Right that my Anceftors for many 
Generations have had to your Hand, f£ 
deliver to you my Brother Coaftantine 
with two thoufand Men, that with the 
good Providence of God he may free 
your Country from the Inrodes of Barba- 
rians, and obtain the Crown for himfelf 


' For i have a Brother called by that. 


Name, who is an expert Soldier, and in 


all other Refpeéts an accomplifhed Man. 


It you pleafe to accept of him, I will not 
refufe to fend. him with you,, together 
with the faid Number of Men; for in- 
deed a larger Number I do;not mention.

HEN they had made all neceffary 

Preparations, they embarked, and 
arrived at the Port of Totne/s; and then 
without Delay affembled together the Youth 
that was left in the Ifland, and encountred 
the Enemy; over whom, by the Merit of 
the holy Prelate, they obtained the Victory. 
After this the Britains, before difperfed, 
flocked together from all Parts, and ina 
Council held at Silceffre, promoted Coz- 
ftantine to the Throne, and there performed 
the Ceremony of his Coronation.

md PON the Death of Conftantine, a Dif- 
a fenfion arofe among the Nobility, 
| about a Succeffor to the Throne. Some 
a were for fetting up Aurelius Ambrofius ; 
a others Usher Pendragon ; others again fome 
other Perfons of the Royal Family. Av 
lait when they could come to no Conclufion, 
Yortegirn, Conful of the Gewé/fens, who was 
bimfelf very ambitious of the Crown, wens 

; tO, 
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to Conftans the Monk, and thus addrefled 
himfelf to him. ‘“* You fee your Father is 
‘¢ dead, and your Brothers on Account of 
“‘ their Age are uncapable of the Govern- 
“ ment; neither do 1 feeany of your Fa- 
‘¢ mily befides yourfelf, whom the People 
“ ought to promote to the Kingdom. If 
“ you will therefore follow my Advice, and 
“ enlarge my Eftate, I will difpofe the 
“ People to favour your Advancement, 
“ and free you trom that Habit, notwith- 
“ ftanding it be againft the Rule of your 
% Order.” Conftans overjoy’d at the Pro- 
pofal, promifed with an Oath, that upon 
thefe Terms he would grant him whatever 
he would defire. Then Vortegirn took him, 
and invefting him in his Regal Habili- 
ments, conducted him to London, and made 
him King, though not with the free Con- 
fent of the ‘People. Archbifhop Gzethelin 
was then dead, nor was there any other 
that durft perform the Ceremony of his 
Unétion, on Account of his having quitted 
the Monaftick Order. However this pro- 
ved no Hindrance to his Coronation, the 
Ceremony of which Vortegirn himfelf per- 
formed inftead of a Biihop. 
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CHAP. VIL 


Vortegirn treacheroufly contrives to 
get King Conttans affaffinated. 


CG? NSTAWNS being thus advanced, com- 
mitted the whole Government of the 
Kingdom to Vortegirn, and furrendred him- 
felfup fo entirely to his Counfels, that he 


did nothing without his Order. His own 


Incapacity for Government obliged him to 
it, as having learned other Things than 
State Affairs within his Cloifter. _ Vortegira 
became fenfible of this, and therefore began 
to deliberate with himfelf what Courfe to 
take to obtain the Crown, of which he had 
been before extremely ambitious. Hé faw 
that now was his proper Time to gain his 
End eafily, when the Kingdor was wholly 
intrufted to his Management ; and Coz/lans, 
who bore the Title of King, was no more 
than the Shadow of a Prince. For he was 
ofa foft Temper, of no Judgment in Mat- 
ters of Right, and not in the leaft feared, 
either by his own People, or by any neiglt- 
bouring States. And as for his two Bro- 
thers, “Usher Pendragon, and Aurelius Am- 
brofius, they were only Children in their 
Cradles, and therefore uncapable of the 
Government. There was likewife this far- 
ther Misfortune, that all the ancienter . 
(ONS 
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fons of the Nobility was dead ; fo that For- 
tegirn feemed to be the only Man furviving, 
that had Craft, Policy and Experience in 
Matters of State; and all the reft in a man- 
ner Children, or raw Youths, that only in- 
herited the Honours of their Parents and 
Relations that had been killed in the former 
Wars. Vortegirw finding a Concurrence of 
fo many favourable Circumftances, contri- 
ved how he might eafily and cunningly 
depofe Cozffans the Monk, and immediately 
eftablifh himfelf in his Place. But in order 
to it, he deferred doing any Thing againt{t 
him; till he had firft well eftablithed his 
Power and Intereft in feveral Countries. 
He therefore petitioned to have in his own 
Cuftody the Kings Treafures, as alfo his 
fortified Cities; pretending there was a 
Rumour, that the neighbouring {landers 
defigned an Invafion of the Kingdom. 
This being granted him, he placed his own 
Creatures in thofe Cities, to fecure them 
for himfelf. Then having formed a Scheme 
how to execute his treafonable Detigns, he 
went to the King, and reprefented to him 
the Neceflity of augmenting the Number 
of his Domeiticks, that he might more fafe- 
ly oppoie the Invafion-of the Enemy. 
“ Have not I left all Things to your Difpo- 
“ fal, faid Conffams: Do what you will as 
“ to that, fo they be but faichful to me. ” 
Vortegirn reply’d; “Yam informed the Pré7s 
are 
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are going to bring the Dactans and Nor- 
wegians inupon us, with a Defign to give 
“ us very great Difturbance. L£ would 
“‘ therefore advife you, and ia my Opinion 
“ ic is the beft Courfe you can take, that 
<¢ you maintain fome Pzéfs in your Court, 
“ who may do you good Service among 
“ thofe of that Nation. For if it is true 
“ that they are preparing to begin a Rebel- 
“« lion, you may employ them as Spies up- 
“ on their Countrymen in their Plots and 
“« Stratagems, fo as eafily to efcape them.” 
This was the dark Treafon of a fecret 
Enemy; for he did not recommend this; 
out of any Regard to the Safety of Cozflans, 
but becaufe he knew the Pcs to be a giddy 
People, and ready for all manner of Wick- 
ednefs ; fo that ina Fit of Drunkennefs. or 
Paffion, they might eafily be incertfed a- 
gain{ft the King, and make no Scruple to 
aflafinate him. And fuch an Accident, 
when it fhould happen, would make an 
open Way for his Acceffion to the Thrones 
which he had fo often had in View: Here- 
upon he difpatches away Meflengers into 
Scotland, with an Invitation to a hundred 
Piétifb Soldiers, whom accordingly he reé 
ceived into the Kings Houfhold; And 
when admitted, he fhew’d them more Re- 
fpect than all the Reft of the Domefticks, 
by making them feveral Prefents, and 
allowing them a luxurious Table ; infomuch 
thar 
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that they looked upon him as the King, Hy | 
So great was the Adoration they had for = 
him, that they made Songs of him, about a 
the Streets, the Subject of which ‘was, 
That Vortegirn deferved the Government, ial 
deferved the Sceptre of Britain; but that 1 
Confbans was unworthy of it. This encoura- | 
ged Vortegirn to fhew them ftill more ahd 
more of his Bounty, the more firmly to 
engage them in his Intereft ; and when by 
thefe Practices he had made them entirely 
his Creatures, he took an Opportunity, when | 
they were drunk, to tell them, that he was if 
going to retire out of Britain, to fee if he | # 
could get a better Eftate;. for the fmall | 
Revenue he had then, he faid, would not fo 
much as enable him to maintain a Retinue 
of fifty Men. ‘Then putting on a Léok of 
Sadnefs, he withdrew, to his own Apart- 
ment, and left them drinking in the Hall. 
The Piés at this Sight were in unexpreflible 
Sorrow, as thinking what he had faid was 
true, and murmuring faid one to another ; 
“ Why do we fuffer this Monk to live ? 
“ Why do not we kill him, that VYortegira 
‘ may enjoy his Crown? For who fo fit to 
“ fueceed as he? A Man. fo generous to 
“ us, is worthy to Rule, and deferves all 
* Honour and Dignity. 
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Aurelius Ambrofius, avd Uther 
Pendragon flying Vortegirn, go 
to leffer Britain. 


FTER this, breaking into Cou/flans’s 
Bed-chamber, they fell upon himrand 
killed him, and carried his Head to Vortegira. 
At the Sight of it, he putting on a mournful 
Countenance burft forth into Tears, tho’ at 
the fameTime he was almoft tranfported with 
Joy. However he fummoned together the 
Citizens of Lozdox, (for there the Fact was 
committed,) and commanded all the Affat- 
fins to be bound, and their Heads to be 
Cut off for this abominable Parricide. In 
the mean Time there were thofe who had 
a Sufpicion, that this Piece of Villany was 
wholly the Contrivance of Vortegiva, and that 
the Préts were only his Inftruments to exe- 
cuteit. Others again as pofitively afferted 
his Innocence. At laft the Matter being 
left in Doubt, the Governors of the two 
Brothers, Agrelius Ambrofius, and Uther Pen- 
dragon, fled over with them into leffer 
Britain, fox fear of being killed by Vortegerz.

N the mean Time arrived in the. Parts 
J of Kent three Brigandines, or long Gal- 
lies, fraught with armed Men, under the 
Command of two Brothers Hor/w and 
Hengift. Vortegirn was then at Dorobernia, 
now Cazterbary, which City he ufed often 
tovifit; and being informed of the Arrival 
of fome tall Strangers in large Ships, he 
ordered that they fhould be received peact- 
ably, and conducted to his Prefence.

1S us two Brothers, 
Hengift and Horfus, they made Generals 
over them, out of Refpect to our An. 
ceftors who enjoy’d the fame Honour, 
In Obedience therefore to the Laws. fo 
long eftablifhed, we put out to Sea, 
and under the oood Guidance of Mercury 
have arrived in Heels Kingdom, 
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The. King at the Name of Mercury look- 


ing earneftly upon them, asked them what 
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Religion they profeffed. ‘* We worfhip, 


reply’d Heng7i#, our Country Gods, Sa-, 
turn and Jupiter, and the reft that govern 
the World ; but efpecially Mercury, 
whom in. our Language we call Woden, 
and to whom our Anceftors confecrated. 
the. fourth Day of the Week, {till called 
after his Name Wodenfday.. Next to him 
we worfhip, the moft powerful Goddefs 
Frea,..to whom they alfo dedicated the 
fixth Day, which after her Name we call 
Friday.” Vortegirn reply’d, ‘* For your 
Credulity, or rather Incredulity, 1 am 
very much grieved, but as much rejoyce. 
at your Arrival, which is brought: about, 
whether by God, or by whomfoever elfe, 
very feafonably for me in the Straits I 
amunder. For I am opprefied by my 
Enemies on every Side, and if you will 
engage with me in.my Wars, I will 
entertain you honourably in my King- 
dom, and beftow upon you Lands and 
other Poffeffions. ” The Barbarians rea= 


dily accepted of his Offer, and the Agree- 
ment between them being ratified, they 
refided in his Court. Prefently after this 
the Pzéfs iffuing forth from A/bania, made 
up a very great Army, and began to lay 
wafte the Northern Parts of the Ifland. 
When Vortegirn had information of it, he 


affembled 
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affembled his Forces, and went to meet 
them beyond Humber. Upon their En- 
gagement, the Battle proved very fierce on 
both Sides, though there was but little Oc- 
cafion for the Britazns to meddle in it ; for 
the Szxozs fought fo bravely, that the Ene- 
my, who ufed to be Victorious, they pre- 
fently put to Flight.

Ve? RTEGIRWN therefore, as he owed 
the Victory to them, increafed his 
Bounty to them, and gave their General 
Hengetit large Poifeffions of Land in Lindefia, 
for the Subtiftence of himfelf and his Fellow 
Soldiers, Hereupon Hengist, who was a 
Man of Experience and “Subtilty, finding 
how much Intereft he had with the King, 
addrefled himfelf to him in this manner,

“ been, and always will be faithful to you,

N the mean Time the Meflengers re- 

turned from Germazy, with eighteen 
Ships fraught with the beft Soldiers they 
could chufe. They alfo brought along with 
them Rowen the Daughter of Hengist, one 
of the moft accomplithed Beauties of that 
Age. After their Arrival, Hengi/P invited 
the King to his Houfe, to view his new 
Buildings, and the new Soldiers that were 
come over. The King readily accepted of 
his Invitation, and went, but privately, and 
highly commended the Magnificence of the 
Structure, and then entred the Men into. 
his Service. Here he was entertained at a 
Royal Banquet; and when that was over, 
the young Lady came out of her Chamber.

Vortegirn accord- 
ingly anfwered, Drizc heil, and bid her 
drink : Which done, he took the Cup from 
her Hand, kiffed her, and then drunk him- 
felf. From that Time to this, it has been 
the Cuftom in Britain, that he who drinks 
to any one fays, Wacht heil, and he that 
pledges him, anfwers Drinc heil. Vortegirz 
being now drunk with the Variety of Li- 
quors, the Devil took this Opportunity to 
enter into his Heart, and to make him in 
Love with the Damfel, fo that he became 
Suitor to her Father for her. It was, P fay, 
by the Devils entring into his Heart, that 
he who was a Chriffian, fhould fall in Love 
with a Pagan. By this Inttance, Hengist 
being a prudent Man, difcovered the Kings 
Levity, and confulted with his Brother 
Horfus, and the other ancient Men prefent, 
what to do in relation to the Kings Requett.

T that Time came St. German Bifhop 

of Auxerre,and Lupus Bifhopof Troyes, 
to preach the Gofpel to the Britaims, » For, 
the Chriftian Faith had been corrupted a- 
mong them, partly by the Pagans whom 
the King had brought into Society. with 
them, partly by the Peagian Herefy, with 
the Poifon whereof they had been a long 
Time infeed. But by the preaching of 
thefe Holy Men, the true Faith and Wor- 
fhip was again reftored, the many. Miracles, 
they wrought giving Succefs to) their La- 
bours. Gildas has in his Treatife given an 
elegant Account of the many Miracles God 
wrought by them. The King being now, 
as we have faid, pofleffed of the Lady, 
ae a 
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Hengist {aid to him.; ‘* As Tam your Father, 
“I claim the Right’ of being your Coun- 
“ feller:. Do not therefore flight my Ad- 
vice, fince it isto my Countrymen that 
you muft owe the Conquett of all your 
Enemies. Let us yet invite over my Son 
** Oda, and his Brother Edi/J4, who are 
brave Soldiers, and give them the Coun- 
tries that are in the Northern Parts of 
Britain, by the Wall, between Deira 
“and Albania. For they will hinder the 
** Inroads of the Barbarians, and fo you 
** {hall enjoy Peace on the other Side of 
“Humber.” Vortegirn comply’d with his 
Requeft, and ordered them to invite over 
whomfoever they knew able to affift him. 
Immediately upon the Receit of this Mef- 
fage, came Octa, Ebiffa, and Cherdich, with 
three hundred Ships filled with Soldiers; 
who were all kindly received by Vortegirn, 
and had ample Prefents made them. For 
by their Affiftance he vanquifhed his Ene- 
mies, and in every Engagement proved 
Vidtorious. Hengz/t in the mean Time con: 
tinued to invite over more and more Ships, 
and to augment his Numbers daily. Which 
when the Britains had obferved, they were 
afraid of being betray’d by them, and mo- 
ved the King to banifh them out of his 
Cozfts. For it was contrary to the Rule of 
the Gofpel, that Chriftians {fhould hold Fel- 
low{hip, or have any Intercourfe with Pa- 
gals: 
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sans. Befidesthat, the Number of thofe 
that were come over was now fo great, that 
they were a Terror to his Subje€ts ; and no 
Body could now know who was a Pagan, 
who a Chriftian, fince Pagans married the 
Daughters and Kinfwomen of Chriftians. 
Thefe Things they reprefented to the King, 
and endeavoured to diflwade him from en- 
tertaining them, leaft they might by fome 
treacherous Confpiracy prove an Over- 
match for the -Native Inhabitants. But 
Vortegira, who loved them above all other 
Nations on Account of his Wife, was deaf 
to their Advice. For this Reafon the Bri+ 
tains quickly defert him, and unanimoufly 
fet up Vortimer his Son for their King; who 
at their Inftigation began to drive out the 
Barbarians, and to make dreadful Incurfi- 
ons upon them. Four Battles he fought 
withthem, and was Victorious inall: The 
firft upon the River Derwent; the fecond 
upon the Ford of Epzfred, where Horfus and 
Catigern, another Son of Vortegirz, met, and 
after a fharp Encounter killed each other; 
the third upon the Sea-Shore, where the 
Enemies fled fhamefully to their Ships, and 
then betook themfelves for Refuge to the 
Ifle of Thanet. But Vortimer befieged them 
there, and daily diftreffed them with his 
Fleet. And when they were no longer able 
to bear the Affaults of the Bréta‘ns, they fent

py? RTIMER after this great Succefs, 

began to reftore his Subjects to their 
Poffeffions that had been taken from them, 
and to f{hew them ali Marks of his AffeCtion 
and Efteem, and at the Inftance of St. Ger- 
mana to rebuild their Cliurches. But his 
Goodnefs quickly ftirred up the Devils En- 
mity againit him, who entring into the 
Heart of his Steprnother Rowex, excited her 
to contrive his Death. For this Purpofe 
fhe confulted with the Poifoners, and pro- 
cured one that was intimate with him, 
whom fhe had corrupted with large and 
numerous Prefents, to give him a poifonous 
Draught ; fo that this braveSoldier, as foon 
ashe had takenit, was feized witha fudden 
Ilnefs, that put him paft all Hopes of Life. 
Hereupon 
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Hereupon he forthwith ordered all his Men 
tocome to him, and having fhewn them how 
near he was his End, diftributed among them 
all the Treafure his Predeceffors had heaped 
up, and endeavoured to comfort them in their 
Sorrow and Lamentation for him, telling 
them, he was only going the Way of all Fleih. 
But thofe brave and warlike Youngmen, 
that ufed to attend him in all his Victories, 
he exhorted to perfift couragioufly in the 
Defence of their Country againft all hoftile 
Invalion ; and from an impulfe of wonder- 
ful greatnefs of Mind, commanded a bra- 
zen Pyramid to be made, and placed in the 
Port where the Saxovs ufed to land. He alfo 
ordered his Body when dead to be buried 
on the Top of it, that the Sight of his Tomb 
might fright back the Barbarians to Germany. 
For he faid none of them would dare ap- 
proach the Country, that fhould but get a 
Sight of his Tomb. Such was the admir- 
able Bravery of this great Man, who as he 
had been a Terror to them while living, en- 
deavoured to be no lefs fo when dead.

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Hengift Laving most wickedly. mur- 
dered the Princes of Britain, 
keeps Vortegirn Prifoner. 


FF7ORTEGIRN, after the Death of his 
Son, was again reftored to: the King- 
dom, and at the Requeft of his Wife fene 
over Meffengers into Germany to Henpist, 
with an Invitation to return into Britain, 
but privately and with a fmal Retinue, to 
prevent a Quarrel between the Barbarians 
and his Subjects. But Hevgist, hearing that 
Vortimer was dead, raifedan Army of no lefs 
than three hundred thoufand Men, and fit- 
ting out a Fleet returned with them to Bri- 
tain. When Vortegire and the Nobility 
heard of the Arrival of fo vaft a Multitude, 
they were immoderately incenfed, and af- 
ter Confultation together, refolved to fight 
them, and drive them from their Coatts. 
Hengist, upon Information of their Defign 
by Meflengers fent from his Daughter, im. 
mediately entred into Deliberation what 
Courfe to purfue againft them. After fe- 
veral Stratagems had been confidered, what 
he judged moft feafible, was to impofe up- 
on the Nation by making a yhew of Peace. 
In order to this he fent Ambaffadors to the 
N King, 
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King, to declare to him, that he had not 
brought with him fo great a Number of 
Men, with an Intention either to {tay with 
him, or to offer any Violence to the Coun- 
tty. But the Reafon why he brought them, 
was becaufe he thought Vortimer was yet 
living, and that he should have Occafion 
Hi for them againft him, in Cafe of an Affault.

be | one of them a long Dagger under their Gar- 
me | ments ; and while the Conference fhould be 
i held with the Brétaizs, who would have no 
ery Sufpicion 
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Sufpicion of them, he would give them this 
Word of Command, Nemet oure Saxas 5 at 
which Moment they were all to be ready 
to feize boldly every one his next Man, and 
with his drawn Dagger ftab him. Accordingly 
at the Time and Placeappointed they all met, 
and began to treat of Peace; and when a fit 
Opportunity for executing his Villany ferv- 
ed, Hengtit cry’d out, Nemet oure Saxas, and 
the fame Inftant feized Vorregirn, and held 
him by his Cloak. The Saxons, upon the 
Signal given, drew out their Daggers, and 
falling upon the Princes, that little fufpeét- 
ed any fuch Defign, affaffinated them to the 
Number of four hundred and fixty of the 
Barons and Confuls : ‘To whole Bodies St. 
Eldad afterwards gave Chriffiaz Burial, not 
far from Kagercaradane, now Salisbury, in a 
Burying-Place by the Monatftery of Ambrius 
the Abbot, who was the Founder of it. 
For they all came without Arms, as having 
no Thoughts of any Thing but treating of 
Peace ; which gave the others that cante 
upon a villanous Defign a fairer Opportunity 
ot deftroying them.

“ fland.” The Magicians at this began to 
be afraid, and made.him no Anfwer. Then

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faid Merlin, who was alfo. called Ambrofe ; 
“ IT intreat your Majefty would command 
“ your Workmen to. dig into the Ground, 
“ and you will find a Pond which caufes 
“ the Foundation to fink.” This accord- 
ingly was done, and then prefently they 
found a Pond deep under Ground, which 
had made it give way. Merlin after this 
went again to the Magicians, and faid, 
“ Tell me ye, falfe Sycophants, what is 
“ there under the Pond.” But they were 
filent. Then faid he again to the King ; 
« Command the Pond to be drained, and 
“ at the Bottom you will fee two hollow 
“ Stones,and inthem two Dragons afleep. ” 
The King made no Scruple of believing 
him, fince he had found true what he faid 
of the Pond, and therefore ordered it to be 
drained. Whichdone, he found as Merlin 
had faid; and now was poffeffed with the 
greateft Admiration of him. Nor were 
the reft that were prefent lefs amazed at 
his Wifdom, thinking it to be no lefs than 
Divine Infpiration.

The Prophefy of MERLIN. 


S Vortegira, King of the Britains, was 
fitting upon the Bank of the drained 
Pond, the two Dragons, one of which was 
white, the ether red, came forth, and ap- 
proaching one another, began a terrible 
Fight, and eaft forth Fire with their Breath. 
But the white Dragon had the Advantage, 
and made the other fly to the End’ of the 
Lake.’ And he for Grief at his Flight, re- 
newed the Affault upon his Purfuer, and 
forced him to retire. After this Battle of 
the Dragons, the King commanded Ambrofe 
Merliz to tell him what it portended. Upon 
which he burfting out into Tears, delivered 
what his Prophetical Spirit fuggefted’ to 
him, as follows.

overtake him. At laft he fhall flourifh 
“* for a little Time, but the Decimation of 
“© Neuftria fhall hurt him. For a People 
“© in Wood and in Iron Coats fhall come, 
“* and revenge upon him his Wickednefs. 
“* ‘They fhallreftore the ancient Inhabitants 
“< to their Dwellings, and there fhall be an 
“open Deftruction of Foreigners. The

«¢ They fhall bear the Yoke of Slavery, and

Pofterity fhall endeavour to fly above the 
higheft Places; bur the Favour of New- 
comers fhall be exalted. . Piety fhall hurt 
the Pofleffor of Things got. by Impiety, 
till he. fhall have put on'-his Father. 


» Therefore being armed. -with the Teeth 


ofa Boar, he fhall afcend above the Tops 
of Mountains, and the Shadow.of him 
that wears a Helmet.

— After 
that fhe fhall transform herfelf into a 
Boar, and feigning a Lofs of fome Mem- 
bers, fhall wait for her Brothers; but as 
foon as they are come, the fhall fudden- 
ly kill them with her Tusks, and fhall 
be crowned with the Head of a Lion. 
In her Days fhall a Serpent be brought 
forth, which fhall be a Deftroyer of Maa- 
kind, With its Length it fhall encom- 
pafs Lozdon, and devour all that pafs by 
it. The Mountain Ox fhall take the Head 


‘ of a Wolf, and whiten his Teeth in the 


Severn. He fhall gather to him the Flocks 
of Albania and Cambria, which fhall drink 
the River Thames dry. The Afs fhall call 
the Goat with the long Beard, and fhall 
borrow his Shape. Therefore fhall the 
Mountain Ox be incenfed, and having 
ealled the Wolf, fhall become a horned 
Bull againft them.

A ERLIN, by delivering thefe. and 
yi) many other Prophefies, cauted in 
Jy all that were prefent an Admira- 
YES! tion at the Ambiguity of his Ex- 
preffions. But Vortegirz above all the reft 
both admired and applauded the Wifdom, 
and prophetical Spirit of the young Man: 
For that Age had produced none that ever 
talked in fuch a Manner before him. Be- 
ing therefore curious to learn his own Fate, 
he defired the young Man to tell him what 
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he knew concerning that Particular. Merliz

CHAP. I. 


Aurelius Ambrofius bezmg anomted 
King of Britain, burns Vortegirn 
befieged im a Tower. 


S foon as the News of his coming was 
divulged, the Britains who had been 
difperfed in fo greata Calamity, met to- 
sether from all Parts, and gaining this new 
Acceffion of Strength from their Country- 
men, become more cheerful than ordinary. 
Then having affembled together the Clergy, 
they anointed Aarelivs King, and paid him 
the cuftomary Homage. And when the 
People were urgent to fall upon the Saxons, 
he diffwaded them from it, becaufe his De- 
fire was to purfue Vortegirz firft. For the 
Treafon committed againft his Father fo 
very much affected him, that he thoughr 
nothing done till that was firit revenged. 
Ia Puriuance therefore of this Defign, he 
bing marches 
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avid s with his Arai into Capbrill to the 
Town of Genores, whither Vortepirn had. 
fled fora fafe Refuge. That Town wasin 


the Country of Hergin, upon the River 
Gavia, in. the Mountain called Cloarius.

As {dor as Ambrofius was arrived there, he 
bearing i in his Mind the Murder of his "Fa. 


ther and Brother, fpake thus to E/dol Duke 
of Glocefter, 


“ See, moft Noble Duke, whether the 
Walls. of this City are able to proteé& 
Vortegirn againit my fheathing this Sword 
in his Bowels. He deferves to die, and 
you cannot, I fuppofe, be ignorant oF his 
Defert. O moft vill lainous of Men, whofe 
Crimes deferve unexpreflible Tortures ! 
Firft he betray’d my Father Conftantine, 
who had delivered him and his Country 
from the Unrodes of the Préts ; afterwards 

ny Brother Conftans, whom he made 
Kite on Purpofe: to ¢ deftroy him. Again, 
when’by his Craf t he had uftirped the 
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Ribs 
‘he Peri in 01 der to fuppres thofe 


to me: But ak ae 06d Provinenee of 
God, he unwarily fell into the Snare, 
which be had laid for my faithful Sub- 
jets. For the Saxogs when they found 
him out in his Wickednefs, ‘drove him 
from the Kingdom ; for which no Body 
‘ oughe 
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** ought tobe concerned. But this I think 
“© Matter of juft Grief, that. this odious 
“ People, whom that deteftable Traitor 
“< invited over, has expelled the Nobility, 
«laid wafte a fruitful Country, deftroy’d 
s, the. Holy Churches, and almoft extin- 
«© guifhed Ghriffianity over the whole King- 
« dom. Now therefore, my Countrymen, 
« f{hew yourfelves Men; firft revenge your 
«c felves upon him that was the Occafion of 
« all thefe Difafters; then let ustura our 
«© Arms again{t our Enemies that are juit 
« upon us, and free our Country from 
« their brutifh Tyranny. 


Immediately therefore they fet their En- 
gines to work, and laboured to beat down 
the Walls. But at laft, when all other 
Attempts failed, they had Recourfe to 
Fire, which meeting with proper Fuel, 
ceafed not to rage, tillit had burnt down 
the Tower and Vortegira in it. 
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nate 
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The. Praife of Aurelius’s Valour : 
The Levity of the Scots expofed. 
Forces raifed agamft Hengitt. 


HE NGIST with his Saxons was ftruck 

with Terror at this News; for he 
dreaded the Valour of Awreliws. Such was 
the Bravery and Courage this Prince was 
Matter of, that while he was in the Parts 
of Gauw/, there was none durft encounter 
with him. For in all Rencounters he either 
difmounted his Adverfary, or broke his 
Spear. Befides he was magnificent in his 
Prefents, conftant at his Devotions, tem- 
perate in all Refpects, and above all Things 
hated a Lye. A brave Soldier on Foot, a 
better on Horfeback, and expert in theDif- 
cipline of an Army. Reports of thefe his 
noble Accomplifhments, while he yet con- 
tinued in Armorican Britain, were daily 
brought over into the Ifland. Therefore 
the Szxons for fear of him, retired beyond 
the Humber, and in thofe Parts fortified the 
Cities and Towns; for that Country al- 
ways lay open for a Place of Refuge to 
them ; their Safety lying in the Neighbour- 
hood of Scotland, which ufed to watch all 
Opportunities of diftreffing the Nation, 
For 
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For that Country being in itfelf a frightful 
Place to live in, and wholly uninhabited, 
had been a fafe Receptacle for Strangers. 
By its Situation it lay open to the Piéfs, 
Scots, Davians, Norwegians and others, that 
came to plunder the Ifland. Being there- 
fore fecure of a fafe Reception in this Coun- 
try, they fled towards it, that f there 
fhould be Occafion, they might retreat into 
it as into theirownCamp. ‘This was very 
good News to Aurelius, and made him con- 
ceive greater Hopes of Victory. So aflem- 
bling his People quickly together, he aug- 
mented his Army, and made an expediti- 
ous March towards the Northern Parts. 
In his Paffage through the Countries, he was 
grieved to fee the Defolation made in them, 
but efpecially that the Churches lay level 
with the Ground; and promifed to rebuild 
them, ifhe gained the Victory.

yy) UT Hengis upon his Approach took 

Courage again, and chofe out the 
braveft of his Men, whom he fpirited up 
to 
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to make a gallant Defence, and not. be 
daunted at Aarelius, who, he told them; 
had but few Armorican Britains along’ with 
him, fince their Numberdid not exceed ten 
thoufand, And as for the Ifland Britains 
he made ‘no Account of them, fince they 
had been fo often. defeated by him.) He 
promifed them therefore the Victory, and 
that they fhould come off fately, confider- 
ing the Superiority of their Number, which 
amounted to two hundred thoufand Men 
in Arms. After he hadin this Manner ani- 
mated all his Men, he advanced with them 
towards Aurelivs, intoa Field called Matbelz, 
through which Azrelius was to pats. For 
his Defire was to make a fudden Affault by 
a Surprize, and fall upon the Britains before 
they were prepared. But Awrelius percei- 
ved the Defign, and yet did not upon that 
Score delay going tothe Field, but rather 
purfued his March with more Expedition. 
When he was come within Sight of the 
Enemy, he put his Troops in Order, com- 
manding three thoufand Armoricans to at- 
tend. the Cavalry, and drew out the reft 
into the Line of Battle with the Iflanders. 
The Demetians he placed upen the. Hills, 
and the Vewedotians in the adjacent Woods. 
His Reafon for which was, that they might 
be there ready to fall;upon the Saxons, im 
Cafe they fhould fly thither. 


CHAK 
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A Battle between Aurelius, and 
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Hengitt. 


N the mean Time E/do/ Duke of Gloceffer, 

went to the King, and faid, ‘* This one 
Day fhould fuffice for all the Days of my 
Life, if by good Providence I could, but 
get an Opportunity to engage with Hez- 
iff: Vor one of us fhould die before we 
parted. I ftill retain. deep fixed in my 
Memory, the Day appointed for our 
peaceably treating together; but which 
he villainoufly made ufe of for the aflaMfi- 
nating all that were prefent at the Treaty, 
excepting my felf only, who ftood up- 
on my Defence with a Stake I acciden- 
tally found, till I made my Efcape. 
That very Day proved fatal, through 
his Treachery, to no lefs than four hun- 
dred and fixty Barons and Confuls, who 
all went unarmed. From that Confpi- 
racy God was pleafed to deliver me, by 
throwing a Stake in my Way, where- 
with I defended my felf and efcaped. ” 


Thus E/dol. ‘Then Aurelius exhorted his 
Companions to place all their Hope in the 


Son of God, and to make a brave Affaule- 


with one Confent upon the Enemy; in De- 


fence 
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fence of their Country. Nor was Hengitt 
lefs bufy on the other Hand in, forming his 


Troops, and giving them DireCtions how 


to behave themfelves in the Battle; and 
walked himfelf through their feveral Ranks 
the more to fpirit them up. At laft both 
Armies being drawn out in Order of Battle, 
began the Attack, which they maintain’d 
with great Bravery, and no {mali Lofs of 
Blood, both of the Britains and. Saxons. 
Aurelius animates the Chriftians, Hengift the 
Pagans; and allthe Time of the Engage- 
ment, E/dols chief Endeavour was to en- 
counter Hengiff, but he had no Opportu- 
nity for it. For Hengiit when he found his 
own Men routed, and that the Chrzstians, 
by the efpecial Favour of God, had the Ad- 
vantage, fled to the Town called Kerconaz, 
now Cunungeburg. Aurelius purfues him, 
and either kills or makes Slaves of all he 
found in the Way. When Heagz## faw that 
he was purfued by Avwrelius, he would nor 
enter the Town, but affembled his Troops, 
and prepared them to ftand another En- 
gagement. For he knew the Town would 
not hold out again{t Awrelivs, and that his 
whole Security now lay in his Sword. At 
laft Aurelims overtook him, and after mar- 
halling his Forces, began another moft fu- 
rious Fight. And here. the Saxons unani- 
moufly maintained their Ground, notwith- 
ftanding the Numbers that fell, On oon 

ides 
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enone emma 


Sides was great Execution done, the Groans 
of the dying caufing a greater Rage in thofe 
that furvived. In fhort the Saxons would 
have gained the Day, had not a Detach- 
ment of Horfe of the Armorican Britains, 
come in upon them. For Aurelius had ap- 
pointed them the fame Station which they 
had in the former Battle} fo that upon their 
advancing, the Saxons gave Ground, and 
being a little difperfed, were not able to 
rally again. ‘The Britains incouraged by 
this Advantage, exerted themfelves, and 
laboured with all their Might to diftrefs 
the Enemy. All the Time was Awrelius 
fully employed, not only in giving Com- 
mands, but encouraging his Men by his 
own Example: For with his own Hand he 
killed all that ftood in his Way, and purfued 
thofe that fled. Nor was Eldol lefs aCtive 
in all Parts of the Field, running to and fro 
to infeft his Adverfaries ; but {till his main 
Endeavour was to find an Opportunity of 
encountring Hengiff.

| S there were therefore feveral Motions 

tnade by the Paities engaged on each 
Side, there happened an‘ Opportunity for 
their meeting, and briskly engaging each 
other. ‘In this Rencounter of the two 
greateft Champions inthe Field, the Fire 
{parkled with the clafhing of their Arms, 
and every Stroke in a manner produced both 
Thunder and Lightning. Fora long Time 
was the Victory in Sufpence, as it feemed 
fometimes to favour the one, fometimes the 
other. While they were thus hotly enga- 
ged, Gorlois Duke of Corawal came up to 
them with the Party he commanded, and 
did great Execution upon the Enemies 
Troops. . At the Sight of him E/do/, now 
more ailured of Viétory, faftned upon. the 
Helmet ot Hengi/?, and by main Force drag- 
ged him in-among the Britains, and then 
in Tranfports of Joy cry’d out with a loud 
Voice, “ God has fulfilled my Defire ! My 
“ brave Soldiers, down, down with your 
“ Enemies the Ambrons. The Victory is 
“ now 
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** now in your Hands: Since Hengiit is de- 
“ feated, the Day is your own. ” In the 
mean Time the Brétains failed not to per- 
form every one their Parts again{t the Pa- 
gans, upon whom they* made many vi- 
eorous Affaults ; and though they were 
obliged fometimes to give Ground, yet their 
Courage failed them not in making a good 
Refiftance ; fo that they gave the Enemy 
no ‘Refpite till they had vanquifhed them. 
The Saxons therefore fled whitherfoever 
their Confternation hurried them, fome to 
the Cities, fome to the Woods upon the 
Hills, and others to their Ships. But Oé?a, 
the Son of Hengiit, made his Retreat with 
a great Body ot Men to York: And‘ Hofa his 
Kinfman to the City of Alclad, where he 
had avery large Army for his Guard.

URELIVS after this Vidtory took the 

City of Covaz above-mentioned, and 
there ftay’d three Days. During this Time 
he gave Orders for the Burial of the Slain, 
for curing the Wounded, and for the Eafe 
and. Refrefhment of this Forces that were 
fatigued, 
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soem 


fatigued. Then he called a Council. of his 
principal Officers, to deliberate what was 
to be done with Hengi#. There was pre- 
fent at the Affembly E/dad Bifhop of Glo- 
ceffer, and Brother of E/do/, being a Prelate 
of very great Wifdom and Piety.: As foon 
as he beheld Hezgis ftanding in the Kings 
Prefence, he demanded Silence, and faid ; 
“¢ Though all fhould be unanimous for fet- 
** ting him at Liberty, yet would I cut him 
“‘ to Peices. ‘The Prophet Samuel is my 
** Warrant, who when he had Agag King 
“ of Amalech in his Power, hew’d him. in 
“ Peices, faying, As thy Sword hath made Wo- 
“ men childle(s, fo {ball thy Mother be childle/s 
“ among Women. Do you therefore the 
“* fame to Hengiit, who is afecond Agag. ” 
Accordingly E/dol took, his Sword, . and 
drew him out of the City, and then cut off 
his Head. But Aarelius who fhew’d..a Mor 
deration in all his Condu&t, commanded 
him to be buried, and a Heap of Earth to 
be raifed over his Body, according to the 
Cuftom of the Pagans.

ROM hence Aurelius conducted his 

Army to Tork, to befiege. Ota Hen- 
gis?'s Son. When the City was, invelted, 
Oda was doubtful whether he fhould give 
him any Oppofition, and ftanda Seige againit 
fuch. a powerful Army. After Confulta- 
tion upon it, he went’ out with his principal 
Nobility that were prefent, carrying a Chain 
in his Hand, and Sand upon his Head, and 
pretented himfelf to the King with this Ad- 
drefs: “ My Gods are vanquithed, and I 
* doubt not but the Sovereign Power is in 
© your God, who has competled fo many 
“noble Pérfons to come before you in this 
“ fuppliant Manner. Be pleafed therelore 
“ to accept of Us, and of this Chain. If 
“ you do not think Us fit Objects of your 
“© Clemency, we here prefent ourfelves rea- 
‘¢ dy to be tettered, and-to\ undergo whar- 
« ever Punifhment you fhall adjudge Us 
“ to.” <Aureligs Was moved with Com- 
miferation at the Spettacle, and demanded 
the Advice of his Council what was to be 
done with them. After various Propofals 
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upon this SubjeCt, Eldad the Bifhop rofe up, 
and delivered. his Opinion in theie Words 

“The Gibeonites came voluntarily to the 
** Children of J/rael to defire Mercy, and 
“ they obtained it. And fhall we Chriffians 
“ be worfe than the Fes, in refufing them 
4: Merey ? It is Mercy they beg, and let 
** them have it. The land of Britain, is 
“large, and in many Places uninhabited, 
““ Let us make a Covenant: with chem,.and 
a “ fuffer them at leaft to inhabit the defert 
at “ Places, that they may be our Vaflals for 
| “ ever.’ The King acquiefced in Eldad’s 

Advice, and fuffered thein to partake of his 
Clemency,’ After this Eofa and the reft 
that fled, being encouraged by Oda’s Suc- 
i ce{s, came alfo, and were admitted to the 
Ae fame Favour.. The King therefore granted 
i them the Country bordering upon Scotland, | 
and made a firm Covenant with them:

ms HE Enemies being now. entirely re- 
a duced, the King fummoned the Con. 

me fuls and Princes of the Kingdom together, 
Hit at 
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at Tork, where he gave them Orders for the 
Reftauration of the: Churches, which the 
Saxons had deftroyed. He himfelf under 
took the rebuilding ‘of the Metropolitan 
Church of that City, as alfo the other Ca- 
thedral ‘Churches in that Province. Af- 
ter fifteen Days when he had fettled Work- 
men in feveral Places, he went to Lozdon, 
which City had not efcaped the Fury of the 
Enemy. He beheld the Deftruétion made 
in it with great Sorrow, and recalled the Re- 
mainder of the Citizens from all Parts, and 
began the Reftauration of it. Here he fet- 
tled the Affairs of the whole Kingdom, re- 
vived the Laws, reftored the Right Heirs 
to the Pofleffions of their Anceftors ; and 
thofe Eftates, whereof the Heirs had been 
loft in the late grievous Calamity, he di- 
{tributed among his Fellow Soldiers. And 
in thefe important Concerns, of reftoring 
the Nation to its ancient State, of repairing 
the Churches, of re-eftablifhing Peace and 
Law, and of fectling the Adminiftraticn of 
Juftice, was his Time and Thoughts wholly 
employed. From hence he went to M’zache- 
frer to repair the Ruins of it, as he did of 
other Cities; and when the Work was fi- 
nifhed there, he went, at the Inftance of 
Bifhop Eldad, to the Monaltery near Kger- 
caradoc, now Salisbury, where the Contuls 
and Princes, whom the wicked Hengiit had 
ereacheroully murdered, lay buried. At this

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Place was a Convent ‘that maintained three 
hundred Fryars, being: fituated: upon the 
Mountain of Ambrias, who, as is reported; 
had been the Founder of it.) The fight of 
the Place where the Dead lay, made the 
King, .who was of a compaffionate Temper; 
jhed Years, and at laft enter upon Thoughts, 
what Kind of Monument to erect upomit.

N Order to this, he fummoned: together

commanded them to employ. the urmoit of 
their Art, in contriving fome new Structure, 
for alafting Monument’to thofe great Men. 
But they, out of a Diffidence of their own 
Skill, refufing to undertake it, Dremounus 
Archbifhop of the City of Legtons went, to 
the King, and faid ; ‘ If-any one: living:

In: my Opinion there is not. in-all.your 
Kingdom a Perfon of a brighter Gentus, 
either in prediCting future Events, or, in 
mechanical Contrivances.

** Work you defiga.” Whereupon Azrelius, 
after he had asked a’ great many. Queftions 
concerning him, difpatched away. feveral 
Meflengers into the Countries! to find him 
out,» and bring him..to him. . After. their 
are through feveral Provinces, they 
ound him in the Country of the Gewiffeavs, 
at the Fountain of Galabes, which he fre- 
quently reforred to. As foon as they had 
delivered their Mefiage to him, they con- 
ducted him to the King, who-reeéived him 
with Joy ; and. being curious to hear fome 
of his wonderful Speeches, commanded him 
to Prophefy. Merlin made Antwer ; “ Mi- 
** fteries of this Kind are not to be-reveal- 
ed, but when there is the greateit Ne-

« are Stones of a vaft Magnitude and won- 
« derful Quality ; And if they can be placed

T thefe Words of Merlin, Aureliws burlt 

out into Laughter, and faid ; “ How 

** is tt poffible to remove fuch vaft Stones 
“ from fo diftant a Country, as if Britain 
** was not furnifhed with Stones fit for the 
“Work?” Merlin reply’d ;  -I entreat 
** your Majefty to forbear vain Laughter ; 
* tor what I fay is without Vanity. They 
are myftical Stones, and of a medicinal 
* Virtue. The Giants of old broughr them 
from the fartheft Cdafts of Africa;-and 
* placed them in Ireland, while they inha- 
| * bited 
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“bited, that Country. ‘Their Defign in 
“this was.to.make Baths in them, when a 
“they fhould be taken with any Ilnefs. ne 
“ For their Method was to wafh the Stones, MW 
¢* and put their Sick into the Water, which — | 
sc infallibly. cured them. With, the like 
¢ Succefs they cured Wounds alfo, adding 
“* only the Application of fome Herbs. There 
«< is not a Stone there, which has not fome 
¢ healing Virtue.” When the Britains @ 
heard. this, they refolved to fend for the a 
Stones, and to make War upon the People 
of Ireland, if they fhould offer to detain iF 
them. And.to accomplifh this Bufinefs, |e 
they made choice of Usher Pendragon, who : 
was to be attended with fifteen thoufand 
Men. They chofe alfo Merliz himfelf, by 
whofe Direction the whole Affair was to 
be managed. A Fleet being therefore got 
ready, they fet fail, and with a fair Wind 
arrived in Ireland.

T that Time Gilomaniws, a Youth of 
wonderful Valour, reigned in Ireland ; 

who upon the News of the Arrival of the 
Q 4 Britains 
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Britaims in his Kingdom, levy’d a vaft Ar- 
my, and marched out againft them. And 
when he had learned the Occafion of their 
coming, he filing faid to thofe about him ; 
“No Wonder a cowardly Race of People, 
““ were able to make fo great Devaftations 
“¢ in the Ifland of Britaiz,: when the Britaizs 
*‘ are fuch Brutes and Fools. Was ever 
** the like Folly heard of ? What are the 
“¢ Stones of Ire/and better than thofe of Bri- 
“* tain, that our Kingdom muft’ be put to 
“‘ this Dilturbance tor them? To Arms 
“¢ Soldiers, and defend your Country; while 
* I have Life, they fhall not take from us 
the leaft Stone of the Giants Dance. ” 
Urher feeing them prepared for a Battle, at- 
tacked them ; nor was it long e’er the Bri- 
tains had the Advantage, who having di- 
{perfed and killed the Iri/b, forced Gillomanius 
to fly. After the Victory they went’to the 
Mountain K¢élaraus, and arrived at the 
Structure of Stones, the fight of which filled 
them both with Joy and Admiration.. “And 
while they were all ftanding round them, 
Merlia.came up to them, and faidi:** Now 
** try your Forces, young Men, «and: fee 
“ whether Strength or Art can do more, 
* towards the taking down thefe Stones. ” 
At this Word they all fer to their Engines 
with one Accord, and attempted» the’ re- 
moving of the Giants Dance. Some:prepared 
Cables, others fma]l Ropes, ‘others Ladders 
for 
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for the Work; but all'to. no Purpofe. . Mer- | 
lin laughed at their vain Efforts, and then hia 
began his ownContrivances. At'laft when 
he had placed in Order the Engines that 
were neceffary, he took down the Stones 
with an incredible Facility, and withal gave 
DireCtions for carrying them to the Ships, 
and placing them therein. ‘This done, they 
with Joy fet fail again, to return to Britaiz ; 
where they arrived with a fair Gale, and 
repaired to the Burying-Place with the 
Stones. When Aurelius had Notice of it, me : 
he fent out Meffengers co-all the Parts of f= 
Britaiz, to f{ummon_ the Clergy and People of 
together to the Mount of 4mbrius, in order 
to celebrate with Joy and Honour the 
ereCting of the Monument. Upon this Sum- 
mons appeared the Biihops, Abbots, -and 
People of all other Orders and Qualitics ; 
and upon the Day and Place appointed for ae 
their general Meeting, darelins placed the i 
Crown upon his Head, and with-Royal 
Pomp celebrated the Feaft of Pentecoft, the 
Solemnity whereof he continued the three 
following Days. In the mean Time all 
Places of Honour that were vacant, he be- 
{towed upon his Domefticks, as Rewards 
for their good Services. At that Time were 
the two Metropolitan Sees of York and Le- 
gions vacant ; and with the general Confent 
of the People, whom he was willing to pleafe 
in this choice, he granted York to Sanxo, a 
| Man 
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Man of great Quality, and much celebrated 
for his Piety; and the City of Legions to 
Dubricius, whom Divine Providence had 
pointed out as a moft ufeful Pattor in 
that Place. As foon as he had fettled thefe 
and other Affairs in the Kingdom, he orde- 
red Merlin to fet up the Stones brought over 
from Ireland, about the Sepulchre; which 
he accordingly did, and placed them: in the 
fame Manner as they had been in the Moun- 
tain Kyllaraus, and thereby gave a mani- 
feft Proof of the Prevalence of Art above 
Strength. 


CHAP. XUE 


Pafcentius brigs im the Saxons 
agaist the Britains. 


T the fame Time Pafcentivs the Son 

of Vortegirn, who had fled. over into 
Germany, was Jevying all the Forces of that 
Kingdom againft. Aurelius Ambrofius, with 
a Defign to revenge his Fathers Death ; and 
promifed his Men an immenfe Treafure of 
Gold and Silver, if with their Affiftance he 
could fucceed in reducing Britain, under his 
Power. When he had at laft corrupted all 
the Youth of the Country with his large 
Promufes, he prepared a vaft Fleet, and sig 
rive 
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rived in the Northern Parts of the Hland, 
upon which he began to make great Des 
vaftations. “The King on the other hand, 
upon hearing this News, aflembled his Ar- 
my, and marched againft them, and challen- 
ged the enraged Enemy to a Battle ; which 
hereupon accordingly enfued, and in which 
by the Blefling of God the Enemy was de- 
feated and put to Flight. 


CHAP. ‘XIV. 


Pafcentius bezg affified by the King 
of ireland, again infefis the 
Britains. Aurelius dies by the 
Treachery of Eopa a Saxon. 


ASCENTIVS after this Flight, durft 
not return back to Germany, but fhift- 

ing his Sails went over to Gillomanius in Ire- 
land, by whom he was well received. And 
when he had given him an Account of ‘his 
Misfortune, Gilomanius in Pity to him pro- 
mifed him his Affiftance, and at the fame 
Time vented his Complaint of the Injuries 
done him by Usher, the Brother of Aareliws, 
when he came for the Giants Dance. At 
laft entring into Confederacy together, they 
made ready their Fleet, in which they em- 
barked, and arrived at the City agai 
| 1S 
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This News caufed Uther Pendragon to levy 
his Forces, and march into Cambria to fight 
them. For his Brother. Avrelivs then lay 
fick at Wincheffer, and was not able to go 
himfelf. When Pafcentius, Gillomanins, and 
the Saxons heard of it, they highly rejoiced, 
as flattering themfelves, that his Sicknefs 
would facilitate to them the Conqueft of 
Britain. And while this Occurrence was 
the Subject _of the Peoples Difcourfe, one of 
the Saxons, named Eopa, came to Pafcente- 
us, and faid); “ Whar, Reward will you 
“give the Man, that fhall kill Awrelius 
“¢ Ambrofius for you?” ‘To whom Paféens 
tins anfwered, “ Oh that I could find a Man 
“* of fuch Refolution! I would give him a 
“ thoufand Pounds of Silver, and my 
“ Friendfhip for Life ; and if by good 
“’ Fortune I can but gain the Crown, I 
“ promife. upon Oath to make him:'a 
“Centurion.” To'this Eopa reply’d, I 
“¢ have Jearned the Briti/b Language, and 
“know the Manners of the People, and 
“ have Skill in Phyfick. .1f therefore you 
“ will perform this Promife, I will pretend 
“ Tama Coriftian and a Britaia; and when, 
“asa Phyfician, I fhall be admitted into 
“ the Kings Prefence, J will make -hima 
“Potion that fhall difpacch him. ~ And to 
gain the readier Accefs to him, I will 
“ withal put on the Appearance of a de- 
“yout and learned Monk.” Upon this 
7 Offer 
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Offer Pa/cextivs entred into Covenant with 
him, and confirmed what he had promifed 
with an Oath. Eopa therefore fhaved his 
Beard and Head, and in the Habit of a 
Monk hatfted towards Wainchefter, being 
loaden with Vetlels: full of Medical Prepa- 
rations.. As foon as he arrived there, he 
offered his Service to thofe that) attended 
about the King, and was gracioufly recei- 
ved by them; for to them no Body was 
now more acceptable than a Phy/fician. 
Then being introduced into the Kings Pre- 
fence, he promiled.to reftore him to his 
Health, if he would but take his Potions. 
Upon which he had his Orders forthwith 
to prepare one of them, into which when 
he had. fecretly conveyed a poifonous Mix- 
ture, he gaveit the King. As foonas Az- 
relius had drunk it up, the wicked Ambron 
ordered him prefently to cover himfelf clofe 
up, and fall afleep, that the deteftable Po- 
tion might the better operate. The King 
readily obeyed his. Prefcriptions, and in 
great Hopes of a fpeedy Recovery fell 
afleep. But the Poifon quickly diffufed. it- 
felf through allthe Pores and Veins of his 
Body, fo that upon the Sleep inexorable 
Death enfued... In the mean Time the 
wicked Traytor having flyly withdrawn 
himfelf firft from one and then from ano- 
ther, was no longer to be foynd in the 
Court.

“ Power all thofe Kingdoms shall be fub- 
ject over which the Ray reaches. But 
*¢ the other Ray fignifiesa Daughter,whofe 
“© Sons and Grandions fhall fucceflively en- 
*¢ joy the Kingdom of Britaiz. 


CHAP. XVI. 


Pafcentius gud Gillomanius are fil. 
led in Battle. 


THER, though he doubted of the 

Truth of what Merlin had declared, 
however purfued his March againft the 
Enemy ; for he was now come within half 
a Days March of Menevia. When Giloma- 
nius, Pafcentius, and the Saxons were infor- 
med of his Approach, they went out to 
PIVE 
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give:him Battle. As foon as they were 
come: within Sight of each other, both Ar 
mies began to form themfelves into feveral 
Bodies, and then advanced ‘toa clofe At- 
tack, in which both Sides fuflered a Lofs 
of Men, as it ufually happensin fuch En- 
cagements... At laft towards the Clofe ef 
the Day, the Advantage was on Ushers Side, 
and the Death of .Gilomanius and Pafcentius 
made:an open Way for compleat Victory. 
So that the Barbarians being put. to Flight, 
haftened.to their Ships,; but were flain; by 
their:Purfuers. “Thus by the,Favour of 
Christ;>the General had triumphant Sue- 
cefs,,,and then with all poflible Expedi+ 
tion, after fo great a Fatigue, recurned back 
to Winchefter.... For he had now been infor- 
med, by Meffengers that arrived, of the 
Kings fad Fate, and of his Buriat by the 
Bifhops of the Country, near.the Convent 
of Ambrius, within the Giants Dance, which 
in his Life-Time he, had commanded to be 
made, . For upon hearing the News of his 
Death, the bifhops, Abbots, and all the 
Clergy of that Province, had met together 
at Woenchefler, to folemnize lis Funeral. 
And becaufe in his Life-Time he had given 
Orders for his being buried in the Sepulchre 
which he had prepared, they therefore car- 
ried his Corps thither, and performed his 
Exequies with Royal Magnificence.

B UT Uther his Brother, having affem- 
bled the Clergy of the Kingdom, 
took the Crown, and with an univerfal 
Confent was advanced to the Kingdom.

N the mean Time Oéfa the Son:of Hez-= 
gist, and.his Kinfman Eo/a, feeing they 
were no longer bound by the Treaty, they 
had made with Aurelius Ambrofius, began 
to raife Difturbances agamit the King, and 
infeft his Countries. | for they were now 
joing’ with the Saxozs whom Pafcentias 
had brought over, and fending away Mel- 
fengers into Germany for the reft. Being 
therefore attended with a valt Army, he 
invaded the Northern Provinces, and injan 
outrageous Manner deftroyed all the Cities 
and fortified Places, from Albania to York. 
At laft as he was beginning the Siege of that 
City, Uther Pendragon came upon him with 
the whole Power of the Kingdom, and gave 
him Battle, The Saxons behaved them- 
felves with great Gallantry, and after ha- 
ving fuftained themfelves againit the, AC 
faults of the Britains, forced them to, fly ; 
and upon this Advantage .purfued them 
with Slaughter to the Mountain: Damen, 
which was as long as they could do ip with’ 
Day-Light.. The Mountain wasjigh; and 
had a Hazel-Wood upon the Top oft; and 
about the Middle broken and, cavernous. 
Rocks, which were a Harbour to. wild 
ae Beatts.

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Beafts. The Britains made up to it, and 
ftay’d there all Night among the Rocks 
and Hazel-Bufhes, But as it began to draw 
towards Day, Usher’ commanded the Con- 
fuls and Princes to be called together, that 
he might confult with them in what Man- 
ner toaffaule the Enemy. Whereupon they 
forthwith appeared before the King, who 
commanded them to give their Advice; 
and Gorlow, Duke of Corawal, had Orders 
to deliver his Opinion firft, out of Regard 
to lis Yeats and great Experience. “ There 
“* is no Occafion, fays he, for Ceremonies or 
“Speeches, while we fee the Night yet 
“ continues : But there is for Boldnefs and

*edecure, and’ have no Expectation of our 
* ceming in fucha Manner.” The King 
and all that were prefetit, were pleafed with 
luis Advice, and purfuédiit. For as foon as

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they were armed and placed in their Ranks, 
they make towards the Enemies,Camp, de- 
figning a general Affault. But upon their 
Approach to it, they were difcovered by 
the Watch, who with Sound’ of Trumpet 
awaked their Companions. | “The «Enemies 
being. hereupon put into Confufion and 
Aftonifhment, part of them haften towards 
the Sea, and part ran up and downwhither- 
foever their. Fear or Precipitation drove 
them. . The Britaias, finding their coming 
difcovered, haften their March, and keep- 
ing {till clofe together in their Ranks, in- 
vade the Camp; into which when they had 
found an Entrance, they ran with their 
drawn Swords upon the Enemy.; who in 
this fudden Surprize, made but.a faint De- 
fence againft the others. vigorous and .regu- 
Jar, Attack. So the Britaims puriue this 
Blow with great Eagernefs, , deftroy, fome 
thoufands of the Pagans, take O¢fa and Eo/a 
Prifoners, and entirely difperfe the Saxons.

FTER this Victory Usher repaired 

to the City of Alclad, where he fet- 

tled the Affairs of that Province, and reito- 
red Peace every where. He alfo made ‘a 
Progrefs round all the Countries of the 
Scots, and tamed the Fiercenefs of that re- 
bellious People, by fuch a ftri€t Admini- 
{tration of Juftice, as none of his Predecef- 
fors had exercifed before: So that in’ his 
Time Offenders were every where under 
sreat Terror, fince they were fure of being 
punifhed without Mercy. At laft when he 
had eftablifhed Peace in the Northern Pro- 
vinces, he went to Lovdox, and commanded 
Oda and Eofa to be kept in Prifon there. 
The Eafter following he ordered all the No- 
bility of the Kingdom to mect him at that 
City, inorder to celebrate rhat great Feiti- 
val; in Honour ‘of which he defigned to 
wear his Crown. | The Summons was eve- 
ry where obeyed, and there appeared a 
great Concourfe from all Cities againtt the 
Day. So the King obferved the Fettival 
with great Solemnity, ashe had defigned, 
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and very joyfully entertained his Nobility, 


of whom there was a very great Appear- 
ance with their Wives and Daughters, 
{uitable to the Magnificence of the Banquet 
‘prepared for them. And having been re- 
ceived with Joy by the King, they alfo ex- 
preifed the fame in their Deportment before 
him. Among the reft was prefent Gorlois 
Duke of Cornwal, with his Wife Igerua, the 
greatelt Beauty in all Britain. No fooner 
had the King caft his Eyes upon her among 
the reft of the Ladies, than he fell:paffio- 
nately in Love with her, and little regard- 
ing the reft, made her the Subject of all 
his Thoughts, She was the only Lady that 
he ¢ontinually ferved with frefh Difhes, and 
to whom he fent Golden Cups by his Con- 
hidents ; on her he beftowed all his Smiles, 
and to her addreffed all his merry Difcourfe, 
The Husband difcovering this, fell into a 
wreat Rage, and retired from the Court 
without taking Leave : Nor, was there any 
Body that could ftop him, while he was 
under Fear of lofing the chief Obje€t of his 
Delight. Uther therefore in great, Wrath 
commanded him to return back to Court, 
to make him Satisfaction for this Affront, 
But Gorlois refuled to obey ; upon which

Evening Twilight, and forthwith fignified 
to the Porter, that the Conful was come;

For what Room could there 
be for Sufpicion, when Gorloss himfelf feem- 
éd to’ be there prefent:?. The King 'there- 
fore ftay’d that Night with Jgerza, and had 
the full Enjoyment of her; for fhe was de- 
ceived with the falfe Difguife he had ‘put 
on, and the artful and amorous Difcourfes 
wherewith he entertained her.

his, Men, thinking with fuch a fmall Hand,

were’ juft upon entring the Breaches they 
lad: made in the Walls, and ready to begin 
a general Affaule; when the Saxous, feeing 
the: Advantages the: Britains had gained, and 
now being forced to abate fomewhat: of 
their haughty Pride, .condefcended fo far 
as ro ‘put themfelves into a Pofture of De- 
fence. ‘They therefore mounted the Walls, 
from whence they poured down Showers of 
Arrows, and repulfed the Britains. On both 
Sides this warm Difpute continued till Night 
came on, to releafe them from the Fatigue 
of their Arms, which was what many. of 
the Britaivs defired, though the greater 
Part. of them ‘were for having the Matter 
quickly decided with the Enemy. The

VH E Saxens notwithftanding this De- 
feat, perfifted ftill in their Malice, 

and entring the Northern Provinces, with- 
out Refpite infefted the People there. Ushers 
: full 
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full. Purpofe was to. have purfued them; 
but his Princes difwaded him from it, be- 
caufe his U'nefs was increafed fiftce the 
Victory. This gave new Courage to the 
Enemy, who lett nothing unattempted to 
make Conqueft of the Kingdom. And 
now they have Recourfe to their former 
treacherous Practifes, and contrive how 
to compafs the Kings Death by fecret Vil- 
lany. And becaute they could have no 
Accefs to him otherwife, they refoived to 
take him off by Poifon; in which they fuc- 
ceeded. For while he was lying ill at Ve- 
rolam, they fent°away fome Spies in a 
poor Habit, to learn the State.of the Court: 
And when they had throughly informed 
themfelves of the Pofture of Affairs, they 
found out an Expedient by which they 
might beft accompliih their Villany. For 
there was ‘near the Court a Spring of 
very clear Water, which the King ufed 
to drink of, when his Dittemper had made 
all other Liquors naufeous to him. This

the Nobility from feveral Provin- 
ces affembled together at Cilceftre, 
. and propofed to Dubricius Arch- 
bifhop of Legzons, that he fhould confecrate 
Arthur, “thers Son, for their King. For 
they were now under great Straits, be- 
caule upon hearing of the Kings Death, the

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Saxons/had invited over their Countrymen 
from Germany, and under the Command of 
Colgrin, were attempting ‘to ‘rout out the 
whole Brit/b Race, ‘They had alfo entirely 
fubdued all that Part of thé Ifland which 
extends from the Humber, to. the Sea of 
Cathnefs. Dubricius therefore grieving for 
the Calamities of his: Country,, did in Con- 
junction with the other Bifhops. fet the 
Crown upon Yrthars Head.> Arthur: was 
then fifteen Years old, but a Youth of fuch 
unparallelled Courage and Generofity, join. 
ed with that Sweetnefs of Temper and in- 
nate Goodnefs, as gained him an univerfal 
Love. . When his Coronation was over;>he 
according to ufual Cuftom fhew’d his Bounty 
and Munificence to the People.’ “And fuch 
a Number of Soldiers flockedto him upon 
it, that his Treafury was not able to anfwer 
that valt Expence. But fuch a Spirit: of 
Gencrofity, joined with Valour, can never 
long want Means to fupport itfelf.: Arthur 
therefore the better co keep up his Munifi- 
cence, refolved to make ule of his Courage, 
and to fall upon the Saxons, that he might 
tarich his Followers with their Wealth.

Notwith- 
ftanding the Victory fell to Arthur, who 
purfued Colgriz to York, and there befieged 
him. Baldu/phb upon the News of his Bro- 
thers Flight, went towards the Siege with 
a Body of fix thoufand Men, to his Relict: 
For atthe Time of the Battle he was upoa 
the Sea-Coalt, waiting the Arrival of Duke 
Cheldvic with Succours trom Germany. And 
being now no more than ten Miles diltant 
from the City, his Purpofe was to make a 
fpeedy March in the Night-Time, and fall 
upon the Enemy by Way of Surprize. But 
Arthar having Intelligence ot his Defign, 
fent out a Detachment of fixhundred Horfe, 
and three thouland Foot, under the Com- 
mand of Cador Duke ot Cormra/, to meet 
him the fame Night. €’ador therefore fal- 
ling into the fame Road along which the 
Enemy waspafling, madea fudden Adfaule 
upon them, and entirely defeated the Sax- 
ons, and purthem to Flight. Baldualph was 
exceflively grieved ac this Difappointment 
in the Relief he intended his Brother, and 
began to think of fome other Stratagem to 
gain AccelS to him; in which if he could 
but fucceed, he thought they might concert 
Meafures together tor their Safery.

Whi Arthur fecing this, commanded. the Trees 
that were in that Part of the, Wood to be 
| cut down, and the Trunks tosbe placed 
a Hie | th quite round them, fo as to hinder their get= 
aa ting out ; as refolving to keep them a. up 
ae kere 
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here till he could reduce them by Famine. 
Which done, he commanded his ‘Troops to 
befiege the Wood, and continued three 
Days in that, Place. «The Saxons having 
now no Provifions to fuftain them, and: be- 
ing juft ready to ftarve with Hunger, beg- 
ged for Leave to goout; in Coafideration 
whereof they offered to leave ali their Gold 
and Silver behind them, and return back to 
Germany with nothing but their empty Ships. 
They promifed alfo that they would pay 
him Tribute from Germany, and leave Hoita- 
ges with him. Arthur after Confultation 
about it, granted their Petition; allowing 
them only Leave to depart, and retaining 
all their Treafures, as alfo Hoftages for 
Payment of the Tribute. But as they were 
under Sail in their Return Home, they re- 
pented of their Bargain, and fo tacked a- 
bout to make again towards britain, and 
went on Shore at Totvze/s. And no fooner 
were they landed, than they madean ut- 
ter Devaftation of the Country as far as 
the Severn Sea, and put all the Peafants to 
the Sword. From thence they purfued 
their furious March to the Town of Badoz, 
and laid Siege to it. When the King had 
Intelligence of it, he was beyond Meafure 
{urprized at their heinous Proceedings, and 
immediately gave Orders for the Execution 
of the Hoftages. And defilting from an 
Attempt he had entred upon to reduce the 
| Scots 
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Scots and Pits, he marched with the utmof 
Expedition to raife the Siege ; but laboured 
under very great Difliculties, becaufe he had 
left his Nephew Hoel fick at Alclud. At 
length having entred the Province of So- 
merfet, and beheld how the Siege was car- 
ried on, he addreffed himfelf to his Follow- 
ers in thefe Words; “ Since thefe moft im->- 
“ pious and deteftable Saxoys, have difdain- 
ed to keep Faith with me, I, to keep 
Faith with God, will endeavour to re+ 
venge the Blood of my Countrymen this 
"* Day uponthem. To Arms, Soldiers, to 
Arms, and courageoufly fall upon thefe 
* perfidious Wretches ; over whom we 
“ fhall, with Chris afifting us, undoubt- 
“ edly obtain the Victory. 


CHAP. IV. 


Dubrictus’s Speech against the trea: 
cherous Saxons, Arthur with hz 
own Hand kills fouv hundred and 
feventy Saxons mm one Battle. 
Colgrin and Baldulph are killed 
a2 the fame. 


HEN he had done fpeaking, St. Dz- 
bricius Archbifhop of Lezions, get- 
ting upon the Top ofa Hill, cry’d out with a 
loud 


loud Voice ; “ You that have the Honour 
* to profefs the Chriftian Faith, keep fixed 
* in your Minds the Piety you owe your 
“* Country and Fellow Subjects, whofe Suf- 
*“ ferings by the Treachery of the Pagans, 


“ will be an everlafting Reproach to you, 


* if you do not couragioufly defend them. 
*Tis your Country you fight for, and for 
* which you fhould when required volun- 
“* tarily fuffer Death; For that itfeif is Victo- 
ry, and the Cure of the Soul. For he 
that fhall die for his Brethren, -offers him- 
“¢ felf a living Sacrifice to God, and has 
* Chrift for his Example, who condefcend- 
* to lay down his Life for his Brethren. If 
therefore any of you fhall be kiled in this 
* War, that Death itfelf which is fuffered 
in {fo glorious a Caufe, fhall be to him 
“‘ for Penance and Abfolution of all his 
“ Sins. ” At thefe Words, ali of them, 
encouraged with the Benediction of the holy 
Prelate, inftantly armed themfelves, and 
prepared to obey his Orders. Alfo; Arthur 
himfelf having put on a Coat of Mail fuita- 
ble to the Grandeur of fo potent a King, 
fits his golden Helmet upon his Head, on 
which was engraven the Figure of a Dragon; 
and on hisShoulders hisShield called Priwex; 
upon which the Picture of the blefled Mary 
Mother of God being drawn, put him free 
quently in Mind of her. Then girding on 
his Calzbarn, which was an excellent net 
made 
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made in the Hle of Avalon, he graced his 
right Hand with his Lance, named Roz, 
which was hard, broad, and fit for Slaugh- 
ter. After this having placed his Men in 
Order, he boldly attacked the Saxons, who 
were drawn out Wedge-wife, as their Man- 
ner was. And they, notwithitanding that 
the Britains fought with great Eagernefs, 
made a noble Defence all that Day; but at 
length towards Sun-fetting, climb’d up to 
the next Mountain, which: ferved them 
for a Camp: For they defired no larger 
Extent of Ground, fince they confided ver 

much in their Numbers. The next Morn- 
ing Arthar with his Army goes up the 
Mountain, but loft many of his Men in the 
Afcent, by the Advantage the Saxons had 
in their Station on the Top, from whence 
they could pour down upon him with much 
greater {peed, than he was able to advance 
againit them. Notwithftanding after a ve- 
ry hard ftrugele the Britains gain the Sum- 
mit of the Hill, and quickly come toa dlofe 
Engagement with the Enemy, who again 
gave them a warm Reception, and made a 
very vigorous Defence. In this Manner 
Was a great Part of that Day alfo {pent ; at 
which Arthur, provoked to fee the little 
Advantage he had yet gained, and’ that 
Victory {till continued in fufpence, «drew 
out his Caliburn, and calling upon the Name 
of the blefled Virgin, rufhed forward! with 
great

sreat Violence into the thickeft of the Ene- 
mies Ranks; of whom (fuch was the Me- 
rit of his Prayers, ) not one efcaped alive 
that felt the Pury of his Sword; neither did 
he give over the Fury of the Affault, before 
he had with his Ca/zburn alone killed four 
hundred and feventy Men. The Britains 
feeing this, follow their Leader in great 
Crowds, and make Slaughter on all Sides; 
fo that Colgrin and Baldulph his Brother, and 
many thoufands more fell before them. But 
Cheldrie, upon this imminent Danger of his 
Men, betook himfelf to Flight.

| HE Vidory being thus gained, the 

King commanded Cador Duke of 
Corawal to purfue them, while he himfelf 
would haften his. March into Albania ; from 
whence he’ had. Advice, that the Scots and 
Pitts were betieging Alclud, in which, as 
we faid before, Hoel lay fick. Therefore 
he haftened to his Affiftance, for Fear he 
might fall into the Hands of the Barbarians. 
In the mean Time the Duke of mi at 
who 
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who had the Command of ten thoufand 
Men, would not as yet purfue the Saxons 
in their Flight, but fpeedily made himfelf 
Mafter of their Ships, to hinder their get~ 
ting on board them, and manned them with 
his’ beft Soldiers, who were to beat back 
the Pagans in Cafe they fhould fly to them: 
This done, ‘he according, to Arthurs Coms 
mand, haftily purfued the Enemy, and al- 
lowed no Quarter to thofe he could over- 
take. So that they whofe Behaviour be- 
fore was fo cruel and infolent, do now 
With timorous Hearts fly for Shelter, fome- 
times to.the Coverts. of the Woods, fome- 
times to Mountains and Caves, to prolong 
a wretched Life. At laft when.none of thefe 
Places could afford them a fafe Retreat, 
they enter the Ifle, of Thavet with their 
broken Forces; but neither do they‘ there 
get free from the Duke of Cormwals Purfuit; 
who {till continued’ the Slaughter of them, 
and gave them no Refpite till he had killed 
Cheldric, and taken Hoftages for the Sur 
tender of the reft.

Arthur grants a Pardon to the Scots 
and Picts, befieged at the Lake 
Lumond, 


AVING therefore fettled Peace 

here, he directed his March to - 
clud, which Arther had relieved from the 
‘Oppreffion of Barbarians, and from thence 
conducted his Army to Mureif, where the 
Scots and Piéts were befieged ; who after 
three feveral Battles with the King and his 
‘Nephew, had fled as far as this Province, 
and entring upon the Lake Lamond, fought 
for Refuge in the Iflands that are upon it. 
This Lake contains ‘fixty Iflands, and re- 
ceives fixty Rivers into it, which empty 
themfelves into the Sea by no more than 
one Mouth. Equal to the Number of the 
Iflands, is that of the Rocks in them, as 
alfo of the Eagles Nefts in thofe Rocks, who 
flocked together there every Year, and by 
the loud and general Noife they made, 
foreboded’ fome remarkable Event that 
fhould happen in the Kingdom. To thefe 
Iflands thereiore had the Enemy fled, think- 
ing the Lake would ferve them inftead of a 
Fortification, but it proved of little Advan- 
tage tothem. For Arthar having got to- 
gether 
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gether a Fleet, failed round the Rivers, and 
befieged the Enemy fifteen Days together, 
by which they were fo ftraitned with Hun- 
eer, that they died by thoufands. While he 
was infefting them in this Manner, Gailla- 
murius King of Ireland, came up in a Fleet 
with avery great Army of Barbarians, in 
order to relieve the Befieged. ‘This obliged 
Arthur to raife the Stege, and turn his Arms 
againft the Irifb, whom he flew without 
Mercy, and compelled the reft to return 
back to their Country. After this Victory, 
he proceeded in his firft Attempt, which 
was to extirpate the whole Race of the 
Scots and Picts, and treated them with ah 
unparallelled Severity. And as he allow’d 
Quarter to none he found, therefore the 
Bifhops of that miferable Country, with all 
the inferior Clergy, met together, and 
bearing the Reliques of the Saints, and other 
Confecrated Things of the Church. before 
them, bare-footed, they went to implore 
the Kings Mercy for their People. As foon 
as they were admitted into his Prefence, 
they fell down upon their Knees, and hum- 
bly befought him to have Pity on their di- 
ftreffed Country, fince the Sufferings he had 
already made it undergo, were fufficient ; 
nor was there any Neceffity to cut off the 
{mall Remainder to a Man; and that he 
would allowthem the Enjoyment of a fmall 
Part of the Country, fince they were ad 
ing 
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ling to 7 the Yoke he should pee fipon 
them. ‘The King was moved at the Man- 
ner of their delivering this Petition, and 
could not forbear exprefling his Clemency 
tothem with Tears; and atthe Requelt of 


thofe Holy Men, granted them Pardon. 
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Arthur relates the wonderful Na- 
ture of fome Ponds. 


HIS Affair being concluded, Hoel 

had the Curiofity to view the Situa- 

tion of the Lake, and wondred to find the 
Number of the Rivers, Iflands, Rocks, and 
Eagles Nefts, fo exactly corte{pond : “And 
while he was refleting upon it as fomething 
that appeared miraculous, Arthur came to 
him, and told him of another Pond in the 
fame Province, which was yet more won- 
derful. For not far from thence was ene 
whofe Length and Breadth were each 
twenty Foot, and Depth five Foot. But 
whether its fquare Figure was Natural or 
Artificial, the Thing that was admirable in 
it, was the four diferent Sorts of Fifhesin 
the four feveral Corners of it, none of which 
were ever found in any other Part, of the 
Pond but their own.

In the mean Time, if 
all the People of that Country fhould ftand 
near with their Faces towards it, and hap- 
pen to have their Clothes fprinkled with 
the dafhing of the Waves, they would hard- 
ly, if at all, efcape being fwallowed up of 
the Pond. But with their Backs towards 
it, they need not fear being dafhed, though 
they {tood upon the very Banks. 


CHAP. VIIL 


Arthur reflores York to its -an- 
cient Beauty, efpecially. as. to its 
Churches. 


‘HE King after his general Pardon 
granted to the Scots, went to York to 
celebrate the Featt of Chrifts Nativity, which 
was now at Hand. Athisentring the City, 
he beheld with Grief the Defolation of the 
Churches ; 
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Churches; for upon the Expulfion of the ie 
Holy Archbithop Sazxo, and of all the Cler- he 
py there, the Temples which were half ) 
burnt down, had no longer Divine Service 
performed in them: So much had the im- 
pious Rage of the Pagans prevailed. After 
this, in an Affembly which he called of the 
Clergy and People, he appointed Pyramus 
his Chaplain Metropolitan of that See. The 
Churches that lay level with the Ground, a 
he rebuilt, and which was their chief Orna- a 
ment, faw them filled with Affemblies of 3 
devout Perfons of both Sexes. Alfo the 
Nobility that were driven out by the Diftur- 
bances of the Szxons, he reftored to the Ho- 
nours of their Country.

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hein miferably difper! fed and routed » quicl c- 
ly fled to fuch Places as lay open to them 
for fhelter.'’ Guillamarius alfo in a fhort 
Time was taken Prifoner, and forced to 
fubmit; as were alfoall the other Princes of 
the Country after the Kings Example, be- 
ing under great Confternation for what is 
happened. After an entire Conquelt of all 
the Parts of Ireland, he made a Voyage 
with his Fleet to J/e oland, which he alfo fub- 
dued. And nowa Rumour {preading over 
the reft of the Iflands, that no Country was 
able to withftand him, Doldaviws King of 
Godland, and Gunfafins } King of the Orkney, 
came voluntarily, and made their Submilli- 
on, with a Promife of paying ‘Tribute. 
Then as foon as Winter was over, he re- 
turned back to Britain, where eftabli fhing 
thé Kingdom in a firm State of Peace, he 
refided in it for twelve Years together.

a) PER this, having invited over to 

a all Pétons Whar ibever that were 
Famous for Valour in Foreign Nations, he 
began'''to augment the Number of ‘his 
r3 Domefticks, 
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Domefticks, and introduced fuch Politenefs 
into his Court, as People of the remoteft 
Countries thought worthy their Imitation. 
So that there was not a Nobleman who 
thought himfelf of any. Confideration, un- 
lefs his Clothes and Arms were made in 
the fame Fafhionasthofe of Arthurs K nights. 
At length the Fame of his Munificence and 
Valour {preading over the whole World, 
he. became a Terror to the Kings of other 
Countries, who grievoufly feared. the. Lofs 
of their Dominions, if he fhould make any 
Attempt upon them. Being much perplex- 
ed with thefe anxious Cares, they repaired 
their Cities and Towers, and built Towns 
in convenient Places, the better to. fortify 
themfelves again{t any Enterprizeof Arthur, 
when Occafion fhould require. , Arthur up- 
on Information of the Difpofitions they were 
making, was delighted to find how much 
they itood in Awe of him, and formed a 
Defign for the Conqueft of all Ear: pe. Then 
having prepared his Fleet, the firft Place 
he attempted was Norway, that he might 
procure the Crown of it tor Lot his Sifters 
Husband. This Lot was the Nephew of 
sécheliz, King of the Norwegians, who be- 
ing then dead, had appointed him his Suc- 
ceffor inthe Kingdom. Butthe Norwegians 
difdaining to receive him, had advanced one 
Riculf to the Sovereignty, and having forti- 
hed their Cities, thought they were able to 
| oppole 
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oppofe Arthur. Walgan the Son of Lot, was 
then a’ Youth twelve Years old, and was 
recommended by his Unkle to the Service 
of Pope Suplicéus, from whom he received 
Arms. Butto return to the Story ; as foon 
as Arthar arrived at the-Coalt of Norway, 
King Ricalf attended with the whole Power 
of that Kingdom met him, and gave him 
Battle, in which after a great Lofs of Blood 
on hoth Sides, the Britams at length had 
the Advantage, who making a vigorous 
Puth, killed Réice/f and many others with 
him. | Having thus defeated them, they fet 
the Cities on Fire, difperfed the Country 
People, and purfued the Vittory till they 
had reduced all Norway, as alfo' Dacia, un- 
der the Dominion: of Arthar. After the 
Conqueft of thefe Countries, and Eftablifh- 
ment of Lot upon the Throne of Norway, 
Arthur made a Voyage to Gaal, and divi- 
ding his Army into feveral Bodies, began to 
lay wafte that Country on all Sides. The 
Province of Gaal was then committed to 
Flollo, a Roman Tribune, who held the Go- 
vernment of it under the Emperor Leo, 
Upon Intelligence of Arthurs coming, he 
raifed all the Forces that were under his 
Command, and made War againift him, 
but withouc Succefs. For Arthur was at- 
tended with the Youth of all the Iflands he 
had fubdued ; for which Reafon he was re- 
ported tohave fuch an Army as was thought 

4 invincible. 
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invincible. _And even the gréater Part of 
the Galiican Army, being encouraged by his 
Bounty, came over to his Service... There- 
fore Flollo feeing the Difadvantages he lay 
under, left his Camp, and fled witha fmall 
Number to Pars. ‘There having recruited 
his Army, he fortified the City, and refol- 
ved. to {tand another Engagement with Ar- 
ther. But while he was thinking of ftrength- 
ning himfelf with Auxiliary Forces in the 
neighbouring Countries, Arthxr came upon 
him unawares, and befieged him: in’ the 
City. A Month was now palit, when Flollo 
with Grief obferving his People perifh with 
Hunger, fent a Meflage to Arthur, that they 
two alone jhould decide the Conteit for 
the Kingdom ina Duel: Forbeing a Perfon 
of great Stature, Boldnefs and Courage, he 
gave this Challenge in great Confidence of 
succels. Arthur was extreamly pleafed at 
Flollo’s Propofal, and fent him Word back 
again, that he would give him the Meeting 
he defired. A Treaty therefore being ‘on 
borh Sides agreed to, they met together 
in the Ifland without the City, where the 
People waited to fee the Event. They 
were both gracefully Armed, and mounted 
on admirable fwift Horfes ; and it»was hard 
to tell which gave greater Hopes of Victory. 
When they had prefented themfelvesagain{t 
each other with their Lances bore aloft, 
they forthwith put Spurs to their aber 
anc 
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and began.a fierce Encounter. But Arthur 
who handled his Lance more warily, {truck 
it into the upper Part of F/ollo’s Breaft, and 
avuiding his Weapon, with all his Might 
laid him proftrate upon the Ground, and 
was jult going to difpatch him with his 
drawn Sword. But Flo/o fiarting up ona 
fudden, met. him with his Lance couched, 
wherewith he mortally {tabbed the Breaft 
of Arthurs Horfe, and caufed both him and 
his Rider to fall. The Britains when they 
faw their King lying proftrate on the Ground, 
fearing he was killed, could hardly be re- 
{trained from Breach of Covenant, and fal- 
ling with one Confent upon the Gaals... But 
juft as they were upon rufhing into the 
Lifts, Arthur haflily got up, and guarding 
himfelf with his Shield, advanced. with 
Speed againft Flo%o. And now they renew 
the Affault with great Rage, being eagerly 
bent upon one anothers Deftruction. At 
length Flollo watching his Advantage, gave 
Arthar a Blow upon the Forehead, which 
might have proved mortal, had he not 
blunted the Edge of his Weapon, by {ftri- 
king it againft the Helmet. When Arthur 
faw his Coat of Mailand Shield all red with 
the Blood gufhing out, he was inflamed 
with. ftill greater Rage, and lifting up his 
Caliburn with his utmott Strength, itruck it 
quite through the Helmet into Flo#o’s Head, 
in which he made a terrible Gafh. With 
this 
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this Wound F/olo fell down, beat the Ground 
with his Spurs, and expired. As foon as 
this was noifed through the Army, the Ci- 
tizens ran together, and opening the Gates; 
furrendred the City to Arthar. After the 
Victory, he divided his Army into two 
Parts, one of which he committed to the 
Condu&t of Hoel, whom he ordered to 
march againft Gwitard, Commander of the 
Pittavians ; while he with the other Part 
fhould endeavour to reduce the other Pro- 
vinces. Hoel upon this entred Aguitain, 
pofleffed himfelf of the Cities of that Couns 
try, and after diftrefling Gaétard in feveral 
Battles, forced him to furrender. Healfo 
deftroy’d Gafcony with Fire and Sword, and 
fubdued the Princes of it. At the End-of 
nine Years, in which Time all the Parts of 
Gaal were entirely reduced, Arthur return- 
ed back to Pars, where he kept his Court, 
and calling an Affembly of the Clergy and 
People, fettled Peace and Adminiftration of 
the Laws in that Kingdom, Then he be- 
{towed Newftria, now called Normandy, ups 
on Bedver his Butler ; the Province of Ande- 
gavia upon Caius his Sewer, and feveral other 
Provinces upon his great Men that attended 
him. Thus having fettled the Peace of the. 
Cities and Countries there, he returned back 
in the Beginning of the Spring to: Britaim. 
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Arthur fummions a great many Kings, 
Princes, Archbifbops, &c. to a 


Solemn Affembly at the City of 
Legions. 


PON the Approach of the Feait of 

Pentecoft, Arthur, the better to de- 
monftrate his Joy after fuch triumphant 
Succefs, and for the more folemn Obferva- 
tion of that Feftival, and reconciling the 
Minds of the Princes that were now fubje& 
to him, refolved during that Seafon, to hold 
a magnificent Court, to place the Crown 
upon his Head, and to invite all the Kings 
and Dukes under his SubjeCtion, to the So- 
lemnity. And when he had communica- 
ted his Defign to his familiar Friends, he 
pitched upon the City of Legzous as a proper 
Place for his Purpofe. or befides the great 
Wealth of it above the other Cities, its Si- 
tuation, which was in GlamorganfbiP?e upon 
the River Uske near the Severn Sea, was 
moft pleafant, and fit for fo great a Solem- 
nity. For on one Side it was wafhed by 
that noble River, fo that the Kings and 
Princes from the Countries beyond the Seas, 
might have the Convenience of failing up 
to it, On the other Side the Beauty of the 
Meadows

Meadows and Groves, and Magnificence of 
the Royal Palaces with lofty gilded Roofs 
that adorned it, made it even rival the Gran- 
deur of Rome. It was alfo famous for two 
Churches, whereof one was built in Honour 
of the Martyr Fulims, and adorned witha 
Choir of Virgins, who had devoted them- 
felves wholly 4% the Service of God ; but 
the other, which was founded in Memory 
of St. Aaron hisCompanion, and maintain- 
ed a Convent of Canons, was the third 
Metropolitan Church of Britain. Befides 
there was ‘a College of two hundred Philo- 
fophers, who being learned in Aftronomy 
and the other Arts, were diligent in obfer- 
ving the Courfes of the Stars, and gave d7- 
thar true Predictions of the Evénts: that 
would happen at that Time. In this Place 
therefore affording fuch Plenty of Delights, 
were Preparations made for the: éenfuing 
Feftival. ‘Then Ambaffadors were fent a- 
way into feveral Kingdoms, to invite’ to 
Court the Princes both of Gag/ and all the 
adjacent Iflands. Accordingly there’ came 
Augufel King of Albania, now Scotland ; Urian 
King of Mureif,; Cadwallo Lewirh King of 
the Venedotians, now called the North-Wales 
Men; Sater King of the Demetians , or 
South-Wales Men ; Cador King of Corawal; 
alfo the Archbifhops of the three Metropo- 
licran Sees, Loudon, York, and Dubricius of 
the City of Legtoss, ‘This Prelate, who 
was 
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was Primate of Brwain, and Legate of the 
Apoftolical See, was fo eminent for his Piety, 
that by his Prayers he could cure any fick 
Perfon. There came alfo the Confuls of the 
principal Cities, wiz. Morvid Conful of 
Glocefter, Mauron of Worcefter, Anaraut of 
Salisbury, Arthgal of Cargueit or Warguit, 
Fugein of Letcefter, Curfalen of Kgicefter, 
Kunmare Duke of Dorobernia, Galluc of Sa- 
lisbury, Urgennius of Badon, fonathal of Dor- 
chefter, Bofo of Ridoc, that is, Oxford. Be- 
fides the Confuls, came the following Wor- 
thies of no lefs Dignity ; Danaut, Map papo; 
Cheneus, Map coil; Peredur, Mab eriaur ; 
Guiful, Map Nogoit; Regin, Map claut ; 
Eddelein, Map cledauc, Kjncer, Mad bagan ; 
Kimmare;, Gorboroniam, Map goit ; Clofaut, 
Rupmaneton ; Kimbelim, Map trunat ; Cath- 
lews, Mapcatel ; Kinlich, Map weton; and 
many others too tedious to enumerate. From 
the adjacent [lands came Guillamurius King 
of Ireland, Malvafius King of I/eland, Dolda- 
vius King of Godland, Gunfafius King of the 
Orkneys, Lot King of Norway, Afchilliws King 
of the Dacians, From the Parts beyond the 
Seas, came Holdin King of Ruteni, Leodega- 
yiws Conful of Bolowia, Bedver the Butler 
Duke of Normandy, Borellus of Cenomania, 
Caius the Sewer Duke of Andegavia, Guitard 
of Pictavia; alfo the rwelve Peers of Gaal, 
whom Gaerinus Carnoten(is brought along 
with him: Hoe Duke of the Armorican Brt- 
| tains, 
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tains, and his Nobility, who came with 
fuch a Train of Mules, Horfes, and rich 
Furniture, asis hard to defcribe. Befides 
thefe, there remained no Prince of any Con- 
fideration on this Side of Spain, who came 
not upon this Invitation, And no Wonder, 
when Arthurs Munificence, which was ce- 
lebrated over the whole World, made him 
beloved by all People. | 


CHAP. XH 


A Defcription of the Royal Pomp at 
the Coronatzon of Arthur. 


HEN all were affembled together 

in the City, upon the Day of the 
Solemnity the Archbifhops were conducted 
to the Palace, in Order to place the Crown 
upon the Kings Head. Theretore Dubricius, 
in Regard the Court was kept in his Diocefs, 
made himielf ready to celebrate the Office, 
and undertook the Ordering of whatever 
related to it. As foon as the King was in- 
vefted with his royal Habiliments, he was 
conducted in great Pomp to the Metropoli- 
tan Church, being fupported on each Side 
by two Archbifhops, and having four Kings, 
viz. of Albania, Coruwal, Demetia, and Ve- 
nedotia, whole Right it was, bearing four 
Golden 
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Golden Swords before him. He was alfo 
attended with a Confort. of all forts of Mu- 
fick, which made moft excellent Harmony. 
From another Part was the Queen, being 
dreffed out in her richeft Ornaments, con- 
ducted by the Archbifhops and Bifhops. to 
the Temple of Virgins ; the four Queens 
alfo of the Kings laft mentioned, bearing 
before her four white Doves according to 
ancient Cultoim ; and after her there fol- 
lowed a Retinue of Women, giving all ima- 
ginable Demonftrations of Joy. When the 
whole Proceffion was ended, fo tranfporting 
was the Harmony of the mufical Inftru- 
ments:and Voices, whereof there was a vatt 
variety in both Churches, that the Knights 
who attended were in Sufpence which to 
prefer, and therefore crowded from the.one 
to the other by Turns, and were far from 
being tired with theSolemnity, though the 
whole Day had been {pent init. At laft 
when Divine Service was over at both 
Churches, the King and Queen put off their 
Crowns, and putting on their lighter Or- 
naments, go to the Banquet ; he to one 
Palace with the Men, and fhe to another 
with the Women. For the Britains ftill 
obferving the ancient Cuftom of Troy, the 
Men and Women ufed to celebrate their 
Fettivals apart. When they had al] taken 
their Seats according to their Precedence, 
Caius the Sewer, in rich Robes of Ermine, 
with 
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with a thoufand young Noblemen, all in 
like manner clothed with Ermine, ferved up 
the Difhes. From another Part, Bedver 
the Butler was followed with the fame Num- 
ber of Attendants, in Variety of Habits, 
who waited with’ all Kinds of Cups and 
drinking Veflels. In the Queens Palace 
were innumerable Waiters, dreffed with 
Variety of Ornaments, all performing their 
refpective Offices; which if I fhould deferibe 
particularly, I fhould draw out the Hiftory 
to a tedious Length. For at that Time 
Britain was. arrived to fuch a Pitch of 
Grandeur, that whether we refpect its Af- 
fluence of Riches, Luxury-of Ornaments, 
or Politenefs of Inhabitants, it far furpaffed 
all other Kingdoms. ‘The Knights in it that 
were famous for Feats of Chivalry, wore 
their Clothes and Arms all. of the fame 
Colour and Fafhion: And the Women alfo 
no lefs celebrated for their Wit, wore. all 
the fame Kind of Apparel; and efteemed 
none worthy of their Love, but fuch as 
had given a Proof of their. Valour in three 
feveral Battles. Thus was the Valour of 
the Men an Encouragement for the Wo- 
mens Chaftity, and the Love of the Wo- 
mena Spur to the Soldiers Bravery. 
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After a Variety of Sports at the 
Coronation, Arthur moft amply 
vewards his Servants. 


S foon as the Banquets weré over, they 
went into the Fields without the 

City, to divert themfelves with various 
Kinds of Sports, “The military Men com- 
pofed a Kind of Diverfion in Imitation of a 
Fight on Horfeback ; and the Ladies being 
placed on the Top of the Walls as Specta- 
tors, in a fportive Manner darted their 
amorous Glances at the Courtiers, the more 
to encourage them. Others {pent the Re- 
mainder of the Day in other Diverfions, as 
fhooting with Bows and Arrows, toiling 
the Pike, cafting of heavy Stones and Rocks, 
Playing at Dice and the like, and all thefe 
inoHenfively and without quarrelling. Who- 
ever gained the Victory in any of thefe 
Sports, was rewarded with a rich Prize by 
Arthar. Yn this Manner were the firft three 
Days fpent, and on the fourch all that upon 
Account of their Titles, bore any Kind of 
Office at this Soleranity, were called toge- 
ther to receive Honours and Preferments in 
Reward of their Services, and to fill up the 
Vacancies in the Governments of Cittes and 
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Caftles, Archbifhopricks, Bifhopricks, Ab- 
beys, and other Pofts of Honour.

his Doctrine ‘he taught. ‘In the’ Place ‘of 
St. Samfon Archbifhop of Dole, was appoint- 
ed Chelianus a famous Prieft of Landaff, with 
the Confent of Hoel King of the Armorican 
Britains, this Perfon being highly recom- 
mended for his good Life and Character. 
The Bifhoprick ot Si/ceffre was conferred up- 
on Mauganius, that of Winehefter upon Dava- 
wivs, and that of Alclad upon ‘Eledanius. 
While he was difpofing of thefe Prefer- 
ments among them, it happened that twelve 

4en of an advanced Age, and venerable 
Afpect, and bearing Olive Branches in their 
bbe Right 
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Right Hands, for a Token that they were 
come upon an Embaffy, made their Entry 
to the King, moving towards him.with a 
flow Pace, and fpeaking with a loft Voice ; 
and after their Complements paid, prefent- 
ed him witha Letter from Lacivs ‘[iberius, 
in thefe Words. 


Lucius, Procurator of the Common- 
wealth, to <Arthar King of Britain, ac- 
“ cording to his Defert. “Che Infolence of 
“ your Tyranny is what fills me with the 
“¢ higheft Admiration); and the Injuries you 
« have done to Rome, {till increafe ymy 
“ Wonder. But it is provoking to reflect, 
““ that you are grown {o much above your- 
“* iclf, as wilfully toavoid feeing this; nor 
“ do you confider what it is to have offend- 
“ ed by unjuft Deeds a Senate, to. whom 
“¢ you cannot be ignorant the whole World 
“ owes Vaflalage.. Forthe Tribute of Bri- 
** tain, which the Senate had enjoined you 
‘ ta pay, and which uled to be paid to the

As, foonas the Letter was read in the Pre- 
fence of the Kingsand Confuls, Arthar with- 
drew with them into the Giants Tower, 
which was at the Entrance of the Palace, 
to treat of fuch an Anfwer as was fit to be 
returned to fuch aninfolent Meffage. As they 
were going up the Stairs, Cador Duke of 
Corawal, who was a Man of a merry Dil- 
pofition, faid to the King in a jocofe Man- 
ner; ‘* I have been till now under Fear, left 
“< the eafy Life the Britains lead, by enjoy- 
** ing along Peace, might make them Cow- 
“ards, and extinguith the Fame of their 
“ Gallantry, .by which they have raifed 
“‘ their Name aboveall other Nations. For

feen at a Diftance. He difcovered alfo a 
Grave newly made, and an old Woman 
weeping and, howling by it ;. who at the 
Sight of him inftantly cry’d out in Words 
interrupted with Sighs; ‘* O unhappy Man, 
“ what Misfortune brings you to this Place! 
“ O the inexpreflible Lortures of Death 

$f rhat you muftfuffer } I pity you, I pity 
“ you, becaufe the deteftable Montter will 

ith Night deftroy the Flower of your 

“¢ Youth. For that moft wicked and odi- 

** ousGiant, who brought the Dukes Neice, 

“ whom I have juft now buried here, and 

“ me. her Nurfe along with her into this 

« Mountain, will come and immediately 
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“murder you in a molt cruel Manner.” O 
“deplorable Fate !’ This moft ‘illuftrious 
“ Princefs, finking under the Fear her ten- 
“der Heart conceived, while the foul’ Mon- 
** fter would have embraced her, fainted 
“away and expired) And when he could 
“not fatiate his brutifh Luft upon her, 
“who was to me the very Soul, Joy and 
“ Happinefs of my Life, being ‘enraged at 
* the Difappointment of his beftial Defire, 
“he forcibly committed a Rape upon me, 
“who (let God and my Old-age witnefs) 
“ abhorred his Embraces. Fly, dear Sir, 
‘« fly, for Fear he come, as he ufually does 
“to lie with me, and finding you here moft 
¢ ‘barbaroufly butcher you. ” Bedver, tho 
moved at what fhe faid, as muclrasit is pofh- 

le for human Nature to be, yetendeavoured 
with kind Words toaffwage her Grief, and to 
comfort her with the Promiufe of fpeedy Help : 
And then returned back to Arthur, and pave 
him an Account of what he had met with. 
Arthur very much lamented’ the Damfels 
fad Fate, and ordered his Companions to. 
leave him to deal with him alone 3 unlefs 
there was an abfolute Neceffity, and then 
they were to come in boldly to his Affiftance. 
¥rom hence they went dire€tly-to the next 
Mountain, leaving their Horfes with their 
Armour-Bearers, and afcended to the Top, 
Arthur leading the Way, The‘deformed Sa- 
vage was then by the Fire, with his Pace all 
; befmeared 
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befmeared with the clotted Blood of Swine, 
Pare of which he had already devoured, and 
was roaiting the Remainder upon Spits by 
the Fire, ,. But at the Sight of them, whole 
Appearance was. a Surprize to him, he ha- 
{tened to his Club, which. two rong Men 
could hardly life fromthe Ground. . Upon 
this the King drew his Sword, and guard- 
ing hbimfelf. with his Shield, ran with all 
his {peed to prevent his getting it. But the 
other, who was not ignorant of his Defign, 
had by this Time fnatched it up, and gave 
the King fuch a terrible Blow upon his Shield, 
that he made the Shores ring with the Noife, 
and perfectly ftunned the Kings Ears with 
it. drthur at this being fired with Rage, 
lifted up his Sword, and gave him a Wound 
in the Forehead, which was not indeed 
mortal, but yet fuch as made the Blood 
gufh out over his Face and Eyes, and fo 
blinded him ; for he had partly warded off 
the Stroke from his Forehead with his Club, 
and prevented, its being fatal. However 
his Lofs of Sight, by Reafon: of the Blood 
flowing over his Eyes, made him exert him- 
{elf with greater Bury, and like an enraged 
Boar againft a Hunting-Spear, fo did he 
rufh in againft Arthurs Sword, and grafp- 
ing him about the Waite forced him down 
upon his Knees, But drthar nothing daunt- 
ed nimbly flid out of bis Hands, and now 
fo beitirred himfelf with his Sword, that 
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he gave the Giant no Refpite till he ‘had 
{truck it up tothe very Back within hisSkull. 
At this the hideous Monfter raifed’ a dread: 
ful Roar, and like an Oak torn up bythe 
Roots by Force of Winds, fo did’ he make 
the Ground refound with his Pall.’ Arthur 
burfting out into a Fit of Laughter ‘at ‘the 
Sight, commanded Bedver to cut off his 
Head, and give it to one of the ‘Armour- 
Bearers, who was tocarry it to the Camp, 
and there expofe it to publick View, but 
with Orders for the Spectators ‘of this Com- 
bat to keep Silence. He told them he had 
found none of fo great Strength, fince he 
killed the Giant Ritho upon the Mountain 
Aravius, Who had challenged him to fight. 
This Giant had made himfelf Furs of the 
Beards of Kings he had killed, and had fent 
Word to Arthur carefully to flea off his 
Beard and fend it to him; and then out of 
Refpect to his Pre-eminence ‘over ! other 
Kings, his Beard fhould have the Honour of 
the principal Place. But if he’ refufed’ to 


the Furs, and alfo the Beard°of the van 
quiihed fora Trophy of his Victory. In 
this Conflict therefore, Arthur proved vito- 
rious, and took the Beard and Spoils of the 
Giant; and, as he faid’ before, had ‘met 
with none that could be compared to’ him 
for Strength, till his lait Engagement. “Af 
ter 
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ter this Victory, they rerurned at the fecond 
Watch of the Night 'to the Camp with 
the, Head; to the Sight of which there was 
a great Concourfe of Peaple, all extolling 
this wonderful Exploit of Arthur, by whic a 
he had freed the Country from a ce de- 
{tructive and voracious Montter. ‘But Hoe/, 
in. great Grief for the Lofs of his Neice, 
commanded a Maufoleam to be built Be 
her Body in the Mountain where fhe was 
buried, which taking the Damfels SAR 
is called Helena’s Tomb to this Day. 


CH AP. IY. 


Arthurs Ambaj]adors to Lucius Ti- 
berius’ deliver Petreius Cotta, 
whom. they took Prifoner, to 
Arthur. 


S foon.as all the Forces were arrived 
which, Arther expected, he marches 

from thence to, Awguftodunum, where he 
fuppofed .the General was. But when he 
came to the River d/bz, heshad Inte lligence 
brought him of. his having encamped not 
far off, and that he was. come, with fo vaft 
an Army, as he could nor be able to with- 
{tand.. However this did mot deter him 
from putfuing his Enterprize, but. he Peas 
b, Cue. ec 
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ed his Camp upon the Bank of the River, 
to facilitate the bringing up. of his Forces, 
and'to fecure his Retreat, if there {hould be 
Occafion ; And fent Bofo the Conful of Ox- 
ford, and Guerinus Carnotenfis, with his:Ne- 
phew Walgan to Lucius Tiberius, requiring 
him either to retire from the Coafts of Gaal, 
or come the next Day, that they might try 
their Right to that Country with their 
Swords. The Retinue of young Courtiers 
that attended Walgan, highly rejoycing at 
this Opportunity, were urgent, with him to 
find fome QOccafion for. a Quarrel,-an+the 
Commanders Camp, that fo they might 
engage the Romans, Accordingly they went 
to Lucius, and commandedhim ‘to: retire 
out of Gaul, or hazard’ a Battle the next 
Day: But while he was anfwering them, 
that he was not come to retire, but to,go- 
vern the Country, there was. prefent Caius 
Quintilianus his Néphew, who faid ; ** Fhat 
“the Britains were better at boafting and 
* threatning, than they were at fighting. ” 
Walgan immediately took Fire at this, and 
ran upon him with his drawn Sword, where- 
with he cut off his Head, and then retreat- 
ed fpeedily with his Companions to their 
Hortes. The Romans both Horfé and Foot 
purfue, to revenge the Lofs of their Goun- 
tryman upon the Ambaffadors, :who fled 
with great. Precipitation, | But Gaerinus 
Carnosenfis, yulk as one of them was come 
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up to him, rallied on a fudden, and with 
his Lance ftruck at once through his Armour 
and the very middle of his Body, and laid 
him proftrate on the Ground. The Sight 
of this noble Exploit raifed’ the Emulation 
of Bofo of Oxford, who wheeling about. his 
Horfe, ftruck his Lance into the Throat of 
the firft Man he met with, and difmounted 
him mortally wounded. In the mean Time 
Marcellus Mutias, with great Hagernefs. to 
revenge’ Quintilians Death, was jult upon 
the Back of Walgan, and laid hold of him; 
which the other quickly obliged him to 
quit, by cleaving both his Helmet and Head 
to the Breaft with his Sword. He alfo bid 
him, when he arrived at the infernal Re- 
gion, tell the Man hehad killed inthe Camp; 
“That in this Manner the Brétaizs were 
** full of their Boajting and Threatuing.” 
Then having re-affembled his Men, he en- 
couraged them to difpatch every one. his 
Purfuer, in the fame Manner as he had 
done; which accordingly they did not fail 
to accomplifh. Notwithftanding. the ;Ro- 
mans. continued their Purfuic- with Lances 
-and Swords, wherewith they annoy’d. the 
others, though without Slaughter or taking 
any Prifoners. But’ as they came near.a 
certain Wood,a Party of fix thoufand Britains, 
upon feeing the Flight of the Confuls, had 
hid themfelves, to be in Readinefs for their 
Affiftance.:’ Then fallying® forth they. put 
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Spurs.to their Horfes, and rend the Air with 
their louc Shouts, a and being well. fenced 
with their Shields, on.a fudden affault the 
\omans, and to ‘ce them to fly... And new 
it. was the Britaivs Turn to purfue, which 
they did, wi ith better Succefs, fince they dif- 
mounted, kill led, or took feveral of the Ene- 
my. Letrezus the Senator, upon this News, 
haftens to the rs! aiftance of his Country men 
with ten thoufand Men, and compelled the 


Britains to retreat to t the W ood from whence 
they had fallied forth ; though not with- 
out Lofs of his own MED. For the Britains 
being well.acquainted with theGround, did 
in their Plight. kill a Eas Number of their 
Purfuers... The Britazas thus giving Ground, 
Hider. with another Reinforcement of Eve 
thoufand Men, ad vances with {peed to 


t they now. again face 

1ofe, upon whom they had turned their 
: en Affaule with great 
Vigour. The Romans alfo and thei ur Ground, 
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to the Enemy. When’ Bofo’ obferved' this, 
he drew off from’ the reft'a large Party of 
thofe whom he knew ‘to be ‘the ftouteft 
Men, and fpoke to them after this Manner 3 
“Since we have begun this Fight without 
Arthurs Knowledge, we muf? rake Care 
that we be not defeated in the Enterprize. 
“For if we fhould, we fhall both’ very 
much’ endanger our Men, and incur the 
‘¢ Kings high Difpleafure. Roufe up your 
<¢ Courage,’ and follow me through ‘the 
“ Roman Squadrons, that with the Favour 
<< of good Fortune we may either ‘kill or 
<< take Petreiws Prifoner.”” With this ehey 
put Spurs to their Herfes, and ’ piercing 
through the Enemies thickeft Ranks, 'reach- 
ed the Place where Petreivs was giving his 
Commands. ‘Bofo haftily run in upon him, 
and grafping him about the Neck; feli down 
with him to the Ground, according to the 
Defign he had formed, The Rowaas here- 
upon ran to/his Delivery, as did the Britazus 
to Bofo’s Affiftance ; which occafioned on 
both Sides great Slaughter, Noife and Con- 
fufion, while one Party {trove to refcue 
their Leader, and the other to keep him 
Prifoner. So that this proved the ‘fharpeft 
Part of the whole Fight, and wherein their 
Spears, Swords and Arrows had the fulleft 
Employment. ‘At length the Brz‘aims join- 
ing in a clofe Body, and fuitaining patiently 
the Affaults otf the Romans, retire to the 
| | main 
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main Body of their Army with Petreius : 
Which they had no fooner, done than they 
again attack them, being now deprived of 
their Leader, very much weakened, difpi- 
rited, and juft beginning to fly. They 
therefore eagerly purfue, beat down,,;and 
kill feveral of them, and as foon as\they,.had 
plundered them purfued the reft: But they 
took the greateft Number of them Prifoners, 
as being defirous of prefenting them to the 
King. When they.had at laff fuficiently 
haraffed them, they returned back with 
their Plunder and Prifoners to the Camp ; 
where they gave an Account of what had 
happened, and prefented, Petreius Cotta 
with the other Prifoners before Arthur, with 
great Joy. for the Victory... Arther congra- 
tulated. them.upon it, and promifed them 
Advancement, to. greater Honours, for be- 
having themfelves {fo gallantly when he was 
abfent from them. ‘hen he gave his Com- 
mand ito fome of his Men, to conduct the 
Prifoners the next Day to Pars, and deliver 
them to be kept in Cuftody there till further 
Orders. "The Party that were to undertake 
this Charge, be ordered Cador, Bedver, and 
the two Confuls Borellus and Richerius with 
their Servants, to conduct fo far, til] they 
thould be out of all Fear of Diflurbance 
fcom the Romans. 
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Lhe Romans attack the Britains 
witha very great Force, but are 
put to Fhght by them. 


UT the Romans happening to get In- 
telligence of their Defign, at the Com- 
mand of their General chofe out fifteen thou- 
fand Men, who that Night were to get 
before the others in their March, and refcue 
their Fellow Soldiers out of their Hands. 
They were to be commanded by Vultein 
Catellas, and Quintus Carutius Senators, as 
alfo Evander King of Syria, and Sertorius King 
of Libya. And accordingly they begun the 
March appointed theni that very Night, 
and poffeffed themfelves of a Place conve-_ 
nient for their lying in Ambufcade, through 
which they fuppofed the others would pafs. 
In the Morning the Britains fet forward 
along the fame Road with their Prifoners, 
and «were now approaching the Place, in 
perfect Ignorance of the cunning Stratagem 
of the Enemy. No fooner were they en- 
tred it, than the Romazs to their great Sur- 
prize fprung forth and fell furioufly upon 
them. Notwithftanding the Britains at 
length recovering from their Confternation, 
affemble together, and prepare for -a bold 
: Oppo- 
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Oppofition, by appointing a Party to: guard 
the Prifoners, and drawingvout the reft in Or- 
der of Battle again{t the Enemy. Richertwsand 
Bedver had the Command of the Party that 
were fet over the Prifoners ;) but Cador Duke 
of Cornwal,and Borellws headed the others: But 
all che Romans had made their Sally without 
being placed in any Order, and cared not to 
form themfelves, that they mightlofeno Time 
in the Slaughter of the Britains, whom they 
faw bufied in marfhalling their Troops and 
preparing only for thei Defence. By thisCon- 
duct the Britains were extreamly weakened, 
and would have ihamefully loft their Prifo- 
ners, had not good Fortune haftened to their 
Affiftance.. For Gaitard Commander. of the 
Pittavians, happened toget Knowledge of the 
defigned Stratagem, and was come uprwith 
three thoufand Men, by the Help of which 
they at laft got the Advantage, and repaid 
back the Slaughter upon theirinfolent Af- 
failants. Notwithftanding. the Lofs. they 
fuftained at the Beginning. of, this. AGion 
was very confiderable. For.they loft Bored- 
lus the famous Conful of the Cexomanni, in 
an Encounter with Evander King of Syria, 
who ftruck his Lance into his: Throat ; sbe- 
fides four Noblemen, viz. Hirelgas Depert- 
rus, Muaurictus Cadorcanenfis, Aliduc of Tinta- 
gol, and Hider his Son, than whom, braver 
Men were hardly. ton be found..\\But; yet 
neither did this Lofs difpirie the Haabayts 

ut 
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but rather made them more refolute to keep 
the Prifoners, and kill the Enemy. ‘The 
Romans now finding 'themfelves unable to 
maintain the Fight any longer, on a fudden 
quitted the Field, and made back towards 
their Camp); but were purfued with Slaugh- 
ter by the Britaims, who alfo took many of 
them, and allowed’ them no Refpite ‘till they 
had killed Valteiws Catellus,and Evaader King 
of Syria, and wholly ‘difperfed. the reft. 
Which done, they fent away their former 
Prifoners to Parts, whither they were to’ 
conduct them, and returned back. with 
thofe newly taken to the King; to whom 
they gave great Hopes of a compleat Con- 
gueft of their Enemies,. fince very few of 
the grear Number that came againft them, 
had met with any Succefs. 
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Lucius ‘Tiberius goes to Lengriz, 
Arthur defiguing tovanquafh hin, 
by a Stratagem poffeljes bzmfelf 
of the Valley of Suefia: 


YHESE repeated Difafters wrought 

no {mall Difturbance in the Breai{t of 
Lucius Tibertus, and made him hetitate with 
anxious and fluctuating Thoughts, whether 
to 
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to bring it toa general Battle with Arthar, 
or to retire into Augaftodunum, and fay till 
the Emperor Leo withhis Forces:could come 
to his Affittance. At length giving way to 
his Fears, he enters Lesgrie with his Army, 
intending to reach the other City the Night 
following, . Arthur finding this, and. being 
defirous to get before him) in! his March, 
leaves the City on the left Hand,.and the 
fame Night enters.a certain» Valley called 
Swefia, through which Lucius was to, pals. 
‘There he divided his Men into feveral Bo- 
dies, commanding one Legion,. over which 
Morvid Conful of Glocefler was appointed 
General, to attend hard by, that, he might 
retreat to them if there ihould be Occafion, 
and from thence rally his broken Forces for 
a fecond Battle...The reft he divided into 
feven Parts, in each of which-he placed. five 
thoufand five hundred and fifty five. Men, 
all compleatly armed. He alfo,appoirted 
different Stations to his Horfe.and Foot, 
and gave Command, that juft.as. the Foor 
fhould advance to the Attack, the. Horfé 
keeping clofe together in their Ranks, fhould 
the fame Moment march up obliquely, and 
endeavour to, put the Enemy into Diforder. 
The Companies of Foot were after the 
Britib Manner drawn out.into a Square, 
with a right and left Wing; one of which 
was commanded by Augufel King of Albania, 
and Cador Duke of Corawal, the one Biel 
ding

ding over the right Wing, the other over 
the left.) Over another Party were placed 
the two famous Confuls, Guerinus Carnoten- 
fis, and Bolo. of Richiden, called in the Saxon 
Tongue Oxineford : Over athird were Ajchil- 
lius King of the Daciaws, and Lot King of the 
Norwegsans.: The fourth being commanded 
by Hoel Duke of the Armoricans, and Walean 
the Kings Nephew. © After thefe were four 
other Parties placed in the Reers the firft 
commanded by Cazws the Sewer, and Bed- 
ver the Butler; the fecond by Holdin Duke 
of the Ratenz, and Guitard of the Pictavi- 
ans, the third by Vigents of Leicefter, “Sona 
thal of Dorchefter, and Curfalem of Caicefer’, 
the fourth by Urbgennius of Badon. Behind 
all thefe Arthur, for himfelfand the Legion 
thac was to attend near him, made Choice 
of a Place, where he fet up'a Golden Dra- 
gon fora Standard, whither the wounded 
or fatigued might in Cafe of Neceflity re- 
treat asinto their Camp. The Legion that 
was with him, confifted of fix thoufand fix 
hundred and fixty fix Men. 
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Arthurs Exbortation to bis Soldiers. 


F TER ‘he had thus'placed them all 
in their Stations, he made the follow- 


ing Speech to his Soldiers.’ “ My ‘brave 
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Countrymen, who have’ made ‘Britain 
the Miftrefs of thirty Kingdoms, I con- 
sratulate you upon your late Noble Ex- 
ploit, which to me 1s a Proof that your 
Valour is fo far from being impaired, that 
it isincreafed rather. ‘Though you have 
been five Years without-Exereife, where- 
in the foftning Pleafures of an eafy Life, 
had a greater Share of your Time, than 
the ufe of Arms; yet all this has not 
made you in the leaft degenerate from 
your natural Bravety, which you ‘have 
fhewn in forcing the Romans to fly. The 
Pride of their Leaders has animated them 
to atrempr the Invafion of your Liberties: 
They have tried you in Battle, with 
Numbers Superiour to yours, and have 
not been able to ftand before you; but 
have bafely withdrawn themlelves into 
that City, from whence they-are now 
ready to march out, and to pafs through 
this Valley in their Way to Axguflodu- 
num ; fo that you may have an Opportu- 


nity of falling upon them unawares like a 
ce 2 
Flock 
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“* Flock of Sheep, Certainly they expected 
“to find in) you the Cowardice of the 
“ Haftern Nations, when they thought to 
‘* makeyour Country Tributary, and you 
“¢ their Slaves. What have they never heard 
“ of your Wars withthe Dacians, Norwe- 
“* gians, and Princés of the Gauls, whom 
“‘ you reduced under my Power, and freed 
**) from their fhameful Yoke ?. We then that 
“< have had Succefs. in a greater War, need 
“ not doubt of it ina lefs, if we do but en- 
“. deavour with the fame Spirit to vanquifh 
“ thefePoltrons.. You fhall want no Re- 
“wards of Honour, if.as faithful-Seldiers 
** you-do but f{trictly obey my Commands. 
For as foon as we have routed them, we 
“ will march ftraight ro Rome, and take it; 
* and then all the Gold, Silver, Palaces, 
“ Towers, Fowns,,Cities, and other Riches 
“of the vanquifhed fhall be yours.” He 
had hardly done fpeaking, before they all 
with one Voice declared, that they .were 
ready.to fufier Death, rather than quit the 
Field while he had Life. . 
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Lucius Tiberius difcovermg Arthurs 
Dehgn,. 2n.a Speech anunates bis 
Followers ‘to fight. 


UT Lucivs Tiberius difcovering’ the 

Defigns that were formed againft him, 
would not fly’as he had at firft intended, 
but taking new Courage, refolved to march 
to the fame Valley againft them ; and cal- 
ling together his principal Commanders, 
fpoke to them in thefe Words. “ Venerable 
«“ Fathers, to whofe Empire both the Eaft- 
“ ern and Weftern Kingdoms owe’ Obedi- 
“ence, remember the Virtues of ‘your An- 
«© ceftors, who were not afraid’ to fhed 
« their Blood, when the vanquifhing of the 
«“ Enemies of the Commonwealth required 
«“ it; but to leave an Example of their 
“ Courage and ‘military Virtues to their 
“ Pofterity, behaved cthemfelves in all Bat- 
“ tles with that Contempt of Death, as if 
“ God had given them ‘fome’ Security: a- 
“oaintt it. By this Condud they often 
“ ‘triumphed, and’ by bene efcaped 
“ Death. Such was the Reward of their 
‘Virtue from Divine Providence, which 
« overrules all Events. The Tricreafe of the 


“¢ Commonwealth, and of their own Va- 
a es “ Jour, 
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*¢ lour, was. owing to this; and all thofe 
* Virtues that’ ufually adorn the Great, as 
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Integrity, Honour, and Munificence, 
flourifhing a long Time in them, raifed 
them and their Polterity to the Empire of 
the whole “World. “Let” their noble Ex- 
amples animate you; roule up the Spirit 
of the ancient Romans, and be not afraid 
to. march out, again{t our Enemies that 
are lying in, Ambufh for. us inthe Valley, 
but boldly with your, Swords demand of 
them, your, juft Rights. .Do not think 


that I retired into this City for fear of 


engaging with them ; but I thought that 
as their Purfuit of us was rafh and foolifh, 
fo we, might. hence ona fudden interce ps 
them.in it, and. by dividing their main 
Body make.a. great Slaughter of them. 
But.now fince they have altered the Mea- 
fures we fuppofed they had taken, let us 
alfo alter-ours. Ler jus, go in queft. of 
them, .and bravely fall upon them; or if 
they {hall happen to have the Advantage 
in the. Beginning, of the, Batrle, let us 
only, ftand:our, Ground during the Pury 


. of their. firtt. Affaule, and the Victory will 


undoubtedly..be ours; for in many Bat- 
tles this. Manner of Conduct has. been at» 
rended,.. wath, Victory,,”...As foon,as; he 


Things, they, alideclared.thew Ailent,, pros 


mifed, with..an Qath.to ftand, by him, and 
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haftened.to arm themfelves. Which when 
they had done, they marched out of Lengrig 
to. the Valley where Arthar had drawn oug 
his Forces in Order of Battle... Then they, 
alfo began to marfhal their Army, which 
they divided into twelve Companies, and 
according to the Romaz. Manner of Embat- 
telling, drew out cach Company into the 
Form ofa Wedge, confifting of fix thoufand 
fix hundred and fixty fix Men. Each Com- 
pany alfo had. its refpective Leaders, avho 
were to give Direftion when to advance, or 
when to be upon the Defenfive. One of 
them was headed by Lucias Catellus the Se- 
nator, and Alifantinam King of Spaip ; ano- 
ther by Hiértaczas King of the Parthians, and 
Marius Lepidus a Senator ; a third by Bottus 
King of the Medes, and Caius Metellas a Se- 
nator; a fourth’by Sertorius King of Libya, 
and Quintus Mitvius a Senator. Theté ‘four 
Companies were placed in thé Front of the 
Army. In the Rear “of thefe were four 
others, whereof one was commanded by 
Serfes King of the Itureaws; another by Paz- 
drafus King of Egypt’; a thitd’by “Polyteres 
Duke of Bithynia 5 a fourth by Texcer’ Duke 
Of Phrygia.

mortally wounded. » For-.as)Bedver..met 
Beccus. King. of the. Medes, he, fell down 
dead: by a Stab.of his. Lance,,amidft, the 
Enemies Troops: And Caias in endeavour- 
ung to revenge his Death, was furroynded 
by the Medizz Troops, and there received a 
mortal Wound»; ; yet as.a brave, Soldier.he 
opened himfelf a, Way with the Wing which 
he led, killed, and-difperfed the,Medes, and 
would have made a fafe Retreat with all his 
Men, had he not happened tejmeet. with 
the King of Liye with the Forces.under him, 
who put his whole Company. into Diforder ; 
yet not fo great, but that he,was, ftill able 
to get off with a few, and fly with Bedvers 
Corps to the Golden. Dragon, 3 The: Nea- 
firtans_ grievoully lamented. at, the Sight. of 
their Leaders mangled Body 5: and,.fo: did 
the Andegavians, when they beheld their 
Conful wounded. -But there\was now.no 
room for mournful Complaintss; when..the 
furious. and bloody. Shocks: of. both, Armies 
made it moreneceffary to provide for their 
own Defence, Therefore Hire/gas the Nephew 
of Bedver, being iextreamly -enraged at. his 
Death, calls up to him three hundred ose 
an 
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and like awild Boar amongita Pack of Dogs 
broke through the Enemies Ranks with his 
Horfe, making towards:the Place where 
he had feen the Standard ‘of the King ‘of 
the Medes ; little regarding what might be- 
fal him, fo he could but revenge the Lofs 
of his Unkle. At length he reached. the 
Place, killed the King, brought off his Body 
to his Companions, and laid it by that of his 
Unkle, where he mangled it in the-fame 
Manner.’

| FTER Malgo fucceeded Careticus, a 
Nay Lover of Civil Wars, and hateful to 
God: and, 10 the Brétazus. . The Saxonwdif 
covering his fickle Difpofition, went to Tres 
land for Gormund King, of the Africans, ; who 
had arrived there. with, a very great Fleet, 
and had. fubdued., that Country. “From 
thence, at their traiterous: Inftigation,-he 
failed over into Britain, which the perfidi- 
ous Saxovs, in-one Part,,;in another the Bri- 
tains by, their eontintal, Wars. among them- 
felves, were,wholly laying wafte. » Entring 
therefore into Alliance with the Saxons, he 
made War upon King Careticws, ‘and Safter 
feveral Battles fought drove him from City 
to City, till. at length he forced. him. to 
Cirecefler and there befieged him. Here 
Tfembard the Nephew ofcLewis' King: of the 
franks came to him, made aLeague of Ami- 
ty with him,~and out of Refpect to.him re- 
nounced the Chrzfian Faith, on Condition 
he would aflift him togain the Kingdom 
of Gaul from his Unkle; by whom he gid 
1¢ 
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he was forcibly and ‘unjuftly expelled out of 
it. Atlaft after the taking and burning of 
the City, he had another Fight with Carers» 
cus, and :made him fly beyond, the.Severa 
into.M’gles,. This done’ he made..an. utter 
Defolation in the Countries, fet Fire.to. the 
adjacent Cities, and continued, thefe, Out- 
rages, till he had almoft burat.,the; whole 
Surface’ of the Ifland from. the one, Sea, to 
the other ; fo that: the Tillage ‘was every 
where ‘deftroyed, and both with, Fireand 
Sword: a general Deftruction made of the 
Husbandmen and Clergy.  This,terrible 
Calamity made the reft to fly whitherfoever 
they had any Hopesiof Safety.)

UT to'return to the Hiftory ; after the 
inhuman Tyrant with ‘many Thou- 
jands. of his Africaws had made a Devaftati- 
on almoft over the whole Ifland, the great- 
er Part of it called Loegria, he yielded up 
to the Saxows, whofe Villany had been’ the 
Occafion of his Arrival. . Therefore the Re- 
mainder of the Brztaivs retired into the We- 
ftern Parts of the Kingdom, that is, Cornwal, 
and Wales ; from whence they continually 
made frequent and fierce Irruptions upon 
the Enemy. The three Archbifhops, ‘vz. 
He of Legions, Theon of London, and Thadio- 
eews of York, when they had beheld all the 
Churches fubjeét to their Jurifdiction, lying 
level with the Ground, fly with al} the Cler- 
ey thac remained after fo great a Deftructi- 
on, to the Covertsof the Woods in Wales, car- 
rying with them the Religues of the Saints, 
for Fear the facred Bones ot fomanv holy Men 
of old might be deftroyed by the Barbarians, 
if they fhould leave’ them in that imminent 
Danger, and themfelves inftantly fufler Mar- 
tyrdom.

OR along Time after this the Britains 
fF loft the Crown of the Kingdom, and 
the Monarchy of the Ifland, ‘and ‘made no 
Endeavours to recover their ancient Dignity: 
But even that Part of the Country which ‘yet 
remained to them, being fubje@ not’tojone 
King, but three Tyrants, : they often wafted 
by civil Wars. But neither did “the Saxons 
as yet obtain the Crown, but were alfo 
fubject. to three Kings, and infefted fome= 
times one another, fometimes thé Britains. 


CHAP. XL 


‘Aveuftin being fent by Pope Gre- 
sory mto Britain, preaches the 
Gofpel to.the Angles... 


N the mean Time Auguflin was fent by 

Pope St..Gregory into,.Britain, to preach 
the Word of God tothe dagles, who being 
blinded with Pagan Superftition, had en- 
tirely extinguifhed Chriftcanity in) that Part 
of the Ifland which; they poffefled. But 
among the Brétains, the Chriftian Faith yet 
flourished, and. never failed among them 
from the Timé of Pope Eleutheriw, when 
it was firft planted here, But after Augu/tiz 
came, he found in their Province feven, Bi- 
fhopricks, and an Archbifhoprick, all filled 
with moft devout: Prelates, and a great 
Number-of Abbies ; by which the Flock 
of Christ was ftill, kept'.in good Order. 
Among, the reft there was. in the City, of 
Bangor a moft, noble Church, in which it 
is reported there was fo great a Number 
of Monks, that when the Monaftery was 
divided into feven Parts, each having their 
Priors over them, not one of them had lefs 
than three hundred: Monks, who all lived 
by the Labour of their own Hands. The 
Name oftheir Abbot was Dinoot, a Man 
admirably 
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admirably skilled in the liberal Arts; who, 
when Axguftin required the Subjection: of 
the Britifh Bifhops, and would have: per- 
fuaded them to undertake the Work of the 
Gofpel with him among the Aagles, an- 
{wered him with feverat Arguments, that 
they owed no Subjection ‘to ‘him, ‘neither 
would they preach to their Enemies; fince 
they had their own: Archbifhop, and be- 
caule the Saxon Nation perfifted in depriv- 
ing them of their Country. For this Rea- 
fon they efteemed them their mortal Ene- 
mies, reckoned their Faith and Religion as 
nothing, and would no more communicate 
with the Arges than with Dogs.

Edelfrid Azlls a great Number of 
the Britifh Monks, but is. at last 
routed by rhe Britains: 


“PP (HEREFPORE Aedelbert King of 

Kent, when he faw the Britains ‘dit- 
daining SubjeCtion’ to Auguffin,” and that 
they defpifed his Preaching, was highly 
provoked, and ftirred up Edelfrid King of 
the Northumbrians, and tlre -other petty 
Kings of the Saxons, to raife a great Army, 
and march to the City of Baagor, to de- 
roy 
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ftroy the Abbot Dizocor, and the reft of the 
Clergy who‘held them in Contempt. At 
his Inftigation therefore they Affembled a 
prodigious Army, arid in their March to 
the Province of the Britaims, came to Les 
gecefter, where Brocinait Conful of the City 
was expecting their Coming. Tothe fame 
City were come innumerable Monks and 
Hermits from feveral Provinces of the Brz- 
tains, but efpecially from the City of Bangor, 
to pray for the Safety of their People. 
Whereupon Edelfrid King of the Northum- 
brians, collecting all.his Forces joined Battle 
with Brocimail, whe having a lefs Army to 
withftand him, at laft quitted the City 
and fled, though not without having made 
avery great Slaughter of the Enemy. But 
Edelfred, whem he had taken the City, and 
under{tood upon what Occafion the Monks 
were corte thither, commanded his Mer 
to turn their Arms firft againft them ; and 
fo two hundred of them were honoured 
with the Crown of Martyrdom, and ad- 
mitted into the Kingdom of Heaven that 
very Day. . From thence this Saxoz Tyrant 
proceeded on. his March to Bangor ; but 
upon the News of His outrageous Madnefs, 
the Leaders. of the Britains, viz. Blederi¢ 
Duke of Cormwal, Margadud King of the Des 
metians, and Caduan ot the Venedotians, came 
from all Parts to meet him, and joining, 
Bartle with him, wounded him, and forced 
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him:-to fly-;-and~befides killed:of-his:Army. 
to the Number.of ten thoufand and? fixty 
fix Men. On. ‘the Britains Side fell Blederre 
Duke of -Corawal, who was ca aged 
mander in thofe Wars. 
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Caduan by a Treaty polfeffes all 
Britain on this &de the Humber, 
and Edelfrid the rest. 


aN| F TER this all the Princes of 
yi) the Britains met together at the 
I al, City of Legecefter, and confented 
Be) to make Cadvan their King, that 
under his Command they might purfue 
Edelfrid beyond the Humber. Accordingly 
as foon as he was crowned, they flocked to- 
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gence, he-entred into a Confederacy with 
all the Saxoz Kings, and went. to meet Ca- 
duan, At la{t,as they were forming their 
Troops for .a Battle, their Friends: came, 
and made Peace. between them on thefe 
Terms 5 That, Cadaan fhould, enjoy that 
Part of Britain which lies on this Side the 
Humber, and Edelfrid that which is beyond 
it. As foon as they had confirmed this 
Agreement .with an Oath made to their 
Hoftages, there commenced fuch a Friend- 
thip between them, that they had all Things 
common. Inthe mean Time it happened, 
that Edelfrid banifhed his own Wife and 
married another, and bore fo great a Ha- 
tred to her that was banifhed, that he would 
not fuffer her to live in the Kingdom of Nor- 
thumber land. Whereupon fhe being withChild 
went to King Caduan, to, defire, that by his 
Mediation fhe might ‘be reftored. to her 
Husband. But when Edelfrid. could byno 
Means be brought to confent to it, fhe con- 
tinued to live with Caduaz, till fhe was de- 
livered of the Son. which ‘fhe had;conceived. 
Aclittle ‘Lime vaiter her Delivery, Cadaan 
alfo hada Son born to him by.the Queen 
his Wife, fhe having been big at the fame 
Time, Then were the two-Boys brought 
up together in a Manner, fuitable to their 
royal, Birth, one of which .was called €zd- 
wallo, the other, Edwin. .When they were 
come up near to Mens Eitate, their a 
fent 
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fent them to Salomon King of the Armoricaz 
Britains, that in his Coure they might learn 
the Difcipline of War, and’ other Princely 
Qualifications, This Prince therefore -re- 
ceived them gracioufly, and admitted them 
to an Intimacy with him’; fo that there 
was none of their Age in the whole Court, 
that had a freer Accefs to, or could more 
familiarly difcourfe with the King. than 
they. At laft he himfelf was an Eye-witnels 
of their Exploits againit the Enemy, in 
which they very much fignalized their 
Valour. 


CHAP. IL 


Cadwallo breaks the Covenant he 
had made with Edwin. 


N Procefs of Time when their Parents 
| were dead, they returned to Britain, 
where they took upon them the Govern- 
ment of the Kingdom, and began to PraCtice 
the fame Friend{hip their Fathers had done. 
‘Two Years after this, Edwin asked Leave 
of Cadwalo to wear a Crown, and to cele- 
brate the fame Solemnities, as had been 
ufed of old in the Parts of Worthumberland, 
And when they had begun’a Treaty upon 
this Subjet by the River Dagla, that the 
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Matter might be a¢jufted according’ t6 the 
Advice of their wife Counfellers’; it hap- 
pened that Cadwallo was laying on the other 
Side of the Rivet'in the Lap‘ of a certain 
Nephew of his, ‘whofe’ Name was’ Briar.

“’preflion of Barbarians ever fince the Time 
‘tot Malgo, and has not yet’ gota Prince, 
*" to reftore it to its ancient flourifhing State. 
“And even the little Honour that it had 
“lett, is leflened by your Indulgence: fince 
the Saxons, who are only Strangers, and 
“always Traitors to our Country; mut 
** now be permitted to wear the fame Crown 
** as you do... For when once they-ihall at- 
* tain to. regal Dignity, it willbe a great 


Addition. to their Glory. ta-the Country 
* from whence they came and they may 
** fooner invite over their Countrymen, for 
*“ the utter Extirpation of our Race. For 
** they have been always accuftomed to 
Treachery, and never to keep Faith with 
* any; Which I think fhould be a car 
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for our, keeping them under, and not for 
exalting. .them....When King Vortegern 
firft, retained them. in his Service,:,they 
made, a fhew of living peaceably, and 
fighting for our Country, till they had 
an Opportunity of praétifing their Wick. 
ednefs,;,and then chey returned Evil for 


Good, ;betray’d him, and made. a cruel 


Matlacre; of the People of the Kingdom. 
Afterwards they betray’d Aurelius Ambro- 
fies, to whom, even. after the moft tre- 
mendous Oaths of Fidelity, at a Banquet 
with him they gavea Draught of Poiton. 
They. alfo betray’d Arthur, when fetting 
afide the Covenant by which they were 
bound, they joined with his Nephew 
Modred, and fought againft him... Laftly 
they. broke. Faith with King Careticus, 
and brought in upon him Gorwund_King 
of the. Africans, by whofe .Difturbances 


our, People. were robbed. of their Coun- 
try,,and the King fcandaloufly. driven 
“6 out, 
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A Quarrel between Gadwallo and 
Edwin 


T’ the mentioning of thefé Things!by 
A him, Cadwallo repented of his entring 
upon this Treaty, and fent Word’to Edwin, 
that he could by no Means:induce his Goun- 
fellers to confent to his Petition. For they 
alledge, that it is contrary to Law and the 
ancient Eftablifhment, that an land, which 
has always had no more than one Crown, 
fhould be now under SubjeGtion-to two 
Crowned Heads,-. This Meflage incenfed 
Edwin, and made him break. off the Gon- 
ference, and retire:into Northumberland, fay 
ing, he would be crowned without Czdwallo’s 
Leave... When Cadwallo was told this, he 
declared to him by his Ambaffadors, that 
he would cut off his crowned Head, ‘if he

‘HIS proved the Occafion of a War 
| between them, in which after feveral 
Engagements between their: Men, they at 
laft met together themfelves beyond the 
Humber, andhada Battle, wherein Cadwallo 
loft many thoufand of his’ Followers, and 
was putto Flight. From hence he marched 
with: Precipitation through Albavia, and 
went over to Ireland. But Edwin after'this 
Victory, led his Army through the Provin- 
ces of the Britaizs, and burning the Cities 
before him, grievoully tortured the Citizens 
and-Country People. » During this Exercife 
of his: Cruelty, Cadwallo never ceafed en- 
deavouring to return back to his Country 
in a’ Fleet, but without. Succefs; becaufe 
to whatever Port he f{teered; Edwin met him: 
with his Forces, and hindered his landing: 
For there was come to him from Spaz a 
very skilful Southfayer named -Pollitus, who 
by the Flight of Birds, and the Courfes of 
the Stars, foretold him all’the Difafters that 
would happen. By this means Edw7x getting 
Knowledge of Cadwallo’s Return, prepared 
to meet him, and fhattered his Ships fo tise 
1 
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he drowned his. Men and beat him off from 
all his Ports. . Cadwal/o-not knowing what 
Courfe to take, was almoft in, Defpair of 
ever returning.) At laft.it came into his 
Head, to go to Salomon King of the Armori- 
cam Britains, that he might defire) his Affi- 
ftance and Advice, to enable him-to return 
to his Kingdom. * And fo as he was fteering 
his Courfe towards Armorica, a very ftrong 
Tempelt rofe on a fudden, which difperfed 
the Ships of his Companions; and ina fhort 
Time left no two. of them together... The 
Pilot of the Kings Ship was feized: imme- 
diately with fo great a Fear, that quitting 
the Stern, he left the Veflel to. the Difpofal 
of Fortune; fo that all that Night ‘it. was 
toffed up and down in great Danger by the 
raging Waves. The mext Morning they 
arrived ata certain I{land called. Garwareza, 
where with very great Difficulty,they got a+ 
jhore. Cadwailo was forthwith feized, with 
fuch Grief for the Lofs of his Companions, 
that for three Days and. Nights together he 
refufed to eat, but lay Sick upon: his Bed.

CHAP. VI 


Cadwallo’s Anfwer to Salomon. 


YHEN he had concluded his Speech, 
Cadwallo, who was a littleput to the 

Blufh, anfwered him after this Manner:

‘© Honours; who being raifed to a high 
5 Quality, 
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Quality, ona fudden were puffed up above 
what their Sration required ;and grown 


‘wanton with Affluence of Riches, ‘gave 


themfelves upto commit /uch Fornication, 
as is not fo much as named among the Gen- 
tiles; and (as Gildas the Hiftorian tefti- 
fies;) were not only guilty ‘ofthis Vice, 
but of all the Enormities that’are incident 
to humane’ Nattire. “And ‘that “which 
chiefly prevailed, to the entire Overthrow 
of. all Goodnefs, was the’ Hatred’ of 
Truth with its Affertors, the’ Love of a 
Lye with the Inventors of it, the embra- 
cing of Evil for Good, the Veneration of 
Wickednefs for Grace, the receiving’ of 
Satan foran Angel of Light. ‘Kings were 
anointed, not forthe fake of Gud, ‘but 
fich as were move’ cruel thar the reft ; 
and were foon after Murdered:by their 
Anointers, without Examination, having 
chofen others ‘yet more crvél in ‘their 
Room. But if'any of them fhew’d-any 
Mildnefs, or feerned a Favourerof Truth, 
againft him, as the Subverter of ‘Britain, 
was all their Malice and their” Weapons 
bent. In fhert, ‘Things pleafing to'God 

or difpleafing, with them: had-the fame 

Weight, if the worfe were not the weigh- 

tier: >’ Therefore’ were all Affairs mana- 

ged contrary to publick Safety; ‘as if the 

true Phyfictan of ‘all had left them ‘defti- 


tute af Cure. And thus was every Thing 
: * done 
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done without. Difcretion,.and_ that not 
only by, Secular Men, but by the. Lords 
Flock, andiits Paftors.» Therefore it is not 
to. be.wondred, -that fuch, a degenerate 
Race, fo.odious. to God for .their Vices, 
loft.a Country which they had fo heinouf- 
ly corrupted. For God, was willing to 
execute his Vengeance upon them, by fuffe- 
ringa Foreign People to come upon them, 
who were todrive us out ofour Poffeffions: 
Notwithftanding it would be a worthy 
Aa, if God would permit it, to reftore 
our Subjects to their ancient Dignity, ‘to 
prevent the Reproach that may bethrown 
upon our Race, that we were weak Ru- 
lers,, who did not exert. ourfelves in our 
own Defence... AndJ1 do the more freely 
ask your Affiftance, as. you are of the 
{ame Blood with us. | For the great'Ma/- 
go, who,was the fourth King: of Britain 
after Arthwr, had two Sons, named ...En- 
nianus.and Runo. Eunianus begot Belin, 
Belin Fagoy Fago Caduan who was my

Ofiz was at laft reduced to fuch 
Pxtremity, that he was forced.to promife 
him inpumerable Royal Ornaments, and 
other Prefents more than one would believe, 
to make him defift from ruining his Coun- 
try, and return home without committing 
any more Holtilites. But when the other 
could by no Entreaties be prevailed upon to

And 
being now alfo overrun with Barbarity, 
they were no longer called Britains, but 
Gualenfes, Wellbmen; a Word derived either 
from Gza/o their Leader, or Guales their 
Queen, or from their Barbarity. .
